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I IK present work may be considered as to continuation 
of the ’ First Letter Book of the East India Company,' 
printed by M r. Quariteh in t«03; but some changes 
have been made in the form of its production, the principal 
being that it has been thought advisable, firstly, to modernise the 
spelling of the manuscripts (except as regards place names, which 
am given as in the original, but with the modem name within 
brackets;, and, secondly, to refrain from any attempt at annotation, 
the introduction and glossary having rendered the latter unnecessary'. 
The order in which the several documents appear in the original 
volumes has been followed, but it will be observed that those are 
not always in strict sequence of date. As regards dates occurring 
in the body of the work, the * old style' figures have been retained. 
Under this system, as is well known, the year was reckoned to 
commence on March 25. 
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[HE senes of India Office Records known us the 1 O. C. r 
CallectJon, uf which the earliest tuc published m the 
following pages, appears to have l>eeu collected and 
bound in volumes a; bout the year iSjJ, This Collection 
Com prises letters, with enclosures, from their agents and others 
to the East India Company and is styled * Original Correspon¬ 
dence from India, with collateral d<^iimenis. Origniatfngat any place 
between England and Japan/ These ex lend from t^OJ to T ;o«, 
and appear to have been previously kept without any regard to 
viLelhini or order. It U staled in a note dial 'they seem from 
wliat materials were extant at the commencement of order in 
keeping the early records to have been preserved by accident. 
The series though valuable and importantfaros it extends, is 
not continirow 1

From the foregoing clnssufkfitLin il in dear thru a very defective 
system of record keeping existed previously to the arrangement 
of the ‘O. CV Collection, and even that collection In not so perfbcl 
as It might have been made. 

The earlier correspondence addrensed u* the East India Com¬ 
pany by its captains and agents abroad, now ex i sting amongst 1 he 
record^ the India OfEec. is exceed in gty seamy* not more than 
ten documents previously to 1610 having been handed down to 
tlte present date in the r 0. C to! nines, besides which there arc 
but very few of*o early a date in other collections It U t however , 
evident from references jtt the Court Minute bodes that many were 
received which are not now in existence. From 1610 the docu¬ 
ments in the *0, C P collection become more nutnercu* cadi year. 

Some of the missing documents were probably lost at r* very 
early period ; arid it is stated that in 1614 certain journals were 
wanted which could nm then U L found, whereupon orders were 
issued for the more careful custody of the Company's recoreb in 
future ; but the^ orders were, it Is to be feared, observed m but a 
very Irregular manner, since at vv. i rons intervals the deficiencies in 
diem were brought prominently to noLice, and attempts were made 
to provide for their more efficient preservation.

In sen published—generally, however, in a somewhat condensed form 
- in 4 Purchas his Pilgrimcs.' whereby the accounts of those voyages,

At the dawn Of history the Indn-Eurn^an trade wa* carried 
on by the Aiabinns and Fhankiam the former in the Red Sea* 
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Persian Gulf, and Indian Ocean, imd the tatter In the Mediter¬ 
ranean. Between the Red Sea and Persian Gulf routes there 
Lxetcd u eoniiiiiiai rivalry, and on life Red Sej there was ab a 
sharp competition for ihc trade between the Gulf of Ah aba and 
lire Gulf of Suez. Whilst the Arab, in a great measure main¬ 
tain ed their portion of the trade until the discovery of the route 
to India by the Cape of Good Hope* the FliornSciatis anti their 
colonies were forced to succumb t,j the rivalry of Assyria, Greece, 
and Rome. Tyre was the principal Phumician mart on the 
European side for her Eastern trade, but, at a later date:, had La 
5)1 li re her comm ©tie wit h the younger coktiy of Cart hage, which 
afterwards became the more fraportatit city of the two ; and when 
tin' glory of Tyre begah to decline CarLkige was in the zenith of 
her commercial prosperity and greatness* Byzantium, a Greek 
sLitlement t happily situated at the terminus of the grand caravan 
system, by whtcli it was placed in communication with the Ganges 
and with China* at an early date also became an tntrfpJi for the 
commerce of the known world 

Alexander the Great destroyed Tyre and made himself master 
of Egypt (B,Cb 3$3), where he founded the city of Alexandria, to 
sri vc as a com mere in! port on the Mediterranean for the Eastern 
trade which passed up the Red Sea. On the death of Alexander, 
Egypt felt to the Ptolemies, under whom art?, commerce, mantrfac^ 
(urta> agriculture, and Navigation obtained a moyt extraordinary de¬ 
velopment ; Alexandria became the fiist; mart in the world, and its 
importance in that resect was carefully nurtured when Egypt 
became a Roman province Carthage waged a long struggle with 
Koines but it iya$ tminossiblc that they should both continue to 
prosper, ;uhJ the Punic wars at length seakd ilic doom *A the 
former. 

During the ascendency of the Roman power. Rome became 
the centre of commerce from ail parts of the world ; but when 
southern and western Europe were overrun by hordes of barbarians 
and Constantine had removed the seat of Empire to Byzantium* 
which wa3 from that time known as Coiistamfnopk, the downfall 
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nf Romp. with the western Roman EmptiT. marked a distinct epoch 
in cnmmcrrial as wdl it-* in gxilitku! history. 

lloTtsUiUfriople now became the principal centre of commerce 
between the East ami the West Ry ran tine trade with India was 
in part can itrl on through Egypt, hut when the Moslems tnok 
Alexandria that line of communication was cut off. and a route 
was opened by way of the Greek settlements on the Rlnck Sea 
and Independent Tartary i and for two hundred years the products 
■f India and China rear bed Constantinople almost exclusively by 
that circuitous mute. From i nnstjntiiiople a considerable trade 
arose along the Mediterranean coasts with Spain. Africa, and the 
Republics ■ ii Italy; whilst a direct land trade with northern and 
western Europe was runied on by the Avars, a people inhabiting 
the Danubiau province*. 

The decay of the Ryraittiiie trade, due tr> the struggles fur 
empire between the Mohammedans anti the Greeks, resulted in its 
transfer to the merchants of Venice anti Genoa, who now in their 
turn became the principal possessors of the trade with India and 
the East Owing, however, to die hostile rivalry of the Venetians 
and Genoese for pre-eminence, many of the German towns, formerly 
laipplicrt through the Italian marts, found it more convenient to 
upeti direct communication with Constantinople in order to obtain 
Indian produce , and thus, iti the twelfth century , a chain of cum- 
mcrcUl stations extended from Constantinople to the German 
Ocean, of which the principal were Vienna, Ratisbon, Ulm, A ugs¬ 
burg, and Nuremberg, 

Amongst Ibe towns In north-western Hurojwr with winch tile 
Venetian* traded, Troyes at an early date formed an important 
tnlrepct for their apices and other Eastern produce, but this trade 
was In time diverted to -mother channel owing to the imposition ui 
heavy dues . and when, in (2i)S, the overland route for Oriental 
commerce, by way of Syria and Constantinople, was el.tscd to the 
Venetians, and they re-opened the old route through Egypt, ('nods 
were conveyed by sea direct to England and the Netherlands, 
Bruges was the first town Ihua favoured by the Eastern trade, and 
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it became, itr consequence, f at a Song time (lie chief commetuil 
|»ort of northern Europe, and so long 3S a llhcrat policy prevailed 
it continued to increase in wealth and importance. Up to 14S7 
there was scarcely a nation that frail not its own store and a Com¬ 
pany established there for trade, and it thud became a general 
depot for the interchange or mere lia rid isc. The argosies of Venire 
and Genoa cainc thither with the produce of the Hast, and the 
warehouses were filled with bales of wool from England, and with 
silk from Persia. The prosperity of Hrttgcs was undtminisbed till 
it passed under the dominion of the house of Hapsburg. For .1 
violation of some of tlicir privileges, the inhabitants imprisoned 
the Archduke Maximilian in 14SS The towns of Antwerp and 
Amsterdam rendered assistance to the Duke, who, on regaining 
his authority, destroyed the port of Bruges and transferred its trade 
to Antwerp. 

'Hie commercial prosperity of Venice was now on the decline; 
driven hack by the advance of the Turks in Europe, to whutn the 
Venetians were forced to yield their Oriental trading stations, their 
various channels of intercourse with India were successively dosed, 
and, after the Capture nf Coustatitlnr-pk:, the republic was left with 
only air intermittent trade through Alexandria, which was subject 
to the caprice of the Mameluke rulers of Egypt, and was also under 
the ban of the Popfc. In addition to this, Venice became involved 
in ceaseless struggles with Lombardy, Genoa, the Romagna, and 
Naples ; but the final blow i«> her Eastern trade was struck on tire 
discovery', by Portugal, of the Cai« mute tn India, when Portuguese 
.hips were enabled tn bring home the various products of llic East 
far more cheaply than whs done by the former mute through 
Egypt- 

The principal commercial tnirtpSt for northern Europe being 
established at Antwerp, thither the Italians imported large 
quantities of silk, the Portuguese and Spaniards brought spices 
and other Eastern produce, and the English, who soon became 
numerous in the [dace, set rip there a storehouse for their 
men hand isc, which they readily exchanged for the products of 
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other countries, The liberal policy adopted by the Duke of 
Rrahunt, and the privileges he conferred on foreigners, induced 
many merchants to make it a rendezvous for thdx ships and a 
depot for storing thdf goods* whence they were distributed 
throughout the Continent ami the whole of the north of Europe 
In 1550 an English Bourse was established at Antwerp, and in 
1558 the Hop Van Lycre was ceded for the accommodation ofoiir 
merchants. 

The religious persecutions which took place about this time in 
Germany, Prance, and England tended to drive trade from those 
countries, and still further to increase that of Antwerp, At the 
same time, the commercial prosperity of Venice had been transferred 
to Lisbon, which now became the emporium fi>r spices and other 
Eastern produce, 

In J 37*5 Antwerp was taken by the Spaniards and given up to 
a three days’ pillage; it was besieged, though in vain, by the Duke 
of Alemjon in tstfjj! arid, after a very obstinate defence, it fell 
hefote the assault of the Duke of I’arma (n 1585. Those events 
brought about the commercial ruin of Antwerp; its trade departed, 
and its Inhabitants were scattered. The imposition of heavy 
customs and other taxes apeodOy drove tile principal manu¬ 
facturers and traders from the country, and the trade was to a 
large extent transferred to the towns of Holland, which were 
free front similar restrict Iona, A msterdam and Hamburg now 

became the most Imjiortant commercial centres of die north of 
Europe. 

It is possible that at this Lime trade would have centred in 
England mthcr than In Holland but for the restrictive nature of 
the English laws with regard to shipping and trade by foreigners. 
The Dutch were not slow to take advantage of these circumstances, 
and thus they were enabled to grasp, and keep to themselves, 
large and pliable portions of the carrying trade, whilst, owing 
to tlu; greater enctjUtagcmctU of shipping in Holland, they |»3Sisuril 
much finer vessels and more experienced mariners than were to 
be found in England

This, it appears, gave offence to foreign princes, 
who, thinking that the law was made to the prejudice of their 
rcsjrtcth'e countries and navies, made similar laws with regard to 
the shipping Ilf their own dominions ; * by reason whereof/as stated 
in the preamble to 1 EiHs. c, siii. (iS$B-59). bathe not ondy 
growen greats riisplcasyre between the forreyne Fry 1 ices arid the 
Kinges of this Realmc, but also the Marebauntes have been -sore 
grevrd nn> 1 endamaged, 1 Accordingly, by the statute last quoted, 
tile former law was repealed, and although Ihis rejurai was clogged 
with many restrictions, it afforded considerable relief and encourage* 
meut to English merchants. After this date the Kiuuia Company 
began considerably to cxictid rts transactions, anti a stimulus was 
given to the development of other commercial enterprises in foreign 
lands. 

The first practical step taken with the view of obtaining for 
this country a share in the East Indian trade dales from 15j9.ii' 
which year Queen Elizabeth sent Willium tTarburo, ah English 
rncrdiaiU, to Turkey, who obtained from Sultan Amurath III- 
permiasjon for the English murchatil* to resort and trade to that 
country, In all respects as freely as the French, Venetians, Germans, 
ami Poles thcti did, by which concession a foundation was laid for 
the establish mcm, two yean taler,of the English Turkey Company. 
Previously to this tire Venetians used to send vessels yearly to 
Hourhiui'pton with Turkish, Persian, and Indian merchandise; hut 
by entering uimi this trade themselves the English procured 
com modi lies from the Levant and from the East much more 
cheaply, RUd the teturns which il yielded at the beginning tire 
■iUiled to have been three for one (’ Annals of Commerce 
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The defeat of the ijpanlsh Armada appeals to have greatly 
stimulated Engl'- 4 !! maritime enterprise; In inspiring the people 
With ariditfnna! confidence in their national superiority at sea : an 1, 
in October 15S9, less than one year after that event, a hotly of 
English merchants memoriali.vxl the Queen for permi-nlnn to semi 
ships to trade in India. This was readily granted, and three 
vessels, tim. Penelope, the Merchant Royal, and the Edward 
Bon a venture, under the command of Captain Gcorgi- Raymond, 
sailed in 1591. The fleet was dispersed by a storm: Captain 
Raymond, in the principal ship, was never beard of again, and 
Master James Lancaster was the only one that accomplished the 
voyage Although the adventurers failed to realise the expected 
return for their investments, the practicability of the scheme h:id 
been proved, and others were thereby encouraged to embark in a 
dm liar enterprise, 

The next attempt to open up Ihe trade with India was marie, 
principally at Lhc cost of Sir Robert Dudley, hi 1596, j'hcn a licet 
of three vessels (the Bear, the Bearis Whelp, nnd the Benjamin;, 
Under the command of Captain Benjamin Wood, were fitted out 
hi? an expedition to the East, and carried a letter from Qitrcii 
Elrrabitth to the Emperor of China, 1 but nut one of Che company 
ever returned to give an account of the rest.’ 

Whilst these attempts were being made by England to esta¬ 
blish a direct trade with India, similar steps were being taken by 
the Dutch, and In 1594 a Company was formed in Holland, called 
•The Company of Foreign Merchants/ by whom four ships were 
fitted out at Amsterdam, These node a successful voyage to 
Bantam, and three of them returned, in 1597, richly laden with 
spices and other Indian product One of tile results of this 
voyage was, undoubtedly, the bringing into unison of a lan r ;c 
number of English merchants for a similar purpose. who formed 
ihi m^ lve.t into an association and iuhsedbed upwards of 30,000/. 
in support of the undertaking, A petition was presented tt> 
Queen rvlLcabeth fur ho royal absent t<* the intended project, by 
whom a Charter of Incorporation was granted to George, Ear! of 
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Cumberland, and two hundred and Gfttxsti knights, aldermen, and 
merchants under the tin me of * The Govern*! 1 and Company of 
Merchants of Loudon trading into the Cast Indies.' 

The tort expedition sent <ml by this Company was placed 
under the command df Captain fafterward? Sir) James Lancaster. 
For the tort to ho employed Upon this voyage they purchased 
vessels m the river Thames, one of which, the Marc Scurgt.% 
df tioo tons! was bought from the Far I of Cumberland far 
3 # 0 Qi This had been a ship of war, built by the Earl far 
the express purpose erf cruising against the Spiniarsb ; m\ bang 
purchased by the Company, her name was changed to ihe Red 
Dragon. The other vessels purchased for this voyage were the 
Susan, of 24O tons, the Hector, of IOQ tons, and ihc Ascension, or 
26a tons,, whilst a small ship, called the Guifa of 13° tons p was 
bought for 30a/ and accompanied the fleet as a victualler 

The curly expeditions of the Company are distinguished as the* 

* Separate Voyages, 1 far each of which a separate capital was gene* 
rally raised, and the subscribers bore the entire expense and reaped 
the whole of the profits* This arrangement was, however, fount! 
ttv be attended with iiwonvcnumceSi and after the twelfth voyage a 
joint stock account was opened for subsequent expedition^ 

In the first of tlie Company's voyages to India Captain 
Lancaster was appointed General of the flee!, and he was accora* 
ponied by John Middleton Tn the Vice-admiral, and John Davis as 
Pilot Major,* Each ship of the fleet was provided with twelve 
streamers two fia^s 3 and erne ancient. Stores and provisions of all 
kinds were supplied, as well as merchandise, and merchants were 
appointed to the different ships to superintend the trading Opera¬ 
tions* Captain Lancaster was also entrusted with letters of n> 
commendation from the Queen to the Frlnces of India, for whom 
suitable presents were provided.

In the instructions Issued to Captain Middleton, be was directed 
t'> proceed first to Bantam (wdiere the Dragon and Susan w ere to 1*

Banda, touching aiso at Amboytm. At Banda a factory was to be 
established, and placed in charge of suitable persons, 

I his expedition sailed from Gravesend on March ?s, t6txj, and, 
alter touching at Saldanba, arrived olT Bantam about December li, 
where Captain Middleton was cordially welcomed by the Admiral 
of a Hutch fleet that had arrived there two days previously. After 
n cemuomal visit to the king, to whom suitable present* were 
given, the Hector and Susan proceeded to take in a lading of 
pepper and ‘divers feidels or merchandise,' and rtaiied on the 
return voyage about the middle of February Captain Middleton, 
With tire Red Dmgon and the A&tttffch, p^c^ltd to Ambaynai 
and arrived there «» February to.

1 fermivdort tv trade at Amboyna was the reunion fiecly 
granted to the English, 

Whilst the Ascension was off Amboy no* a Dutch fleet arrived 
there, and summoned the commander of the fort u> surrender. 
On hta refusing to do so, the Dutch attacked the fort, on February 
M, and captured it When the governor of the town heard that 
the Dutch had taken the fort, he refn&cd to sell any cloves to the 
English without a license from them, so that alt hope of tirade there 
was gone* Captain Middleton (hereupon mailed from Amboyna, 
nndj shortly after leaving, the two vessels parted company p the 
Ascension proceeded to Honda, whilst die Dragon went to the 
Moluccas, On reaching the Moluccas Captain Middleton saved 
the life of the King of Tcmate, rescuing him and certain of hfs 
nobles who weir being chu-ed by a galley from Tidorc, Having 
arrived at Tcmfttc the king landed, and permitted the English In 
open trade at that port Thcnee Captain Middle-Ion proceeded to 
Tiitorc, where the Portuguese had a fort Hen also a factory w;ia 
established* and doves purchased. 

On April -i MkHk-loti proceeded to Makian. but was unable 
to obtain any cloved there, Whilst lying nfF T.tflaso1l p where the 
Fonugubtt liad a fort, a combined Dutch and Tcrnatan force 
attacked the pbcc, but were uu^ieccstEiil until by chance the fort 
was blown up and most within it were killed. At the request nf 
Captain Middleton, the lives of those taken prisoners were spared. 
The King of Tctnttie now authorised Captain Middle-ton to 
establish a factory at Tematc, but to tins the Dutch Admiral 
objected, claiming that the kin^ of that place had promised to 
trade with no rather nation than the Dutch, ami the king, under

the Hector and Susan having left that port, homeward hound, eight 
months before. Captain Meddle ton parted company with the

1 he profits of the first two voyages arc stated to have amounted 
to g 5 per cent, upon die capital originally subscribed, clear of all

In a letter from the Court of Directors to the factors at 
Uantaw, nr March i i, i Goy, reference is made to certain letters from 
Bantam of March 3 and October r, so. and 2,*, i6o; r which had 
iieen received in England ; but none of these is now extant.* 

The third voyage Ml out by the East India Company consisted 
<tf the Dragon, the Hector, and the pinnace Consent,, of 105 IcmsL 
1 hCtt were commanded by Captains William Keeling, William 
I lawk ins, and David Middleton respectively. The expense of the 
repairs and equipment of this fleet amounted 10 2&fisa/„ and the 
cargo to In liull-an and 7,2604 in goods. The previous 

voyages hail been to Sumatra, Java, and Lhe Moluccas; but the 
instructions to Captain Keeling on this occasion were that, after 
tnnrlsing at Madagascar and Zanzibar, where he was to lay in some 
elephants' teeth, he was to go to Socotra, and thence to Aden 
Where he was to endeavour to settle a factory. Thence he was tJ

land at Surat, if possible, and obtain audience or Lhe king with Uie 
view of procuring facilities for trade in his country. Factories woe

This expedition set out from Tilbury on March 12, 1607, and 
baling called at Sierra Leone, St Augustine’* Bay, and Socotra 
on the way out, the Dragon arrived at Bantam in October, and 
tlie Hector, which iveut first to Sunt, arrived there on N\u em¬ 
ber 11. The Dragon took in a cargo at Bantam, and returned 
direct to England, where she arrived about September. 160a A 
pinnace was sent from Bantam to Hand a. reaching that island on 
February S, 1669. Captain Keeling, who was in command, went 
ashore and obtained permission to build a factory. Shortly after, 
however, three Dutch uliip* arrival, and these threw every obstacle 
in tnc way of the English obtaining any trade there. In order to 
Strengthen their position the Dutch began now to erect a fort nn 
Banda Island, and they a!so held the inhabitants of Fulo Aye and 
Pulo Rlvuti In such fear that Captain Keeling,on proceeding thither, 
had great difficulty in obtaining any apices from those islands ; in 
Pub Aye the natives rose against the Dutch, who would ail have 
been killed but for the English, w ho protected them. On bis return 
to Banda, like Dutch did all they could to prevent Captain Keeling 
from obtaining any lading, and on Juty 3 $ the Dutch AdmiraJ and 
Council issued a notice ordering the English vessel to depart within 
three days. This order Captain Keeling openly ignored, and, 
having taken in what spices he could obtain, he sailed to Jakalra, 
where he arrived on August at. He next proceeded to Bantam, and, 
having taken in a cargo of pepper, saiJirf for England on October 5, 
arriving in the Downs on May to, 1010. 

Captain Hawkins left the Hector at Surat, on her way out, and 
proceeded to Agra, bearing letters to the Great Mogul. Ikie, 
however, he had to overcome many obstacles that were placed in 
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hh wav by the Portuguese, who <|ftl nil they cotdd to interfere with 
the success of his mission. In this they were, so for successful that 
Captain flaw Idas bad to return without any reply, anti on arnVal 
at Sural he embarked on board a vessel of Sir Henry Middleton's 
fleet on January 18, 1612. 

The f, onsent, after Itaving Si. Augustine's Bay, proceeded to 
Bantam, and after a short stay there went to the Moluccas, ami 
took in a full cargo of spices at Bouton : Captain Middleton then 
returned to Bantam, and, after settling the factory there, set sail for 
England, where he arrived early in January jOoq. 

Documents Nos. 2, 3, 5 and S to 13 inclusive in the following 
pages refer to this third voyage. Another letter from Gabriel 
Toweraon. dated Bantam, July j; f 1 60S. wits also received by the 
Consent, but this is not now in existence. 1 The profits realised by 
\hU voyage amounted to no less than 234 per cent upon the 
sicribed capital. 1 

The fourth voyager to Iniff.i wtw iurdcr the command uf Captain 
Alexander Shnrpdgh, in the Ascension, who was accompanied 
by ( a plain Richard Row Its jn (he I, nion, an old vessel of ^oj tons. 
In hr- instructions Captain Sharpeigh was directed (o call at Socotra 
and Modia or Aden. If.suJJwirjjt Jading were procurable at either 
ul the latter places, the vessels wore to load anti return to England ; 
otherwise they went to proceed to Cambay or Bantam, Special 
stress is laid, in there instructions on the ini porta rev of obtaining 
permission to ret tic a factory' in Cambay, at some place not under 
the influence of the Portuguese. The Importance of establishing 
factories at Banda, Ternam, Tidorc, and Priamcm was also impressed 
u|ron f. ,iplain Sharpeigh, and he was directed to endeavour to in¬ 
duce the Chinese at Bantam to take thither from China * sleeve and 
sewing silks, as also some raw silk, that we may fall Into *ume 
trade with them and set- if they can sell afly of tJUr K ^ Hsh 
cloth to them, that they may be brought to the use thereof.' 
‘Ibis expedition left the Thames on March ,4, i0o8 ( and having 
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touched at Teneriflfcaiid Mayo, arrived at Saldanhn Kay on July j,(, 
where they remained til I September iS. Soon after leaving 
Saldurihn Kay, the vessels were separated in n storm i the 
Ascension, having paid a short visit to the if land of Oomora, pro¬ 
ceeded to Aden, where Captain Sharpeigh went on shore, and was 
detained by the governor of the city, hut was ultimately released. 
From Aden the Ascension went to Mocha* and from thence to 
Socotra. On August 20. I609, Captain ShttJXdgh sailed for 
India, intending to make for Surat, but having no pilot on hoard 
he ran his vessel on. a shoal at the mouth of the Amllcka river, 
where she sank. Captain Sharpeigh and the crew were saved, ami 
made their way overland to Surat. Some of the company found 
their way to Goa, where they embarked in a Portuguese vv^d for 
Lisbon, and went thence by sen li■ London. The Union pro¬ 
ceeded first to Achifl, where some trade was effected, and then to 
Priam,™, Where much of her cargo waff exchanged for pepper. 
The vessel then started to return to England, and had nearly 
reached home, when she ration seme rocks ofT the coast of Brittany 
and was lost. 

The fifth voyage consisted of only one vessel, the Expedi¬ 
tion. which was placed under the command of Captain David 
Middleton, who was instructed to sail direct to Bantam, and 
from thence to the Moluccas or Banda, He sailed from the Downs 
. hi April 20, 1609, and arrived al Bantam on December ?, 
Having landed some of his cargo he preceded towards the 
Moluccas, but after wards went to Banda. Here he was strongly 
opposed by the Dutch, although the natives showed every db[H> 
sitlon to be friendly towards the English, The influence of the 
Dutch was, however, so great that the natives dared not enter into 
any trade with the English, or even allow them to buy spices. 
Captain Middleton therefore went to I'uJo Aye, where he obtained 
wmc spices, and then to Bantam, where he arrived on October 9, 
1610, and, filling up his vessel with freight, sailed for England on 
November Iti lie reached home about August or September fol¬ 
lowing, with a very rich cargo. 
voL. I. 
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The trade with India being nnw fnirly established, the Ciim- 
pany directed their attention to a renewal of their Charter. This 
Wit* "ranted by the King in May ieSoy - but, in stead of limiting 
their exclusive privileges to fifteen years, as Queen Elizabeth had 
done, 'the whole, entire, and only trade and traffic to the East 
Indies 1 was granted to the Company for ever j and by a prohibi¬ 
tory clause all persons were enjoined not to trade within the 
Company's limits, except by licenses obtained from them under 
thdr common seal. It was, however, added that if the trade 
should not be found profitable to the realm, these exclusive 
privileges were to Cease and determine after three years' warning, 

Tor the next voyage the East India Company had built two 
new vessels for themselves, one ul which was to be the [argent 
merchant ship in England and of no less than 1,100 ton* burden, 
To inaugurate so Important an event as the launching of these 
vessels, the King consented to name them, and he accordingly 
attended at the docks, accompanied by the Queen and Crider, on 
December JO, 1 Goo, to take pari in the ceremony. Ills Majesty 
named the larger of the two ships ihu Trader Increase and the 
pinnace the Peppercorn. 

In lfio8 the Court of Committees, received intelligence from 
their factors at Bantam and in iht Moluccas that the cloths and 
calicoes Imported from Cambay a were In great request, and that if 
the factories were furnished with them they could be profitably 
exchanged for popper and the finer spices: the factors L lure- 
fore recommended that a trade should lx; at tempted at Surat 
and at Cambaya, and Ihat two ships should be employed to 
purchase goods at those ports to be sent for sale tn Hantam and 
the Moluccas; and, further, that it might be advantageous to 
extend the pepper trade hy establishing a factory at I'riaman, in 
the i*1 and of Sumatra' Orders to this effect were accordingly 
included in Ihe instructions to Sir Henry Middleton on his being 
apjnmtlcd to the command of the sirvtb voyaged He was directed, 
■ * 0 . &' Ho. s, 
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after catling at Socotra, to make direct for Surat, hut should he be 
unable to 4'* so he was to proceed tn the first instance to Aden or 
Mocha, At Surat he was to inquire after Captain Hawkins, and, 
having taken in suitable lading, he was to proceed tr> IMarnan 
and Bantam. and thence to Hand* and the Moluccas for nutmegs 
and mace. 

The Trades Increase, commanded by Sir Henry Middleton, 
the Fepperewn by Captain Nicholas Downturn ami the Darling 
sailed for the East on April r f ttSicx This fleet arrived at Aden 
on November 7 , and Sir Henry Middleton left the peppercorn 
there to carry on trade, whilst he, with the two other vessels, pro¬ 
ceeded to Mocha, The Peppercorn followed on December t7, 
but without several of her merchants and seamen, who, having 
landed, had been detained by the governor. 

On arrival olT Mocha the Trades Increase, whilst in charge of 
h native pilot, ran aground, and in order to lighten the ship goods 
were taken out of her and landed. Subsequently Sir Henry 
Middleton went ashore with several of tus company. At first they 
were well received and entertained, but after a while they were 
attacked by the natives, some of the English were slain, and others, 
with Sir Henry, were taken prisoners and sent to Sana to the 
Kasha. Whilst there, those who had been left behind at Aden 
by the Peppercorn joined them. An unsuccessful attempt was 
also made to cap! me the Darling by certain Turks of Mocha, 

Sir Henry Middleton remained prisoner from December until 
May to. when he, with some fifteen others of the company, escaped 
and got on board the Darling. In the following pages will be 
found many letters that passed between Sir Henry and those on 
board the vessdfi during the time of his detention on shore. 

From May 14 to June 19 Sir Henry Middleton blockaded the 
port of Mocha, and captured a ship from Diu and some Mahbarcse 
with Other vessels After this the Shahbandai visited Sir Henry 
on board his vessel, and made compensation for all the goods that 
had been seized at Mocha, 

The fleet left Mocha on August 9. and anchored in the road 
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south of the bar (if Surat on September Here a Portuguese 
fleet kept Up such a close blockade that no One could reach the 
Erigfiah vessels from the shore, and even Captain Sharpe igh, 
John TuurHqin. ami others who had arrived there from Agra were 
prevented from visiting the English ships. At length, a Portu¬ 
guese vessel having attempted to cut off a bent sent to the shore 
hjr the Darling, the latter vessel opened fire, whereupon the 
Portuguese rati their tx>at ashore, and she wav captured by the 
English. On October 16 the Portuguese made an attempt to 
retake their boat, but were repulsed ; after which the English 
effected a kudlng at tire point of South Swally, The Portuguese 
next attacked some of the English on shore, but were driven off ; 
and subsequently Sir Henry Middleton had an interview with the 
Governor of Sural, with the result that a small amount of trade 
w:is effected here. Hut a request for the establishment uf a factory 
at Surat was not only refused, but the merchants who had gone 
there were ordered to depart without being allowed time to get in 
their debts, 

Captain Hawkins arrived about this time at Surat from Agra, 
aud went on board the Beet, which shortly afterwards—on Feb¬ 
ruary n, rOie sec sail for Babul, where it arrived on the n 5 th 
iiL.,re. Little trade was effected here, but two vessels belonging to 
Cochin, buutd for Chou!, were captured off tile port, and some 
f loves, Cinnamon, wax, hales or China silk, .md rice v. ere taken out 
or them ami removed to the Trades Increase. From Babul the 
Iket returned towards the Red Sea, arriving off Aden on April t, 
Sir Henry Middleton left the Peppercorn to blockade that port 
and prevent any vessels from entering, whilst he proceeded to 
bab-d-Manideb, The Peppercorn overhauled several vessels, 
and removed part uf their cargi**, from some of tliem ; and 
Captain Duwntun then went towards the Red Sea to -oisi Sir 
Ht / r ^ Middleton, in whose company he found Captain John Saris, 
WHh the Company’s ships Clove, Hector, ami Thomas, which bc- 
longed to the eighth voyage, Sir Henry Middle Ion Md arrant d 
\nth Captain Saris that uf all goods procured by trading die 
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former should receive taro-thirds tor flur benefit of the sixth voyage* 
and the latter one-third for the eighth voyage* 

A messenger was seal from Mocha to Sir Henry Middleton to 
propone a peace, and to learn what compensation he demanded on 
account or former injuries In reply Sir Henry claimed payment 
of 3 hundred thousand rials of eight, 

On May 19 the Darling \ym despatched on her voyage to 
Tikii a and she was followed by the Thomas a few days later. 

Differences of opinion* principally with regard to the com* 
pfcnE&tion to be demanded from the Governor of Mtidia, arose 
between Sir Henry' Middleton and Captain Saris, and strife ran 
high between them. In which others also took part; *o that when 
Captain Tpwerson in the Hector sailed from the Red Sea nn 
August 5 . and was fa Mowed by Captain Saris a few days later, they 
both departed without paying the usual courtesies to Sir Henry 
Middleton* 

Being tin able r> obtain compensation from the Governor of 
Mocha, Sir Henry Middleton made a forced levy from certain 
Indian ships that bad arrived there, and then on August 16 ha set 
sad, m company with die Peppercorn, for Tiku. where ho .irrivi i 
on October 19, and found the Darling and the Thomas both 
lying at anchor there. Seeing but small prospect of trade at 
Tiku, Sir Henry Middleton changed ships with Captain Downton, 
and sailed in the Peppercorn for bantam. Down ton, having 
secured what pepper he could, followed soon after. The Trades 
Increase was, however, in a very leaky condition, and noon after 
leaving Tiku sihe ran aground, but was got off again. After the 
nectary repairs she sailed on December £, and with some diffi- 
cully reached Bantam Bay on the 20th and anchored off I'ulo 
Panjang where the Peppercorn also lay. On this island a store¬ 
house was erected* in which the cargo of the Trade* hi crease was 
placed. Cap la in iJowntrin now resumed command of the Pepper- 
com, and returned direct to England, She sprang a leak more 
than once on ihe way home, but ultimately reached W aterford nn 
September 1 j. ifiij, where Downlon w\\h apprehended as a pirate 
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nn a warrant from the Earl of Ormond. He was, however, soon 
afterwards released, and reached Hhckwall on November 19, 
explain DowntonN journal of his voyage home is contained in 
* O. C, 1 No. t03. 

The Trades Increase was careened on the beach for repairs, 
after having her lading and ordnance lakers <vuL Shortly after¬ 
wards she was burnt to the water's edge, which was supposed to 
have been done purposely at the instigation of a renegade 
Spaniard who had turned Moor. What remained of the vessel 
was soid for 1,050 rials. 1 Sir Henry Middleton died at Bantam 
on May 34, 1613.* 

From Bantam the Darling sailed on March tQ, 1(114, in 
charge of Captain Robert tarfeyn, on a voyage to Pate hi She 
arrived at Succadana on April 2, and proceeded with a cargo of 
goods t» Sambos, In Borneo* where a factory had been established.* 
As trade here was not promising. Captain Larkyti rctume ! to 
Succadaua, where he arrived an December 18. Here he found n 
junk belonging to the English. In which, with a cargo of goods, 
he went to It&njvrmasskt, where he did * good trade, arid from 
thence he Unturned to Bantam. From Suocadana the Darling 
went to I'alini, and whilst here she was laid up in June 1615, 
being then SO unserviceable ;ls to be past repair.* All the crew, 
with one exception, returned to Bantam on board a Dutch ship, 
leaving their goods behind them for fear of the Spaniards who 
had fought with the Dutch,* Ihus ended this most unfortunate 
voyage. The death of Sir Henry Middleton, and the loss of the 
Trades Increase and of tile Darling have already been referred 
to; beside- thebe m is fortunes, Captain Nicholas Do-croton, who 
went out second in command of the expedition, died at Bantam 
on August o, lOi 5. The Peppercorn was the only vessel that 
returned; hut notwithstanding all these losses, according to a 
report by Sir Jeremy Sambrooke on the progress of the East India 
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traJv, the profit derived from this voyage by the ad Venturers was 
no less titan 121/ 1 jj. 4^ p^r cent 

In addition to the foregoing brief summary riT tlic drat six 
voyages to the kujt set out by the East India Company, it 
will be interesting to add some further account of the results of 
those vo)-ages, together with a short notice of the actions of 
the Portuguese, Spanish and Dutch in the Eastern seas during 
the first thirteen years of the seventeenth century, references tu 
which will be found in the 'O. C* documents published in the 
following | wig us, 

to the first voyage Captain Lancaster established factories at 
A chin and at Bantam, He succeeded in obtaining from the King 
of Aehin the most favourable privileges for English merchants to 
trade there, and received from him a letter to Queen Elizabeth 
together with presents consisting of a ruby ling, and two vestures 
embroidered with gold and placed within a purple bo* of china. 1 

According to the instructions issued to Captain Henry Middle- 
ton. fur the second voyage, he was to proceed from Bantam to the 
Moluccas, and was to endeavour to establish a factory on the 
Island of Panda.* Although he succeeded in carrying on Mme 
trade he was prevented, owing to the obstructions thrown Ih llis 
way by the Dutch, from making a permanent settlement on any 
<>f the Islands, Captain Keeling, however, who commanded the 
third Voyage, did obtain permission to erect a factory at Banda, 
but the fulfilment of this object was effectually frustrated by the 
high handed action of the Dutch. In the instructions issued to 
Captain Keeling he was if possible to establish a factory .it 
Aden. Thence he was to proceed to Cambay and endeavour to 
find a good harbour there ‘ for the maintenance of a trade in those 
parts hereafter in safety from the danger of die Portuguese*, nr 
other enemies, endeavouring also to learn whether the King of 
Cambaya or Surat or any of his havens be in subjection to the 
Portuguese, and what havens of his are not, together with the 
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dangers and depths of the water there for passage, that by this 
certain notice and diligent enquiry (which we wish to be set down 
in writing fro the Company’s better information) whereby we may 
hereafter attempt for further trade there, or otherwise desist.' 1 It 
has already been stated that Captain Hawkins, in .endeavouring 
to obtain concessions from the Great Mogul, was successfully 
thwarted by the Portuguese who were trading in these ports 
(p. xx). 

Thus were the English opposed in their attempts to obtain a 
share in the Indo-European trade by both the Dutch and the 
Portuguese, who, together with the Spaniards, had established for 
themselves positions in the East before :hc vessels of the East 
India Company arrived in those parts- Tile trade of the Sjonhrds 
anil Portuguese was, however, also strongly opjx»ed by the Dutch, 
who. as early as ido*, are stated to have quite Sjjoitcd their 
commerce in the south; ami in (6oy the losses of the Spaniards 
were reported to have been so great in the East Indies, by the 
hands of the Dutch, that it was then thought 1 in those places 
a wound almost incurable.' 1 Notwithstanding this, however, 
the Condo dc Lcmos, President of the Council for the Indies, 
declared to the English Ambassador at Madrid, that the Spaniards 
would appropriate their dominions in the Indies to themselves, 
and exclude all others, and that they were resolved never to 
take them lor friends, nor allow them for traders that should 
resort thither,* Two years later the English resident st Lisbon 
doubted whether the King of Spain would send any more shipping 
to trade in the hast Indies, but rather give leave to all nations 
to do so upon paying a duly of 50 per cent, upon all goods 
inwards sind outwards.* 


In a letter to his brother, dated bantam, April jo, tdkj/, 
Gabriel Town-son remarked that the Hollanders bore the greatest 
>way iti (hose parts. He there gave an account of an attack on 
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Malacca by the Dutch in which, however, they were unsuccessful. 
The Dutch were undisguisedIy bent on expelling, if possible, the 
Portuguese as well as die Spaniards from their positions in the 
Last; they captured their vessels wherever they met with them 
on die high seas ; they entered into an alliance with the Zamorin, 
who was a sworn enemy of the Portuguese, and they drove the 
latter from their positions in Ambnyna and Tidfire, Towards the 
English the Dutch showed a more friendly exterior, but, in the 
end, it would appear that the English had more reason to com¬ 
plain of these their su pposed friends, than of their sworn enemies 
the Spaniards and Portuguese. 

From document No. 119 it will be seen that, towards the end 
of the year f6tj ( the Dutch a I read) 1 had factories and cattles in 
the following ports: viz. Bantam, Jatatru, Grasse, Succadana, 
Macassar, PtUonl, Siam, Achin, Bouton, Ambeyna, fiakcaii, 
Makjan, Motir, Tidorc. Tcmatc, Japan, Banda and Solor, from 
several of which places they lutd previously driven out the 
Sjramards or the Portuguese, The English, at this time, could 
boast of no other properly established factory than that at Bantam, 
although they did carry on an uncertain trade in the Moluccas and 
at places in Sumatra; they were, however, overborne in most 
places by the Dutch, who appear not only to have had at their 
command greater resources for trade, but were also much superior 
to the English in those parts both in the numbers of rheir vessels 
and in the strength of their forces. 

On the peninsula of India also, the English were prevented 
from taking advantage of the opportunities that presented them¬ 
selves owing to a want of means. Towards the end of this 
volume will be found an account of how the Portuguese had made 
themselves unpopular with the natives by having seized a ship of 
Surat worth 100,000/. This presented a fine opening for die 
English, of which they were unable to avail themselves, for as was 
remarked at the time by Mr Thos, AJdworths, ‘had we shipping 
here from England we should strike all dead.' 1 
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Jtt the following jages an* letters from, and references to, otic 
W tUiam Adams or Addamea, in connection with the proceedings 
ot the Dutch and English En Japan. Some account of this man, 
who was ill many respects a remarkable character, seems desirable 
here in order the better to explain the circumstances under which 
he was enabled t'.> render sssistattcc to Europeans visiting that 
country, WiJJiam Adams was bom in England, and at the age 
of twelve years was apprenticed to Master Nicholas Digging of 
Lirndiouse, with whom he remained for twelve years, 1 ie after¬ 
wards entered the Navy, where he acted an Master ami Pilot, and 
for about eleven or twelve years served the Company of Bart ary 
Merchants, untii the opening of the Dutch trade with India, when 
in I5pS he joined, as pilot major, a fleet of five ship*, that sailed 
for the East from Rotterdam. After a long and adventurous 
vny-age in which the fleet got scattered, the Charity, in which 
William Adam# was, arrived off the coast of japan, on April uj, 
rfoo. with most of her ovw sick or dying, and with only some 
half d02cn men able to stand on their feet. Adams was taken 
before tlse Emperor, anti, after examination as to his country and 
cause of his corning, was consigned to prison, where he remained 
for nearly six weeks. At the expiration id that time he was set at 
liberty in spite rtf the efforts of the Portuguese to get him executed. 

Adams was able to render valuable assistance to the authorities, 
and continued to rise in favour until at last, to requite hia services, 
llu* Emfwror bestowed on him an estate 'like unto a Lordship in 
England.* 

in iGoo, some Dutch ships appeared in the port of Fimmla 
and Obtaincd leave to establish a factory. Two year* afterwards 
another vessel arrived, and the Captain, through Adams' influence, 
obtained am pie trading privileges. Kroon the latter vessel Adams 
learned for the first time that Englishmen were trading to the 
East, and accordingly he indited his letter ‘ to my unknown friends 
and country men,' telling the story of his misfortunes, and calling 
for help. I hi letter appear*, a:, document Vo. j?S, on page 142 of 
the present volume ; it wtu written in October idn, and readied 
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the English factory in Bantam early in tfili. Adams'story had, 
however* already readied England, through reports of the Dutch, 
and a trading fleet of three ships had sailed in April l6ti to open 
up a trade with japan. On June J3, 16I3, the Clove, under the 
command of Captain John Sarb, entered the harbour of Flrando ; 
Adams was summoned, and through his influence privileges were 
obtained, ami an English factor)’ was formally settled at that put 
about the end of November under the charge of Richard Cocks, 
From a Setter by the last named to the Court of Directors, of 
November jo, !f>t 3 1N0, 12 j, p, 313), it wilt be seen that Adams 
entered the Company's service, at a salary of too/, sterling a year. 
The present volume concludes with two letter?, from William Adams

J-unhermorc our wflj and pteaMire is that all such goods and 
merchandwe ;e> any of the subjects of the Queen of Knglond sh.dl 
bring into this our Kingdom or any the parts thereof shall be 
free of all custom or payment whatsoever, as well for that which 
sliall be brought Into these our dominions us for all manner nf 
tnerLdiandisc they shall transport out of the same for any foreign 
part whatsoever. 

Item. If any of their ships in tempest of weather shall be ht 
danger to be lost, and perish, and thereupon shall stand in need 
of oil! help, « will and command that our vessels with all speed 
do help sml succour them to save the same ships aqd 
.mil what may be saved to return to the said merchants or their 
assigns, they paying reason able consideration for their travail. 

Item, ll any English man shall make hb will and testament to 
whomsoever by the same will lie shall give his goods, the party 
Shall have them accordingly, and if he die intestate he to whom the 
chief hat tor or Governor shall say the goods of the dead to belong 
he shall posses the -vunc. 

Item. "Hint every bargain made by the said Merchants with 
any manner of person for any kind of merchandise shall be firm 
and stable and that no mart of either party may shrink or go back 
from the same, and that it ihall be lawful for them to go before 
any uf our justices and to register the same in a book according 
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to the tenor thereof, if any controversy shall arise present justice 
to be done to both parties, and when they have sold any of their 
wares to our subjects, or any other, they shall not return the said 
wares upon the merchant's hands bat pay for them or else the)' shall 
have present justice, 

Item. If any English merchant, factor or sen-ant shall offend 
the Agent or chief Governor of the Factory ft shall be lawful for 
the said Governor to do justice upon the said party or to send 
him home into England at his pleasure, and further we grant unto 
the said Governor power and authority to end any controversy 
that shall arise between them and to do justice according to then 
own laws and customs. 

Item. We do grant the said merchants and to their successors 
that if any' of them or of their servants shall be wounded or be 
slain in any part or place of our dominion then information thereof 
being given we om justices or other officers will execute due 
correction and punishment without delay according to the cause 
of the offence so that it shall be an example to all others not to 
offend in the like. And if it shall happen the factors, servants, or 
ministers of the said merchants to trespass or offend whereby 
they or any of them shall incur the danger of death or of punish- 
meni that then the goods, wares or merchandises of their Seniors 
shall not therefore be forfeited, confiscated, seized upon nor 
spoiled by us our heirs or successors, or by any of our officer,, 
ministers or subjects, but shall remain frank and free as discharged 
of all punishment and loss. 

Item. We do promise the fonrsald merchants granting it for 
ever for us and our heirs, that if any shall bring any manner of goods 
or merchandise meet for treasury that wc will not cause any stay 
or arrest to be made of their goods or merchandise to t|s or for 
our uses without present content to be made by our treasurer at 
such reasonable prices as the merchants could sell them for ready 
money and that no price or valuation shall be set upon their goods 
or merchandises by us or any officers of ours. 

Item. Wc or our goodness have granted to the said English 
merchants, their successors, servants and deputies that do or 
shall remain in any part of this our Kingdom uf Sumatra whether 
it be in Dachem or any other pan of our dominions freely to keep 
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their own laws and in anywise none of ours to force them to our 
laws nr faith against their wills. 

hem. if any man shall say that these being Christians have 
spoken anything to the derogation of our holy faith and religion 
and have slandered the same: in this matter as well as in all others 
there shall no false witness in any case be admitted 

Last of all to the intent that this league with her Majesty and 
the aforesaid urants and privileges with her subjects may the 
better lie observed and inviolably be performed, we. by the grace 
of God, great king of Due hem and Sumatra for us and our heirs 
and successors do promise by our princely word instead of an 
oath inviolably to maintain and preserve and will cause to be 
inviolably kept, preserved and maintained from lime to rirne and 
at all times hereafter, and for the tm-re ratification we command all 
our Captain* judges, Customers, Governors and Serv ants ivhm> 
soever thc-e letters or privileges shall be sent throughout all our 
dominions, that they be obeyed in all points accordingly as ton^ as

The pcopleor thi* bland 
brought aboard $ or J pieces of taffeta w hich they bought for 1 r. \>ct 
piece, This bland Heth about 40 leagues from Maccau (Macao) 
having In It a very fair town and great plenty of victuals. The people 
of ihc place would not suffer thorn to come ashore or have .any 
iraniactLonswith them, but in the night by st ealth they would bring 
them victuals for money. They went from thence towards Maccau 
to seek for purchase and coming thither there came out upon, them 
6 great ca racks being fitted to fight with the Hollander* which 
they perceiving fled from them and went for Canton where they 
sent ashore their Chincte pilot, which they took at Tem&tta, with 
letters to in treat of trade but before they could have answer from 
I he shore they were forced to run again and leave his messenger 
behind being pursued by the 6 camcks aforesaid, they being beaten 
from the coast of China by the Portugal^ and not suffered la trade 
there, and returning towards Han tarn he sent one of his ship* tor 
Pitta nil the other for Jor ^Johore they were also at Cambuia and 
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Pahang hut bought nothing but victuals. The 24th ditto the Great 
Suit set soil for Tcimatta, and a small pinnace for Band an, they 
sent to Ban dan 8 chests of rials with orders to buy up so much 
mace as they could get. This pinnace was built in the Bay r>( 
Sant Lusca (Si Lucia) upon the south east side of St. Laurence 
where the Clock of Admiral Warwick was fain to seek for succour 
being so rotten and leaky and the pumi>» cloyed that it was a 
great blessing of God that she did not sink’ to the when Ihci 
had brought her into tills harbour they built this pinnace to come 
to Bantam to make their care known and to get ships to carry 
home their men and goods which was left there in the custody of 
one merchant & 40 men more. By this pinnace l did [torn 
flttuij'l my letter which sent to your Worships per the next 
£ J the night before l ] to warn 

Captain Middleton that if he did make sale of l 
victuals to the Spaniards on Tematta or Teed ore, he should not 
expect any favours or friendship at the I loJlanders" hands that were 
before those places and that be had writ his letter* to that effect; 
upon which Captain Middleton, myself and other* went to him 
where he spoke those words again telling him that they should 
beat him if be did succour them in anything, whereupon Captain 
Middleton answered that he went thither as a merchant man and 
friend to all. and that what he did he would answer, so in like 
manner If the Hollanders should offer him any violence he must 
think he must be called to account for it. if it exceed the bound of 
reason, and that aUhtf he had but a small ship, yet there would be 
a greater before he departed the place, that would care little for 
their threats and brags. 

The 9th December came into this read the merchants from 
Panama where they got no lading, they brought along with them 
16 men of Siam, whereof 4 are principal, which are sent by their 
King to the King of Holland upon an Embassy carrying with 
them a present of rubies and other stones and to treat of friendship 
between the two Kings besides some other weighty affairs of

[IGMT WorshipfuL my duty remembered, my last was 
from Plymouth, since which, time could not procure 
conveyance of any to manifest my duty, which always 
I shall be ready by God** grace to perform onto you : 
let it not be thought superfluous in me, m brief to run over the 
progress of these 2 ships the Dragon and Hector to this place. 
The s;tii of April lost sight of England, the JOih bad sight 
of ienereefe ; yih May came to anchor at Mayo, .1 place not 
worth staying at. it ykideth nn water, bm poor lean goaU sis 
many as we will take. May £. departed thence, Jsme 6 had sight 
of Fernando Forania (Noronha), a good place for water and 
refreshments- Bet ween this Inland and the coa>t of Brazil seUeth 
^ strong current Into the norths ^iberc fort a ship once past Mayu 
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Set her be sure to keep her course so much to the eastward of the 
south as she leaves Ferania 40 leagues to the westward, for fear 
southeast winds, and the current, put her upon the coast of Brand, 
Rb we in this voyage did to almost the overthrow thereof coming 
7 leagues to the westward of it. 

June [5 we fell with Cape Augustene upon the coast of Brazil : 
here we were forced to pty up and down against wind and current 
till our mm began to full down of the scurvy, then tmr water 
began to grow low. It was determined to work to recover Fernando 
bVirania there to water, and refresh our weak and sick men (but 
Got! permitted it not). We steered fur it, till our water was much 
decreased, and more of our men In both ships down. Then July 50c 
the General called a Council, and being all together we considered 
wliat was U^t to be dune In this extremity, which God had for our 
sins laid upon us the wind still continuing south southeast and 
southeast as there was no hope to recover Forania : the two Masters 
and aft their mates could not agree upon a place to water and 
refresh at, many places was in question, the egast of Brazil, the 
coast of Guinea, the Ule of Mayo, Cape dc Verde, and the tittle 
Island by it, all by our General disliked, then he himself to 
us nominated Seiro Leona upon the coast of Guinea his notes 
for the navigation of it, and his reason* good, it was of all con* 
eluded to put for the same* lying in 8 degrees 25 in the north 
latitude, July 31 wc put round for Serro Leona: August 6 came 
to anchor in Serm Leona river, this place proved a happy place 
to us* for herq at little charge we got Up our men with times, 
water and fish.

The tmh 
present at night, being never sick, rfjed Mr Bfcstonc our renter 
surgeon, to our much discomfort 

This day the Dragon is ready to depart, God bless her and u* 
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The 20th present the general demanded of our captain, me and 
Mr. Heme whether it was fit to take out of us some of our flesh, 
in regard our voyage was Hkc to be short and his long, and withal 
that if ours should also prove Jong, it should lie at Bantam ready 
for us; but victual is such a tiling to go out of a ship, as our Captain 
thought it not tit, whereupon the General enforced it not further. 
Some ten day's after the Dragon's departure we slialt begin to 
build our pinnace, God willing, and about the 15th August will 
be the time when with God's leave we shall set sail for Surat 
We may well be there in t$ days fmm hence.

private grudge against the said Tavern our, and did not let to 
Sjjealt ill public manner before the general and captain and some 
Certain merchants that he had kept a drain irt store for him of a 
long time and a poniard in pickle for the space or six months and 
this day he had sent for it by his boy of purpose to give the stroke 
and be was out or doubt if he did but touch him in any place it 
was of such virtue it would s[*ed him. And not contented with 
this but afterwards came up upon the deck and there before Ure

For pepper they demanded 50 dollars but in the end concerted 
for 2 21 do liars. Custom of pepper 6 per cent, 2 other cus tomes of 
i< 5 o dollars or ps 3 the p' or rather exactions were by than 
demanded but not paid. Great deceit he found in the weights, the 
bahar sometimes making 4001b English and other times but 340 lb., 
generally he found it about 3601b, and rather to be desired, if they 
will yield unto it, to weigh at the Island than tile Town. Many 
occasions of presents to be given in this business wherein you 
must do as you see cause.

And seeing that the wind will not sen e to cany them 
out but thiit they were forced to anchor again, I thought good to 
write these few lines more to accompany rny other. As concerning 
tie Hector die had order, (in default of her lading at Cambay) to 
come hither for Bantam* and so to go for the Moluccas* and although 
ahe should not get her full lading there, but pnxt, whereby she 
should come hither, the doth and calico which that place doth 
afford are hi great mjueiitj and will help to put away the other had 
doth which we have in the house at the Moluccas or elsewhere, ant] 
it would prove very beneficial la our trade here either that we might 
have trade at Burnt and at Cam bay » + to sort ditfSclves with those 
kind of cloths which arc made in those parts, and if your Worships 
do mind, to follow this trade till it wilt be very requisite that 2 
ships do go for that place only to buy doth and calicoes and so to 
bring them hither, to have tin* place continually Furnished, 

Our General determined at kb first coming into 11 an Min to Imvc 
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gnne unto the Molucco* with the Dragon, and so called a Council 
where it was not thought (it that she should go thither, but to Jade 
herself here with pepper and *> to go directly for England. The 
reasons why she should not go to the Moluccas were these ; first, 
that she having already above half her lading of Pnamwi pepper 
which is a good certainty, {there being pepper enough already 
bought in the house to lade her) it was not thought well to hat an! 
so much which wc had already obtained, through the hope to fill 
her with cloves at the Moluccoi, which is but an uncertainty ■ 
secondly, that it was thought by the Master and his mates that she 
is not a ship able to go to t he Molttccos anti then home : far she com¬ 
plained already in many places, she being a very old ship, also that in 
those places the worms do consume shipping very much : whereby at 
the return from the Moluccos she would not be aide to carry home 
her goods for England : thirdly, want of sail, for she having few 
already would, in that voyage, consume almost all her sail, and here 
in these places no canvas is to be bad, therefore rate hundred pound 
more or less, would not be Inst in laying it out in spare canvas in such 
a voyage as this, and it cannot chose but bea great grief toa merchant 
when he knows where to get his lading in commodities of good value, 
and cannot accomplish it through want of sail, but must be 
contented to take his lading in a commodity of a far baser price. 
This point I refer to your Worships’ consideration it being a 
principal thing to !jc regarded in such a voyage as flu* 

if the Rector should chance to tome hither, our General hath 
left with me lo hhds. of flesh for her, whereby she may the better 
proceed to the Moluccas, or Banda, or both. 

When that it was generally held unfit for the Dragon to proceed 
to the Moluccos, then our General appointed that the pinnace, the 
Hope, should go for Banda and Mr, Browne and Mr, Siddall to 
remain at Banda to procure nutmegs and mace for the next shipping 
and we do send with them a cargaron of about 120 rials in doth! 
money and gold. The Flemings do cany very many Flemish nobis 
for Banda and those places which do procure them great trade 
and if it were worth your Worships liking 1 do think it very- 
requisite that you would likewise scud a reasonable quantity of 
those nobles to us by Lhc next, shipping, for with them we may 
procure good trade at Banda atiti also in the Moluccos, 
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A Factory also to bt left at Priaman the next voyage wilt be 
very beneficial for to provide pepper there, (it being the best in 
ai! these parts) against such shipping as shall touch at Cambay a 
shall come thither. 

The matter of Sir Edward Michelbome is not yet forgotten 
amongst some of the chief here in town, but J hope it will in time 
he forgotten, but if there should any more such as he be permitted 
by his Majesty to come into these parts, In the same nature as lie 
did, and should do but the like as he did, our estate here would 
be very dangerous, therefore you may be pleased, use all the 
prevention that may be in this point The Country here sue at

in one day. So this day at night being the 3rd of September and 
a high stream, the water fell away so much that our ship began 
again to strike, and so continued until we were f flooded, with 
such great force that she foundered, without any hope of freeing of 
her, fur the water did Increase very fast notwithstanding all the 
diligence we could use to free her, so there was no hoj>e of saving 
of her, and seeing we had no remedy to save our lives but with our 
boats, we entreated our carpenters to see what they coutd do about 
our pinnace, to mend her by moonlight So willingly they went to 
work about her, dapping boards with oak urn and wreathing rope* 
about her to keep her together as well as the}* could for a shift. 
Insomuch that about midnight she was put over aboard; but so 
leaky that they could hardly keep her above water, yet Qic sight 
01 her quieted the company which otherwise would have shifted 
for tliem selves, And doubtless the rumour of the people and dis¬ 
order would have cast us all away. But God provided better for 
us than our deserts: for the company seeing both the boats at 
the ship’s stern, quieted themselves and one did help anotiler in, 
except some unruly fellow's that did not care who had been lost so 
they had saved their own lives. Although by this good means 
every man was saved, God be praised and we had gotten all our 
Company into the two boats before 2 of the clock after mill night, 
via:. 65 men in the tong boat and some 13 in the pinnace. And by 
Gotij great providence the sea grew very smooth, otherwise it had 
been impossible to have escaped, for our long boat was so laden that 
she had not 4 inches above water, and no man durst stir, but the one 
upon another *11ms about 3 of the clock, os aforesaid, we set .oil 
with our two boats, leaving our ship standing almost full of water, 
to our great grief And the next day being the 4th of September 
we had sight of land , and in the evening coming towards it we 
couhl perceive no place of landing, but all the coast along the sea 
breaking far off the land, til! at length approaching some tiling 
near, we saw a small boat at sail within the breach, and Coming 
nearer we might perceive a smooth appearing betwixt the breaches. 
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So being as then almost night we were forced to adventure in. 
Which was the bar of Gantt ivy, where the Hope, our pinnace, had 
put in some lo days before by chance as we did. Arid at that 
instant of our coming in within the bar, the Fortingafj lay w ith 
their frigates in » little creek, and had taken our pinnace, the Hope 
and stayed there to carry her out the next day, and were come 
from Daman of purpose to take her, and they seeing our bouts 
thought us to be fishermen of the country, so they came not to 
us, nnr knew nothing of us before they came to Daman, which 
news was presently carried overland of our coming, for it is but 
one days journey from G and ivy. The 5th ditto we came to the 
town of Gandivy, being but 12 miles or more within the river, 
where we were kindly entertained of the Governor, and the 6th ditto 
he sent us towards Surat. The 7th ditto we came near unto the city 
of Surat where they would not receive us into the town, by reason 
that the I’ortingaU did threaten them to bum their towns and take 
their ships if they entertained us. And Lhc ylh ditto our General, 
with his company, was persuaded by the Governor «r Surat t<> go 
Farther off the town or Surat, to make a show to the gertmgais 
that they would not receive them, because their ships were not as 
then come from Mocha which they much doubted the Portugab 
would intercept, if they gave entertainment to us, So hy much 
persuasion the General with his company went thither, where they 
had all things brought them to content, and the same day Mr, 
Remt, myself and the surgeon had leave to go into the town, with 
much ado, to provide such things as was necessary for our journey 
towards Agra, when* the General with his company minded to go. 
The 21st ditto having provided all things necessary for their 
journey they [torn aunt/] Mr. Kevett taking the charge of 
Captain to govern the company [ ] and die

Also 1 understood that you were not well at the arrival at 
Baranfaort (BuihanpurJ, expecting to hear better news from vour- 
sdf shortly of your health, as also of vour proceedings. As for the 
rest of the company which were left here, they arc fully determined 
to go for Goa, to Lake passage in the Portugal licet I have sent 
*1 man to Goa with a letter to the Fathers, and a petition to the 
\ice Roy to them licence ; whether it corner or not. they are 
determined to go. As for myself, 1 mind to stay here until 1 have 
further order from yourself, or Captain Hawkins, which if 1 may 
have order to stay Tor the Company's service upon any good 
terms, l will stay for a year or two, otherwise J mind, by the help 
of God, to lake some course to get me home, as likewise the test 
which arc here. For 1 we that Mr, Finch of himself will not do 
anything without order from Captain Hawkins: and men will 
not Stay with him for meat and drink only. Therefore it is 
necessary that there be some speedy course taken for order Tor 
such as shall remain with him, otherwise 1 think shortly he will be 
Mont For I perceive that as many as come into this Country', 
they come more to enrich themselves than for the Company’s 
profit, for they would save all for themselves and let the main go 
tn rum A-i fot the money* which was left per them that died, it 
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may be near a hundred pounds, which Mr. Finch hath received 
into his hands, which he saith you gave him order so to do for the 
benefit of Lite Company. But since I perceive that he minds no 
such matter but that it is to the deceased successors, and for their 
accounts, he minds to keep it before he comes home, so that, as far 
as J can perceive, that neither yourself, nor none that you will 
appoint, shall never be the better, nor receive any penny' thereof 
W Inch, if you gave him order so Lu Jo, it is your own fault, wherdn 
yuu have done me some discouitaty, in respect that you knew of 
my staying here, and to he one of the factors appointed for this 
voyage, and to leave such things as doth i*eriain to the Company 
in another man's hands: although he be for some of the Company 
he is not for the whole, and the commission is, unt to mingle one 
with the other.

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First, forasmuch as it hath pleased God to bring us prosperously 
to this Inland of Succatora (Socotra) and we having found in the 
tilling the winds variable, fair weather and the mdosoot) very 
gentle, differing from the quality of the winter monsoon, there is 
great hope that with industry we may attain the coast of India. 

Secondly, if all the Fleet go together to Aden, nn doubt but 
it will be hindrance unto the sale of our com modi tics, the great 
ship having sufficient to serve those markets, and tf all the Fleet 
should go hither and there sell all thdr heavy commodities, no 
other commodity can be expected there, but gold, and it is a 
question whether greater profit may be made of that, or of our 
commodities at Cambaya or Sural: also by Lhe going thither of 
nil the Fleet, the C ompany would be much more charged tlrau if 
some of them got the coast of India, .is also it may be a means to 
tm furnish us of souk commodities which at Cambuya or Surat might 
help worse commodities away, besides former ships having bcctf 
there and for anything that we can hear, having settled no 
Factory there (as they had order) it may augur tile place gave not 
so good content .is was expected.

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And then with great desire to ease pur tired ground tackle, and to 
supply some wants, with earnc.st desire with all haste possible to 
get up to the Babe, the^: to make great shows lo stop the parage 
of the Indian ships into the Red Sea, which was intended with 
careful respects, and well weighing ah things as might prejudice 
my countrymen in other places,, yet hoping the show thereof might 
turn you to good, since the damage they might receive that way by 
us, might diver- times double the hope or gain they may receive by 
all your captivities And to that end I wrote a bragging or 
threatening letter h v.'hich I directed to yon, md sent to George 
CbUidOOp which f presumed should be carried to the p\ga* wherein 
1 showed with what honest intent and purpose we were set out «F 
mu Country ; in wlui! peaceable manner and sincerity, by the com¬ 
mand of our king and directions of our Governors. we are directed 
to carry ourselves tt. all people, which we arc all inclined unto, and 
it is our fashion Vo observe \ yet now, in revenge of our friends 
betrayed* murdered Smd abused, we were all resolved {if the sooner 
we had not good .insurant e of the liberty, and rciurn, ofour friends* 
injuriously withhoktem to ca»t off all duty we owe to our king who 
is a friend to Turks, and care of the business of our adventurers 
and merchants our minds wholly transformed by the disgrace and 
villainy received* for the right of uursclves and repuiat ion of ntnr 
nation, Jn prejudice of the Turks we determined to wear out our 
ships and to spend our lives* never thinking to return out of these 
seas ; all which I thought 1 did well in, and were h not for the pre¬ 
judice of many others, myself and many here could, sf there were tit 
matter to work upon, put m execution what with reason is said. 
We w ere now working towards the Babe when we descried the boat 
that brought your Setter of die ijiti of this present from Zimin* 
:it which thine we anchored In a good place by reason that the wind 
came contrary. Before we see your letter our hopes were great of 
your present Iibcrij , but being viewed, we could perceive liLtle other 
but that you are wrought upon fof the serving of their turns, and 
for the safe passage 111 of the Indian ships* which is their own 
especial good, and by w hich they may work us very much mischief 
But wc rejoice In your health* and arc refreshed with the smallest 
cnimb-i of your conceived hope, but vo way therewithal satisfied. 
Since you do thu^ inform us, God forbid we .shook! do anything hi 
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prejudice or hinder that ivt mo&t covet, or l r> wrong any which 
endeavour to further your liberty, but l suspect you arc abused it* 
this, and but rindc an in^trinncrtt or, as it were, ane of Us to bind 
another^ hand*, that the wolves may the easier devour us alb 
God 1 * will be iJune, I ivlsh sooner to lo^c myself, than m any 
effectual business k* Fail my Commander. I would l had Sir 
Henry Middleton, and all my countrymen with him {though it were 
in -t chain h when, i had Mr, Wills his son-in-law* the ^3d Decem¬ 
ber at 9 o'clock in the morning* God gave a blessing to his 
endeavours. Patience, I pray God to ictid m, we having extra- 
ordinary' cause to eiectfdse it, without much patience, though imper¬ 
fect I could not still hold out So desiring yim may soon bring u« 
hcHer news your-idf or bow^ever I desire you when time con¬ 
veniently you may. to let us hear from you. So commending my 
love and duly to your Worship, ami the like is remembered by Mr. 
Thornton* Mr. Adams, Mr, Pemberton, Mr, Fragile with many other 
of your loving friends* in haste, in the Increase opposite to Media 
m the Abyssinian coast this 30th of January, \6\o*

The country is barren* 
yielding small quantity of cattle, at first we hud some refresh rug, 
for money, but now their -lure h spent, and we get nothing from 
them. We have been long determining to work up to the llabc 
when the wind permit, there to -hifi from side to side as Eh-" wituh 
do enforce* as also to make inquisition as the ships come, for our 
countrymen at Surat, and to make our injuries known to all that 
skid! conic by u-., io move the heart- of other nations to abhor the 
Injurious Turks. And what to do therein I know not what 10 
resolve We see the Agn is unwilling we should come to Mocha 
road* protending the ships of India dare not come where we are, 
who mean them no harm, hut Sir, when It shall please God to send 
you la Mocha in liberty, I tinsl you will use all means passible you 
may* to inform youifdf of our people and business at Surat What 
may be vended there, of our commodities, as iron, lead and cloth.

The last tve 
received from your YVorahip bearing date the 21st of February 1 was 
received aboard the Increase the second of this present h and the 
third being Sunday last, the return was sent from the other side, 
where uc have tode tin* rix weeks, and l persuade myself that the 
Aga detaineth them. To satisfy your worship of my arrival and 
safety after I gave you the slip, was thus: having taken a conceit 
of captivity under these heathen tyrants, and then seemed to my 
judgment to prove no loss by the AgaV working* I watched my 
time, and slipped aside and travelled down to the sea side being in 
great extremity h-i want of drink. I came down to the sea side 
about / or S mile?, to the southwards of the ships, where going by 
the sea ride t found a canoe, but never an oar, but G<*1 so provided 
fo: me that wading along with her to windward, found two genga- 
thoes and with them an oar with a pole, which pole I put out like 
3 bowsprit* arid with my garter made it fast, and thereon hung my 
shift,and with the n*r F though with much ado, and great pam*stecml 
her, felt could not guide her so as J would, but came the 23rd of 
December on the off side of the Increast, msd so far that had it 
not been for one f^r follow, under Grxl, I might have been in 
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danger of perishing, this being about 9 of the clock tn the morning, 
but blessed be God. 1 arrived, all spent with labour and want of 
drink, having drunk all my own water that nature could afford me, 
for the which blessing, with many other, God make me thankful. 
The 28th of December returned the Darling from the business 
which she was sent about, before your departure from Mocha, 
having lost an anchor and cable. The second of January we all 
dquirtcd from Mocha with an intent for the Bab, myself having 
got leave to go seek my anchor & cable. The 3rd of the same 1 
departed from the oilier two ships and went over, and by the great 
blessing of God, found it Uial afternoon, and that night, finding the 
wind to blow hard, 1 riel, and at 4 o'clock the 4th, in the morning, 
t heard 4 ! gum-, at w liich time your ship was in danger, for being 
anchored in foul ground, broke an anchor, and tost another anchor 
and shot a cable and fell withal the wrong way, atul before she 
flatted was in 15 fathoms, but thanks be to God, came off at day- 
light The peppercorn Jiad her cable cut asunder and lost her 
anchor, they stood over and returned for Mocha, The 4th day, 1 
knowing what our wants would be, having older from your worship 
to do no less, employed my vessel for to look for water and a good 
road, the which in four days God gave me my desire therein, for 
water, wood, and a good place t» ride in. yea a very excellent place 
and tint [ ] a harbour for these winds, and having 

hllcd our vessels, returned with news, the which was welcome. 

The 12th of January there riding, great storms arose and we 
could not weigh, but the iSth the storm ceased and we all departed 
ami came to this happy place for our relief, where the people of the 
Country used us very kindly and entreated us well, brought us 
goats, at the first, good size, the which they sold us for ij s_ and a 
knife per goat, and some iij s., according as they were in good meat 
Calves 1 pieces of 8 and cows 5 pieces of K, and some 7 pieces, but 
very- large, and good meat. But now the country people will sell 
110 more, nor none We have had this [torn] day's. They 
desire this cotton doth to put about their middles, and will >sU- no 
more money, if we had of this cotton cloth surely we should not 
want anything they have. Si thence the flesh failed us, God hath 
given us -ome fish with our nets. This excellent place is W. and 
by S. from Mocha distant 13 leagues to the ships our watering

other, for the ships must stay so long till the goods arc bought for 
the return and brought to the place*, and that oftentimes they Stay 
4. 5. and sometimes 6 montlis and more before they can be ready 
to came away, where to the contrary as in former times hath been 
used. v. that they might have nothing else to do when they come 
but to deliver the cargnson on shore which was given them, and to 
embark the return, which should lie ready, for the trade is not so 
there, nor like to those in other European countries, where we may 
always discharge against the market, for It must be there con¬ 
sumed and discharged by small parcels. What think you then, 
which would be the most charge and hurt, for to keep there a 
whole ship's company so long, or to maintain there 4 or 5 persons 
continually to whom we might give the charge. The charges of 4 
nr 5 jjersons in one Factory the Company may well endure If they 
have good returns from thence. Many have in former times cried 
and complained of it, it is true that it i- worthy of complaint hut 
not there, for that is not the canker which is in the Company's 
chest, but they are the great and mighty wars against all nations, 
excessive edifications and building of fortifications,and more other 
great charges at Batavia, and the mighty fleets at Manilha, 
Maecau, China. Goa and Mossamhicquc the which consume, all 
fruitless, and without performing anything they turn back, and 
other suchlike as l have heretofore said wherein is the fault that 
the Company is so damnified, and not in the charges of the 
Factories. Let calculation be made that every particular Factory 
should Spend, the fine more* the oilier less, amongst our own 
people, 1000 giiitduni yearly in victuals, which I know by expert* 
price is superfluity enough, and for which they may maintain a 
royal table, now if there were 8 or to Factories to be maintained, 
which would cost the Company yearly S or to thousand guiklcm in

cablra they are in this boat sent you us also five hogsheads of 
pitch and tar. There was a greater quantity- but he affirmed! that 
your worship gave him five hogsheads fora present, as also therein 
spent two hogsheads about the pinnace, not any more to be procured- 
And as touching the pinnace he avoucheth. that ivc gave her over 
by agreement as wc did live goods unto the Kasha for the account 
of Uie Grand Scignor and it is true that ft was your Worship’s 
agreement, so that he an&wereth, for his head he dares not consent 
to deliver her, grounding that upon the demand of her wc may as 
well require our goods, contrary- to agreement; we liad very much 
urging hereabouts and the Shabunder and Xahuda were in the 
mind to give 30© pieces of 8 for her, but he gave an absolute 
answer that he could not fell her nor deliver her, both he and 
the Shabunder and Nahuda wili write to the Kasha to gel leave 
to <jolh er her. V\ hercforc wt desire your Worship to have patience, 
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not doubting, with God s help, but to have a better than she, and 
it may be, in the end, the same. The surgeon's instruments shall 
be sought for and delivered: for the armourer's tools tve cannot 
hear of them, but if there be any about the house they shall be 
restored. He was often limes willed when he was here to go seek 
for them but never would once stir therein, but it is vehemently 
suspected here he made them away and now sailh, they are in the 
Aga's house.

whereupon oil the town rise after him. The second cause was the 
foolish dealing of that idiot anti white-livered fellow the coxswain, 
who, seeing us hardly pursued and we waving to have the boat 
sheer in, we being in the water up to the armpits, fell to leeward 
of us, it was no small grief to us to hear your Worship reprehending 
him asking what lie had done, pray if he had stayed the boat 
where they sheered tn, we had gotten her. My pistol, I thank 
God, was a means to save my life, for two soldiers assailing me t 
placed two bullets in one of them, who lktb by it, as I hear. The 
second purposing to liave cloven my head, I warded It with my 
pistol, the blow was so violent that his sword fell out of his hand 
into the .sea. by this time there came a Turk who knew me and pro¬ 
tected me from further harm. Wc hope that in due time we shall 
lie well delivered.

If 
within j days there is not any news of him whether aboard or 
here ashore, then he shall be demanded. 

The other points of your Capitulation they say shall be granted 
and performed, and that the N&huda and Shabundar will work it 
w ith the Aga. We demanded presently the cables, anchors, etc but 
they counselled us to have patience for 5 days, within which time 
they dial 1 be delivered. The old Nahuda Mahomet of Cainnor 
Carmanorc; goeth aboard in this boat whom l beseech you to use 
with all tenderness. At the time of yuur Worship's departure we 
received great comfort from him. There is sent aboard all the com 
left here, as also divers other things appearing by a note here Inclosed. 
There is put up into your worship's trunk three pieces of brown 
calico to make sea apparel at your Worship’s pleasure The 
Shabttndcr was al.se/ purposed to have come aboard but altered his 
determination. Yesterday we did see a ship in the offing, we

In Moha the 30th of April 161 1 . {date filled up in trror\ 

jHOSOEVER you are that shsdi come to the view of thb 
monition yt>u peruse it well and use all diligence to 
escape the danger hanging over your heads. Wc give 
you hereby to understand that neither at Aden nor 
Moha nor any port under the Turkish tyranny in the Red Sea, 
there is not any trade for you. The Ascension whn was to seek 
tmdc first was greatly injured, and we in the ships of the 6th 
voyage miserably misused. We were received with all the fair 
flattering speeches that might be, with promise to be well used 
and protected in quiet trade. We delivered our presents fur the 
Basha and performed all kind duties. landed our goods which 
wen: registered in die Custom house. We were in a house, as we 
thought in safety, wc had leave to build our pinnace ashore. So 
purposing to settle ourselves to trade, and hdng building our 
pinnace, behold what woeful massacre happened ; tire aftth 
November 1610 betwixt 7 and 3 of the dock at night by com¬ 
mandment of the perfidious Basha and treacherous Governor of 
Moha, we were by multitudes of armed soldiers assailed, eight of 
our men slain outright and t 4 wounded and all left alive being 51 
persons all imprisoned and put in Irons both feet and hands. 
The cause was for coining to this country of Yemen as the Turks 
say. so near their holy house of Mecca; thb usage being by the 
precise command of the Great Turk, who hath written to the 
Baiha that although he should give his licence to come hither to 
any Christian, yet that here they should take their ships, kill their 
mem and confiscate their goods. The same night rite massacre 
was committed there was three great boats with about too soldiers 
sent aboard the Darling (who did ride somewhat near the shore) 
to have surprised her. but she defended herself with the loss of 3 
men, and 36 1 urks slain. After odr imprisonment here in Moha 
till the 23n d of December, 34 of us were carried to Zen nan, 14 days 
vtrt. t £ 
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journey from Moha, where, for a welcome, wre were anew im¬ 
prisoned and the most part clapped in weighty irons, where at last 
coming to have sentence of the lias ha, he adjudged all our 
goods on shore, with our pinnace, confiscate to the Great Turk's 
use, and praising his own mild nature in not making us captives or 
putting us to the sword, accounting it a great good turn to Jet our 
persons depart As we passed by Aden to come to Moha the 
Governor was very desirous to have one ship left there, as they 
said, to trade with them ; but their purpose ivas to betray her ; so 
vxm as two merchants and the purser came ashore they were 
detained, thinking by that means to get goods landed, craving to 
have 1500 sequins of Venice for duties, or else to land. In 
the meantime they practised to Cut her cables in the night and 
other villainies;. At laJL they intercepted the boat with tS men 
which with the two merchants and purser were all sent to Zcnnan 
with purpose to be made captives if God had not provided 
better for us. At length we obtained our liberties with condition 
to have 30 men of best quality for pledges ashore till the India 
ships were come to the monsoon and then we to depart from hence* 
the fir* westerly wind that should blow, so that with great murder 
of our men. loss of jov. rials of S in goods, cruel imprisonment and 
tedious travel, we are at length departed hence. Therefore if any 
thereof our countrymen come to this place, take tliis for a sufficient 
warning am! provide in time to avoid that which will fall upon 
you. We have left divers copies hereof to be delivered you, not 
only in Moha, but also in Soccatora- The first that cometh to 
your hands, recompense well the britiger thereof. 

Thus wishing you all happiness ive rest 

If any of you chance to ccrnic into the Red Sen you shall 
under stand that WS.W, from Moha upon the Habesh coast there 
is an excellent harbour in the bay of Morgabra, where grow many 
date trees and there you shall have wood and water in abundance 
and some refreshing of victuals, trust not any, but stand upon 
your sore guard.

From the Cabo Bonn Espemncia tve directed our 
‘ course unto the Channel which runneth between ZofFala 
and Madagascar where we were upon the iBth ditto in great danger 
upon the coast of terra dd Natal, being on a lee shore with a great 
storm and a hollow sea, being not above 3 or 4 leagues from the 
land, but by God s great mercy we were delivered from this groat 
danger, and after that we had a prosperous voyage and that without 
any hindrance* We arrived unto the Island called Zctlon (Ceylon) 
tlie first of August, having had such a prosperous voyage that we 
think thru few ships out of Eurqur haw had the like (thanks be 
given unto God for it). From thence, keeping our course under 
the Island of Zcilon until the 6th then coming in the road before 
the town of Ncgapatam, where was one great -ship riding at an 
anchor with divers other small barques. and following opr order 
fUthinit doing any violence unto rttiy, but followed our course, north 
and by cast until the 8th ditto. Then being not far from St, 
Thome, then we did see a small boat bearing right with us, which 
was lx>imd for Ifegapalain, and as sotm as she perceived what we 
were, then she changed her course and made towards the land, the 
which perceiving, manned our skiff, for to *|jealf with the boat for to 
learn some news from the land: and when our chief come near 
unto them, then they of the boat began to shoot at our skiff, and 
divers times, yet notwithstanding our skiff boarded the bout, and 
brought her aboard, nidi two PorttngaJj with their slaves, which 
came from St. Thome, and were going for Negapatarn, and 
although one of our people was so hurt (likewise the Ifortingals also] 
which was occasion sufficient to have confiscated both their persons 
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and goods : but unto the contrary* after that we had entreated them 
kindly, we suffered them to depart freely without any furthet damage 
that they received from us, wc understanding of the aforesaid 
Fertingals that the Dutch had settled a factory In Pdkcata.fr illicit), 
whereupon we resolved to make for that place, to sec If anything 
might be done at the place aforesaid for ihe profit of the Company 
although neither of ns had ever been at this place. In the evening, 
passing by St Theme we did see [3 or 14 asdettows* or sraafl 
barques* riding hi the road; about some two leagues we came unto 
an anchor because we would be sure not to pass by FcliacAta. The 
next morning we setting sail, and in the afternoon we came into 
the road of Pellacata* and there then came 2 boats aboard, the one 
sent from the Hollanders with a Dutchman therein, from whom we 
did learn some particulars concerning the country thereabout* the 
other boat was sent from the Shabtmdcr to bid tis welcome, and 
then wc gave them to understand that we were English and not 
Dutch, And for the first we desired to have a cowl of the Shabumler 
to send some persons aland, for to make n contract with him, and 
to have further conference togethtrr. aJ] w hich they promised us we 
should have, and so they departed from the ship. The next day in 
the morning, being the 10th ditto so came again 1 board us the 
people of the Shabundcr* bringing with them a cowl, according as 
wc desired, whereupon we resolved to send our skiff aland, with Mr* 
Feter Moris and Mr, Robt Brown for to apeak with the ShabtimJcr. 
and to Jeam out what might be done there for the Compand behoof 
and then on our first entrance* wt were in present danger, and 
were not able, by any mean*, to avoid it, for being in the breach of 
the bar. our skiff was turned upside down, and we by the great 
mercy of God) were all preserved so that nothing was lost save only 
of some particulars as some apparel and rapiers and such like, Wc 
did think for certain that we should have lost Mr. Brown in this 
mischance' considering that before he had been sick diver* days, 
but. thanks be unto God, he recovered again ; and so having had 
this misfortune we came aland, where the Shabunder attended our 
coming upon the strand* who was very sorrowful for our mischance, 
showing unto us all the Friendship that he could.

on our journey with small trouble and without the loss of any one 
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man (thanks be given lo God> Now being here arrived where we 
shall bestow all otir capital on cloths which are made here, and 
our abode will not be here above three months at the longest, and 
from hence we are to direct our course for Bantam* not doubting 
but that wc shiill find some of the ships of Set Henry Middleton 
which departed a year before os* which were in all three, and 
named the Trades Increase, Peppercorn, Darling, or some of the 
last three ships which were to depart 2 months after us, to wit, the 
Hector, the Clove and a ship built in Ireland. Of these last three 
there i* one of them apjsointed to go for Suratt by which you may 
be particularly informed more at large. These are only to inform 
you of our speedy passage unto this coast, desiring you to advise 
us at large of the estate of your affairs, which the Company 
dcsireth you should because we are to advise them from Bantam 
of all things by the first passage that ^hall depart foam thence.

that this present night we have sent yon what pro¬ 
visions we could get so suddenly, a note whereof you 
shall receive herewith inclosed. We have u*cd our 
credit for the payment of it which doth import 24 or 25 pound 
sterling as per the account may appear, the which we will send by 
the next ; the freight and boat we must also pay if she be taken 
by the Portugal*, This present gening the Governor and 
brother sent for us with great joy, telling us that for certain you had 
taken one of the Portugal* 1 Frigates and sunk another, for which 
they seemed to be very glad, and presently they wrote the news to 
Mocnrabacan jMukasrab Khan; to Gambaya, pray God the news be 
true so shall we be in hope to get aboard by means of Mime men of 
account that may be taken, otherwise we do not know what course 
to take to get aboard : for these people doth but delay us with fair 
woith, but they durst not displease the Portugal^. They did faithfully 
promise the other day, as also this nighty to send me John Jourdain 
safe aboard you to confer or all needful cause*, but wer doubt they 
ivd! fail of their word a> formerly they have done- If your hjiste be 
fiuoh as wc know it is, for time \$ precious, that you will presently 
be gone, and that we can by no means get aboard^ a$ wc see small 
hope, then our determination ts f if you advise not of going to 
Dabul as you wrote, to direct our course for Mcscpotam with all 
speed, which is at least 40 day* journey* and there we do nut 
doubt but to find the Flemish ships in which we may embark 
ourselves for A chin or Ban him where we. lvith God's help, hope to 
meet you* and so to get for England together. If we are forced to 
take this great journey our travel and expense ivill be great and our 
means small patience. The Governor doth always tdl u$«f places 
fitting to do our business, and doth promise phots to carry you thither. 
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but wc see no eiTecting of anything as yet. Hvc merchants of this 
town doth daily entreat us to write you to release their ships, that 
they might this spring come itt! but we answer them as from you, 
that you detain them Only for sending of letters to and again, 
for otherwise we should never have a letter from you, not you 
from us, which Hoghse Naxan, and Mocambecan’s brother 
affirmeth to be true, and say you do well therein. Those which 
come from the ships tell them that except you tiave us aboard 
your mind is to stay at the bar this 0 months, They show them¬ 
selves willing that you should trade, but not stay so long at the bar, 
for it doth much abridge them of liberty by means of the Fortugak 
You may well revenge yourself of the Purtugais if you arc minded 
so to do, for that within these to days their ships come from 
Ormus, Mctindc and other places, and will be at their ports without 
Fail by the fine of this month. We am glad to hear news of the 
Union, which we much doubted, but sorry for the death of our 
friends. As for the retaining aland of the Portugal Factors, or 
any other, for our safe getting aboard, it Is a thing nut t<* be d*<m?, 
neither can the Moors do It, with justice, because they have peace 
with the Portugal: 1 1 and free trade with them.

H 1 GHT worshipful Sir, Yours of yesterday’s date per 
Jatlow 1 have received, in which I perceive John Jour- 
dain is >afr aboard your ship, for which T am right 
glut At the receipt of the letter J went to the Divan 
and made them acquainted with what you desired and demanded 
leave to go aboard according to the King’s firman, but then could 
have no answer for they were at a banquet at Hogie Assaults and 
could not set about so mighty business, but deferred me till the 
evening, nt which time being with them there was great counsel 
between them and the merchants w'hat ails to be done, either to 
give me leave, or detain me until your further answer, what your 
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dcienn 3 nation is, far they say if J and my company wtrrc aboard, 
you would presently be -one and they, fur our sakes, having broken 
with the Portugal-', now should be sure neither of our or their 
friendship and therefore seemed much discontented, alleging many 
favours afforded us to the end we should trade with them, which is 
a thing they seem much to desire, and when they saw that J could 
promise nothing touching that point, but my desire was to go 
aboard, and from thence they should know your determination, 
which you, having from hence a pilot and me aboard, would 
suddenly resolve cither for to go Tor Gcgo or an oilier place, they 
(ell to entreat for some toys which might be grateful to Mocacanne 
and a fit present for the king, which hearing of English ships at 
Surat would expect from him, and therefore prayed me to write to 
you to send such things as the bearer should think fit: and upon 
receipt would pay to their value and deliver the money into my 
hands, and <ti with honour and great friendship send me to the 
water side. The party which is sent by them is a man of reckoning, 
wherefore I beseech you to use him with rtspeet, and let me entreat 
you to show him what toys you have, some two or three good

Now whereat you have stayed already 20 days for me. for which I 
rest very thankful, [ beseech you let not 2 or } days seem Idh^ 
unto yom for at the return of the messenger with something to 
content, I doubt not but ! shall soon aft^r see you, which I much 
desire Thus not doubting of your favour in fulfil ling my request I 
heartily take leave, commending you and your affairs to the Lord's 
protection.

AVING good occasion by hearing that certain English 
merchants do Ik in the Island of Java r although by 
name unknown* 1 have emboldened myself to unite 
the^e few lines desiring the Worshipful Company being 


unknown unto me to pardon my stoutness My reason that I do 
write, is fir-t as consdence doth bind me* with love to my Country¬ 
men and Country. Your Worships to whom this present writing 
shall cottier is to give you to understand that I am a Kentish man, 
bom ih a town called Jell Ingham two English miles from Rochester, 
one mak from Chatham where the King's ships do lie, and fmm 
the of 12 years aid brought tip in Limehoufte near Ixandon, 
being apprentice 1 2 years to Mr. Xico: Diggers and myself have 
smned fesr master and pilot in her Majesty's ships and about 11 or 
years-have served Lhc worshipful Company of IWbaty merchants 
until the Indian traffic from Holland, which E nclian traffic 1 ^ 
desirous to make a little experience of the small knowledge that 
G d had given me } so in the year of our Lord 1558 ] was hired 
for pitot major of the Meet of 5 sail, which was made ready by the 
Indian Company Pieter van der Ha^cn and Ham van dcr Vcken. 
Tjw General of thin fleet was a merchant called jacqura Mahu in 
which dilp twiing Admiral I was pilot of. .So being the 23 or 24th 
June ere n« set salt it was too late ere we came to the line to p aqq 
it without contrary winds, so that it was about the midst of Sep 
tember, at which time w c found much southerly winds ■ and ottr 
men were many sick so that we were forced to go to the coast of 
Guimtey to Cape Gonsalves where wc set our sick men aland, of 
which mart)' died of the sickness, few bettered, having little or no 
refreshing being an unhcalthful place so that to fulfil our voyage 
we set our course for the coast of Hiasicli being determined to pass 
the straits of Magilans and by the way came to an Island called 
Annabona. which Island we landed at ami took the town, in which 
was about So houses. In which Island we refreshed ourselves 
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having oxen, oranges and diver'; fruits clse p but the unwholesome- 
ness of the air was very bad, that as one bettered another fell sick* 
Spending upon the coast up the Cape Gousa and up Annabona 2 
months time till the i 3 tb or 13th November, at which time we set 
sail from Anrmbona finding the winds still at the 5 , and S, by E, 
and S*S>E. till we got into 4 degrees to the southward of the line, 
at which time the wind did favour us so that the winds came to the 
S.E* and to the E, so that we were up between the Island of Anna- 
boisa and the straits of Magtlano about a 5 months. One of our 
j sail, his mainmast Fell overboard, by which wc were much hindered, 
for in the sea we set a new mast with much trouble so that the 29th 
March we saw the land in latitude of 50 degrees, the winds a 2 or 
3 days contrary, so in the end having die winds good came to the 
strahs of Mage!an the 6th of April 1599 at which time the winter 
came, $0 that at that time there was much snow, -o that our men 
with cold on the one side, and hunger on the other* our men weak, 
having at that time the winds at the N.E. a 6 nr 7 days in which 
time we might have passed through the Straits, but far refreshing 
of our men we waited, watering and taking in of wood and setting 
up of a pinnace of a 15 nr a 20 Iona in burden, 50 at length we 
would have [iirecd through but could run by reason of the south- 
erly winds which being considered, the weather being very cold 
with abundance of snow and ice* so that we were forced to winter 
and to stay hi the Straits from the i6tb of April tiJI the :4th of 
September in which time our victual* were for the most part spent, 
and for tack of the same many of uur men died with hunger. So 
having parsed tluough the Straits and coming in the South Sca ± 
we had many hard storms, being driven to the southward in 54 
degrees, being at that tunc very cold so that at the last we found 
reasonable winds and weather with which we followed on our pre¬ 
tended voyage towards the coast of Ferow {Peru}* but in long traverse 
we lost our whole fled* being separated the one from the other, so 
that wc had appointed that if by storms or font weather we should 
be separated, that In Chillc f Chili), in the latitude of 46 degree^ we 
should there stay the one for the other, the space of 30 days, in which 
height according to agreement i w ent in 46 degrees w here I stayed 
2S days where we refreshed ourselves, rinding the people of the 
country of a good nature* but by reason of the Spaniards the 
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people would not trade with us. At first they brought us sheep 
biicI potatoes for which we gave them bills and knives* the which 
the}- were very glad of, but in the end the people went up from 
their houses into the country and came no more to u- VVc stayed 
there 28 days, we set up a pinnace which we had in our ship in 4 
p;uts, and in the end departed and came to the mouth of Baldivia 
and by reason of the much wind which was at that present, entered 
not but directed our course out of the Bay for the Island of Much 
(Mocha) the which the next day we came to, and finding none of 
our fleet there, directed our course for St. Maria, the which the 
next day we come by the Cape, which is but leagues from the 
island, and seeing many people, luffed about ihe Cape a tut finding 
good ground anchored in 1; fathoms water, in a fair sandy bay 
and went with our lx:At hard by the water side to parley with the 
people of die land \ but they would not suffer us to romc aland, 
shooting great store of arrows at us, Nevertheless having no 
victuals in our ships and hoping to find refreshing by force landed 
about 27 or jo of our men and drove the wild people from the 
water side, most of our men being hurt With their arrows, and aland 
made signs of friendship, and in the end came to a parley with signs 
of tokens of friendship, the which people, in tile end, did understand, 
so wc ime tc them signs our desire was for victuals, showing them iron, 
silver and cloth which wc would give them in exchange for the same; 
so they gave uiir people wine with potatoes to cut and driri lr with other 
fruits, and bid our men by signs and tokens to go aboard, and the 
next day to return again, and that then they would bring good store 
of refreshing, so being late our men came aboard ; the better part 
of them being vcn.- glad wc had come to a parley with them, with 
hnpe to get refreshing, The next day, being the yth November 
1 S 9 y> nur Captain with all our Officers prepared to go aland, 
having taken counsel to go to the water side, but not to laud more 
titan 2 or 3 at the most, for here were jtropic in abundance un¬ 
known unto us, wild, therefore not to be trusted, which counsel 
being concluded upon, the Captain him self did go in one of the 
boats with all the force that we could make, and being by 
the shore side, the people of the country made signs that they 
should come aland, but that did not well like our Captain ; in the 
end the people not coming near to our boats, our Captain, with 
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the rest. resolved to Sand, contrary to that which was concluded 
aboard our ship before their going aland, so in the end 23 landed 
with muskets and marched upwards towards 4 or 5 houses, at 
which time being a good way about a musket shot from the 
boats; the Indians lay in ambush more than 1000 which im¬ 
mediately fell upon our men with such weapons as they hod and 
slew all out men to our knowledge, for our boate did long wait to 
iec if my af our men did come again ■ but being all slain our 
boats returned to which -sorrowful news of all our men's deaths, which 
was very much lamented of us all ; so that we had scarce so many 
men left as could wind up our anchor* so the next day we weighed 
anti went over to the Island of St. Maria, at which place we found 
out Admiral, which arrived there 4 days before us, who had* 
the day before wc came from the Island of Much departed from 
thence, having the General, Master, and all his Officers murdered 
aland, so that all .njr Officers were siaiu : the one bemoaning the 
other, nevertheless both glad to see one the other, and that 
we were so well met together. My good friend Timothy 
Shotton was pilot in that ship, so being at the Island of St 
Maria* which Ifrrh in the latitude of the southward of die line 
of 37 degrees, 12 minute-, on the coa?L of ChjlLc, we took counsel 
to take all things out of one our ship and burrs the other, but that, the 
(kipiain* that were made new, the one nor the other, would not 
So that wc could fiot agree to leave the one nor the other ; so that 
having much doth in our ships* h was agreed that wc should leave 
the coast nf rcrov.- and direct our course for japan, having under- 
Stew d that the doth was there gcarf mcrehandbe, And a bo, how 
on the coast of Pcrow, the King’s sltfps were out, seeking us, having 
knowledge that wc were w eak of men* w hich was certain, for one Of 
our fleet from hunger, was forced to u^ek relief at the enemy's hands 
in St, Agp (Santiago), for which reason, having refreshed ourselves in 
this Island of St Maria more by policy than by force, we departed 
the -L;ih of November from the island of St. Maria with our 2 
ships, and for the rest of our ftcer, wc had no news of them, $0 we 
iiood away directly for Japan and parsed the equinoctial line 
together till we came in the latitude to the northward of the line in 
28 degrees, in which latitude we were about the 23rd of February 
t6oo. We had a wondrous storm of wind as ever I was in, with 
V01* 1, L 
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much rain, in which storm we lost our consort r whereof wt were 
very soriy, nevertheless we hoped tbit in japan we should meet the 
one with the other We proceeded on our former intention for 
japan and in the height of jo degrees sought the northerraost Capo 
of the forenamed Island but found it mu by reason that It lieth false 
in all cards and maps and globes ; for the t ape Until i:i 3Sa degrees 
which was a great difTcreuco, in the end in 34! we came in sight 
of the knd being the 19th day of April so that between the Cape 
of St. Marla and Japan we were four months and 32 days at which 
time there was no more but f- besides myself that could static! 
upon his feet; so we in safety let fall cpiir anchor about a league 
from a place called Roningo, at which time came to ub many 
boats and we suffered them to come aboard of u&, being nut able 
to resist them H which people did us no harm, neither of us both 
understanding the one the other. When 2 cw 3 days after our arrival 
there came a Jesuit from a pfacr called Langasack (Xanga&akiJ, 
which place the t.arrack of Amakau Macao) yearly was wont to 
come, ■ hi-!: with other Tapi lus that . .. re (I liristlauLs were our inter¬ 
preters which was not to our good, our deadly enemies being our 
Tnicl 1 u 1 eii.

to bring me to the Court where hi* Highness urn, which was 
distant from Bovingq about an So English leagues. So that as 
soon a?- Z came before him he demanded of me of what country 
we were, that in all points 1 answered him, so that there was 
nothing that was not demanded of concerning wars and peace 
betwtert country and country, 90 that the particulars here to write 
would be too tedious, ami for that time I was commanded t*> 
prison* lieing well used, with ojtc of our mariners that came in 
with me to serve me. So that a 2 days after the Emperor called 
me again, demanding the reasons of our coming so far I answered 
him wt were a people that sought friendship with all nations, and 
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to have trade in all countries, bringing such merchandise as om 
country did afford into strange lands in the way of traffic, &c 
He demanded also a* concerning the wars between the Spaniards 
or Portugal* and our country, and the reason ; the which I gave 
him to understand of all things, which he was glad to hear of, as 
it seemed unto me. So in the end I was commanded to prison, 
but my lodging was bettered in another place, so that 39 days I 
was in prison hearing no more news, neither of our ship, nor 
captain, whether he was recovered of his sickness or not, nor 
of the rest of the company. In which time 1 looked everyday 
to die, to be crossed, as the custom of justice is in Japan, as 
hanging is in our land. lit which long time of imprisonment 
the Jesuit* and the Portugal* gave many evidence, against me 
and the rest, that we were thieves and robbers of ail nations 
and were We suffered to live it should be against the profit of 
his Highness and of ids country: for no nation should come hither 
without robbing them. His Highlit,-,’* justice being executed, 
without doubt the rest of our nation should fear and not come here 
any more. Thus dally making access to the Emperor, and pro¬ 
curing friends to hasten my death. But God that is always merciful 
at need, shewed mercy unto us, and would not suffer them 1.- have 
their wills of us. In the cud the Emperor gave them an answer 
that wc, as yet, had no* done to him nor to none of his land anv 
harm nor damage: therefore against reason and justice to put us 
to death ; if our countries had wars the one with the other, that 
was no cause that he should put us to death ; with which they were 
out of heart that their cruel pretence failed them, for which God be 
for evermore praised. Now in this time i was in prison the ship 
was Commanded to be brought so near the city as she might (for 
grounding her; where the Emperor was, which was dune And 41 
days being expired the Emperor caused me to be brought before 
him again, demanding of me many questions which would be at 
present t* 10 tedious to [ay down here. In the end he asked of me If 
1 was desirous to go aboard the ship and sec my countrymen. 1 
answered very gladly, the which he hade me do, 90 l departed and 
was freed from Imprisonment; and it was the first news that l had 
that the ship and company were come to the city: so that with a 
rejoicing heart I t«>ok a boat and went to our ship where f found 
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the captain ami the rest recovered of their nick net;-, which when 1 
came ii»t» the ililp, with weeping eyes on both sides was received, 
for it was given them to understand that I was executed long 
since. Thus, Gcd be praised, we saw one the other again. In tin; 
ship all tilings was taken uUt, so that the cluthes which t took with 
me on my back, that I only had, all my instrument* and book* 
was taken away, not J alone lost what had in the ship, but the 
captain ,ind all the company fn general, what was good or worth 
the taking was carried away, all which was done unknown lo the 
Emperor ■ si - in process of time having knowledge of it, commanded 
that they which had faken < iur goods should restore , but it wju here 
amf there ■ . taken that .it could not get it again saving 50.000 
nab In ready money was commanded to be given us, anil In his 
presence brought and delivered in the hands of one that was made 
"Ur Governor, .vhidi kept it in Ills hands to give it as we should 
have occasion t ut,c it buy victuals for our men with *thcr 
particular charges Thus in the end of 30 days our ship lying 
before the city called Sakiiy or 3 leagues ream Osaka where the 
Emperor at that time did lie. The Emperor commanded that »iur 
•ihip should be carried to the eastermost pan qf the land called 
Quanto, where, according U< hit command we were carried thither, 
be:ny distant leagues, so being by sea long, by reason of 
contrary winds we had, the Emperor was there before us , so 
coming to the land of Quanto and near to the city where the 
Emperor wn, ivUk h. i? called Yeddr>, at which place I wing arrived, 
l sought by all means by supplications, to get our ship clear, ami 
to seek our best mean* !«. crime where the Hollanders had traffic ; 
through which in piocuring, we spent much of the money 1 that was 
given us In which time 3 or 4 or our men rebelled against the 
Captain and myself and made a mu liny among the rest of uur 
men so Ural we had much trouble with them, that they would not bide 
110 the ship, but everyone would do what he thought best 

am, jwrforce would hav: everyone part of tike money that was given 
by the Emperor. It is too long to write the particular-., but in ihc 
end ihc money was delivered according to every man 1 place, but 
tins was a built ' yuar' that we had been in Japan and when we 
had a denial that we dinuld not have our ship, but to bide in 
Japan Mr that she part of everyone being divided, everyone took 
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his way where be thought bestj and in the ciul the Emperor gave 
every man to live upon 2 tbs. of rice a day, daily, and yearly so much 
as was worth 1 i or 12 ducats the year, yearly, myself, the captain 
and the mariners ai] one. So in process of lime at the end of 4 or 
S years, the Emperor called me, as divers time# he hath formerly 
done, so one time above the rest, he would have me make him a 
small ship. ( answered him ilia! J was no carpenter, and had no 
knowledge therenf; well, do your endeavour, saith he, if it be not 
good, it is no matter. The which, by his command. I btlilt him ft 
ship about the burthen of So tons, the which ship being made in all 
respects as our manner is, he came aboard to see it, the sight 
whereof gave him great content, and by which I came in his favour ; 
that always ( must Come In hi 1 - presence, giving me from tune to 
time presents and in the end a yearly stipend to live upon, which 
was much about a 70 ducats the year, w ith ’ lbs of rice a day, dailv, 
5,1 in the end Winy in such grace and favour by reason I ieamet I 
him some points of geometry and understanding of the art of 
mathematics, with ether things which pleased him, so that what l 
said he would not contrary it. so that my former enemies did 
wonder, and at this time must entreat me to do them a friendship, 
which, both Spaniard and Portingnt, 1 have done, recoinpensing 
good for evil. So to pass my time to get my living it hath cost me 
great labour and trouble at the first, but GW hath blessed my 
labour. In the end of 5 years I made supplication to the King i 0 
depart lbs land, desiring to see mv poor wife and children, accord¬ 
ing to conscience and nature r the which request the limjEror was 
not well pleased withal, and would not let me go any more far my 
country, but to bide in his land, So in process of time, 1 being in 
much favour with the Emperor, l made again supplication ; the 
reason was that we had news that the Hollanders were in Shian (Siam) 
and in Pmtunia Fatani,. which rejoiced us much with hope that God 
would bring us to our country again by one means or other, so again 
i made supplication and boldly spake myself with him, at which he 
gave me no answer, I told him if he would let me go, f ivould be a 
means that the Dutch ami English nations should come and have 
traffic here, which he was very desirous of but by no means he would 
let me go; I asked him leave for the captain, the which he present ly 
granted me; so by that means my captain got leave and in a japan 
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junk sailed to Puttan, and In a year's space came no Hollanders ; lit 
the end he went from Puttan to Jore (Johor) and there found a fleet of 
9 s ail of who: 11 wav General Mateh'efjin which fleet he was made master 
again ; which fLet sailed to Malacca and fought with an Armada 
of Porting a Is in which battle he was shot and presently died : so

war; justice rs severely executed upon the transgressor of ihv 
law, without partialiiy: governed in great civility, 1 menu not a 
land better governed in the world by civil policy; the people be 
very superstitious in their religion, being diverse in opinion . *herc 
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be many Christians by reason of the Jesuits, which be ninny in 
this land and Franciscans, having many churches in the land &c. 
Thus, to be brief l am constrained hoping that by one means qt 
other in process or time, 1 shall have nen s from one good friend 
or other, of my good acquaintance, wife and children the which, 
with patience, l do wait the pleasure of Almighty God, therefore l 
do pray all them, or every one of them, that if this my letter shall 
come to their hands, to do their best that my wife and children 
and my good acquaintance may hear of me, by whose good means 
1 may, in process of time, before my death, hear news or see souuf 
of my friends again, the which thing God turn it to his glory. Amen.

OURABLE and very particular dear friend, after 
cordial greetings this is to let you know that l received 
yours of (5th and ?th inst. to Mr. Essington both on the 
7th only J hour the one after the other in the everting 
while lighting the candle, from which I learned! all particulars about 
your position and circumstances. anrl the despatch of the vessel on the 
same day which suits me very well and ingoing to assist me in many 
ways in urging every One to hurry so much more with what they have 
in hand ; further l came home on the evening of the 3rd, and on the 
4 th have been engaged with Com la Layo in Mettapouly and gave 
him sufficiently to understand what I thought of him and the many 
lies he had tried to make me believe as if he expected to pay with 
words ; Lhat however 1 bad been well informed before speaking to 
him, for Mcitu Raya himself had made the agreement with the 
weaver* to deliver me the doth within 15 days on i»ain of paying 
double. The weaver* had therefore alt come back on the 3rd and 
finished over 300 pieces before 1 left then?, I saw all their yam, it 
is ready and dyed, tacking only the weaving so that t have no 
doubt of having in the house within 1$ days the 14 Cardies for 
which ho made the contract; the yam is also everywhere altogether 
ready and taken off the spindles (?) So that 1 hope it won't take 
over 20 days; he ivas quite taken aback on hearing how 1 had 
been to alt the villages and finally t left word with his clerks that 
1 wanted to look after every thing myself tu be better satisfied and 
able to com plain to Melta Raya about hb deceiving me and the 
loss he caused his people about which he did not dare to come to 
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lklmcd Friends, It cannot be unknown V- all present, with wh.il 
great care, pains and charge this Journey was set forth by the 
Indian Company, consisting of many, both of Nobility and 
merchants of London, intended both for the love and benefit of our 
country, partly by discover}' of new commerce in unknown places, 
the rest to be performed at places formerly known, as at the 
Island of Sumatra, Java, Moluccas and Handa. In parts to be 
discovered we have already spent, not to any benefit, but great loss 
divers ways (as you know) first at the towns of Aden aruJ Moho 
In the Red Sea, where hitter experience by long sorrows and 
torment of mind hath too well informed us how at first by 
(awning flattery, large promises and unusual dissimulation In the 
first part deluding, till Our minds settled in security and possessed 
with conceit of friendly and honest dealing; secondly with what 
Strange cruelty the bloodthirsty Turks fell to murdering our 
distrustless naked men, seised on our goods as their own, attempted 
the surprising of one of oor ships, omitting no device for destruc¬ 
tion of all, and with the greatest indignity that ever free nation was 
abused, they without mercy in chains kept prisoners not only 70 
of our men, which by the Providence of God had escaped their 
bloody massacre, but also our General, who in like manner without 
favour or respect, they kept iron bound, both neck, hands and feet, 
whom they detained very doubtfully near the space of six month;, 
all which time we had in manner ,1 vehement storm of southerly 
winds at that time usual to that place, wherefore the most part wc 
continued out read each ship by two shot of cable to the loss of 
anchors and spoil of our ground tackle, to the disabling of mlr ships 
for farther performance, where notwithstanding at hist by God's 
Providence and our General's happy escape, we recovered all our 
men and most of our goods, yet lost there by the great wearing 
and tearing of our ships with all furniture belonging to them, and 
wage and victuals for our people 11 months, amounting to per 
month 6qqI. Secondly, returning from thence with so great loss wc 
put in execution om long fed hopes to follow the Company’s 
enmmission in trying our fortunes in India, where former shows of 
kindness in the inhabitants, and the likelihood of honest trade 
caused the Merchants to lade many and divers commodities fit for 
that place, which are vendible at no other. 
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Xow rtiti&iiii to note down otu entertainment and present 
seeming favour, our twofold abuses, first by the Pcrtugals, our 
ancient adversaries, secondly in a masked fashion by the deputy 
commanders of tilt country. Our present losses annexed to the 
losses formerly (all which lie heavy cm the Comply) procured by 
the show of welcome made by this dissembling and faithless people, 

J mean not only the Governors, Principals and Merchants of the 
country near at hand, but also by the fickle lavour of thesr in* 
constant King, with fallowing disgraces which he imposeth on our 
King and nation. 

Where since our arrival, first by the armies of Portugal frigates, 
(of which have formerly damaged the Company of much goods and 
loss of men, taken in the river of Surat) who gave diligent atten¬ 
dance round about vis to destroy and cut ufT as many of our people 
as they could spy advantage, by the moving or transportation of 
our smallest vessels, or at least not to suffer any of us to land 
with our boa Li, neither any of the country people to come near 
ms with refreshing, no not $u much as for the recovery of our 
weak sick men; what was by great cost provided and sent 
towards us, they took and made spoil thereof, nay so great was 
their malice that our merchants formerly left in the country, 
they would not permit us to lake them in. but always lay in wait 
to take them prisoners, intercepting all letters which in long time 
passed between us, until we were forced to cheek their insufferable, 
saucy insolciicy, by taking one of their bragging frigates. And so 
afterwards by great industry and searching with out smallest ships 
we found out amongst the shoals, within musket shot of the main, a 
good place for receipt of all our ships, where, in despite, notwith¬ 
standing the Portugal*’ divers attempts to cross the same, we did 
not only land, but also all other business, with all such as durst 
come to us. divers being curbed by fear of the Portugal* in Tutu re 
times, as others in dread of tyranny by the great men of the 
country, who permit no trade with us, reserving all, both buying 
and selling, for their own private benefit; with whom also, after 
many delays, our General gat conference, whom he found most 
bountiful in compliments and shews of kindness seeming to affect 
trading with ui. in such manner as they may, avoiding danger (as 
1 may say; by ihdr mailers, the Portugal*. Vet being h people 
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faithless neither regarding word nor promise, but for present use. 
The Genera! once put in hope of trade (having no other place to 
rdy on for sale of our commodities) was again fed ami abused with 
variety of delays and false shows from day to day so long, till all 
hope of performance by them was wholly quenched in us. Though 
at last (as may be imagined) for that by delays and shifts they 
could not shake us riff, and fearing revenge upon their ships if we 
depart discontented, which to prevent they brought down goods, 
and on the sea strand began with us a base commerce to the 
dunging of %2 2 iq 4 rials in commodities. But so, as we must 
near double the value of theirs which we liked, and selling to them 
at base rates, under foot, such of our chief commodities which best 
liked them, referring the rest to a no tiler time, promising to provide 
us great quantity of indigo, in hope of which, with the sale of the 
rest of our goods or ic It ling a factory, which they gave us some 
hope of, we long lingered, hut they no sooner seeing their great 
ship gotten past danger by us, commanded our merchants out o' 
the town, not permitting their stay to receive debts there formerly 
owing, and we with our ships to be gone, when if at) that we have 
bought arid sold had been freely given us, would not satisfy or 
make good our expense, the time we have spent about it 

Also now in disgrace is Captain Hawkins, returned from the 
king at Agra, who hath not only refused to give him a firman for 
our nation to trade in this country, but also in contempt disdains 
lo answer mlr kings letter, an not standing with his greatness to 
answer every Naccam which is as a governor or petty king, an 
imputation not to be forgotten, his [Mwple, by the way of Cambay a. 
beaten and their goods taken from them Now seeing our 
King ami Nation on every side in disgrace, without favour, and 
hopeless m future trade, ive must depart and add to our former 
W the value of our goodi yet remaining, fitted for this place and 
vendible at no other as aforesaid, which are our elephant's teeth, 
bread doth, kerseys, saye, tin and red lead, ail which to I* carried 
home arc not worth the freight. Our journey thus overthrown, 
OU» tune hitherto lost, rvur goods now reputed lost, our cables the 
safeguard of our ships, near worn and thereby extremely disabled as 
aforesaid. Now what's to be done, or whither to go, we need car- 
nestty desire Cod in so doubtful a case to direct ns, if after the toss 
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of thirty thousand pound rearages (by wages, v ictuals, ships wearing 
and time lost j already dear past; and for quietness sake like tame 
patient men, we pass over so many injuries, as by T arks. Moors and 
Portugals hath been Imposed upon us. to the dishonour of our 
Nation, loss to the Company, and disgrace to ourselves. 

And so proceeding on our journey to Priaman (as were to be 
wished, no cause hindering the same' yet our hopes now there are 
weak, in regard of the ship late at Mussulapatan, which supplies 
them of all such commodities as bring ours of this place in 
contempt, and for the pepper of this year, she and the rest 
which came forth the year after us, wilt be served before us, leaving 
us to attend another year's growth. To think of the Molucca or 
it a ml a (if our ground tackle were sufficient) yet the monsoon is 
tost We rest near worn of all things, and in manner as far from 
our ladings as when we were hut newly come from home. To 
expect God’s blessing by miracle, in time unseasonable, or to think 
by mere hand?sing to recover this great loss, were a weak conceit 
When God shall appoint our return home, there will be much more 
question how pros^fou.* or unfortunate we have been, than 
how direct or reasonably the business hath been carried, and if 
after a long, languishing, pining and wearisome time, some of us 
return in poor and miserable estate, will not then our supposed 
private friends withdraw their affection, live Company, our setters 
forth, think much to give us pay, and will not the King, the 
Nobility and Commons, despise or rather loathe vis. in regard of 
the dishonour done to our country by the variety of injuries we 
leave sustained ; though the common sort of us neither sensible of 
-hamc or infamy, yet the General on whose shoulders the greatest 
burden lie*, can never avoid an unremovable imputation, nor we 
about him an incurable disgrace, if any opportunity be let slip 
whereby we may do our country, Company and ourselves right 
on them which have wronged us. Thus we by all means possible 
buund to endeavour most good of the journey, most honour of our 
country, with most safeguard of our own credit and lives, thus 
driven into a strait of divers evils, the least is to be wished. 

Thus having somewhat touched our wrongs and loss sus¬ 
tained. with my poor opinion, what rente th doubtful to ensue. 
And now do most earnestly desire God, so to direct the heart and 
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mind of our General, and so to strengthen us all for his assistance, 
that whatsoever he shall attempt and put into execution, that aU 
may redound to the glory of God, benefit of this journey, anti to 
all our comforts and credit* 

And if it be thought meet to grant it fit we recover our tosses 
from such as have wronged us, which are three several rations, and 
in three sorts; as first the Turks began in hateful trotemi, 
continued it by murder, robberies and other cruelties , the 
Moor* first by shew of welcome and kind usage, invited our 
merchants to bring them variety of goods, which being brought, 
the King withdrew his firman, or allowance, and the mer chan t* 
refused to buy our goods, with many other tlirgtLs:■- ft .(lowing the 
same, to our great loss, by delays and otherwise The Portugal's, 
by ri|*-si hostility a- well formerly as at present both robbed us of 
our giHxIs, spoiled and took prisoners our people, and continually 
lay in wait for our fart Iter destruction, in another king's country, 
now being demanded, from which of the >;iii! ■, i;I wr shot I til 
soonest wish to recover our femes. As other sort have in high 
measure provoked it; my Opfirion \s, from him that cuius first 10 
hand, in regard we cannot stay nbuut it, it is all une in conscience 
whether from the subjects of one, or from the subjects of all, but 
for the Turks they cannot be touched being !■■■< far out of our 
r ,ich, and have neither men nor goods passing w these Seas, 
r-rr the Portugal^, as they be most hateful to us of all others, and 
-as Dearest to us in country, our laws arc readiest to right them if 
we do them wrong, therefore most to be wished, but the time now 
so falling out that if now only for them we should lie near Cape 
Cornomc Wm:wards bound, cither by advice given from Goa, keep 
cut of our way, or by staying in harbour their ships bound abroad, 
or else by arming of ships of war to drive us from the coast, and so 
by one means or other not 'inly to frustrate our present hopes, but 
also by imr long contnUmucc to wear out our mean?, and by 
sickne.-* weaken our men to our farther harm, yet hopeless to 
meci with other than Tortugals, all other going dear which have also 
wronged U> Wherefore, in my opinion, our best iva v u to lie in 
the way of the Kcd Sea. where you shall not only be in |*>ssfbUity 
to meet with ships of Surat and Cambaya, with divers -ithen, the 
subjects of the great Mogul, hut also men of Diu subject Lo the

Portugal, which both the one and the other will be no small 
disturbance to the Turks at Mocha, though none ol their own 
goods lie therein, yet in regard of the custom they shall lose 
thereby it will greatly pinch and vex them And whereas ti may 
be thought a great scandal to our nation over all India, amongst 
those which arc Mussulman, yet when they shall know how many 
others as of Dabul, Malabar and other places no way harming us, 
shall also without harm pass by us. with pretence or promise to leave 
ft|nha our enemies and to go up to JcdrJa, which have not wronged 
us, whereby they will see that we only endeavour to reon-ci < utr 
lass on them which have wronged us, and not on any which have 
done us no harm, which course will not only appease the rumour 
which may be raised, but also inform the Moguls and others which 
have abused Us that tuir nation is not to be so coarsely used, and 
that they can do us no wrong but that wc will again right otirselvCf 
on their ships and goods, whereby we shah force them more to 
honour and better respect our nation, and will be glad if anything 
can procure the Mine to give us trade to have our friendship: for 
ft appears by the hand the Portugal* bear over them that they 
Should not only be threatened but til*:. pinched : for they being a 
proud braggart people longer than they be kept in awe fas it were 
with a whip) they will insult over and despise all others, but to 
them which they know can do them harm, they will be ready to 
kiss their shoe. And if God permit we take more From them than 
will heal the Company of their loss, and they return them the 
overplus In other goods, they shall not only win their love, but also 
gain the reputation to be just men. 

That this is my opinion and set down in the steal of my heart, so 
with my hand I also confirm the same, Written aboard the 
Peppercorn the 26th of February, 161 r.

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A relation In two paper* of my time spent since the second of 
April l6it when l was left by Sir 11 M_ to guard Aden till 
[tern ufrwy] nf May, and From the nee of the principals of our 
business till the UAh of August, when we disembarked oaii of 
the Straits of Bab-d-Mandeb. 

HE 2 nd of April, In the Peppercorn* I took leave of Sir 
H. M. 9 leagues EK E, from the city of Aden bdbre 
which town I lay till the t 6 th August* my business 
there tfis, by my direction from my General, to keep 
all nations both frk-mls and foes from arriving there for this 
monsoon, and to put them [tern] the ri rails of Bah-eU 
Mandeb (where hc t with the Trade* Increase arid Darling weregwie 
to tie to intercept their passage). Which business with all diligence 
f did perform. The yth of May when 1 esteemed the easterly 
monsoon expired, finding variable winds iu be come, I departed 
towards the Red Sca p and by rttasrm of scanty wivtdiit was the gth 
day morning bcH>re 1 recovered the Bah. or Straits* where to some 
trouble of mind, in regard to the contrary- winds I found and for 
that as I expected I found not Sir H. M, nor any to inform me 
whither he was gone, or whether J might on the Arabian or nn the 
Habishin coast I were best to seek For him. no withstanding, the 
General, at hb departure* left a letter at the Bab for me, but none 
came to me. This present 9 th day morning, in the Straits, 1 took 
[/drjf] Ijarree [Labor! Bandar) the jxjrt town of die river Simla 
(Indus), who at first acknowk- : _cd him m: It .. subject to the great 
Mogul, with whom ! luflVd up into [a bay on the East] side and 
anchored, I sending my merchant To search w r hat he was laden with, 
who found divers packs and fardlcs of doth, packs and fardtes of 
sseeds [of divers Sons* leather] jars ol butter and jars of [ 
oil (whichsome cat and some burn in Samps; a great quantity; and 
since, for want of water, die having many passengers, 1 could not fitly 
keep her with me being uncertain of a w ind. I resolved to take out of 
her the likeliest packs of Indian doth to nerve for our return, with 
some butter and oil for Our needful uses, as by the purser's and factor’s 
fiDtcK appear, and so send them wills the rest to hasten to Mob*, Into 
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which husintss before wi_- could well make an entry, about ,1 o’eksih 
is* the afternoon [ descriedopeningof the eaut taml of the Straits a 
ship of 203 tons and immediately following her a huge sail whose 
main yard was 41 yards long, which 1 took to be the Great Remire 
which belong!: to the Queen Mother which hnd been wife to 
Uoeehahar the- last deceased Emperor of Hindustan, the father 1 f 
this present great Mogul, which ship usually, as the report goes brings 
not less for her use, passengers and pilgrims tn Mnho or Jeda 
the port to Mecca, fifteen hundred persons, wliich ship was the 
principal mark we aimed at to the end that the Mogul may thereby 
the sooner come to knowtedge how impatient the subjects of the 
King of England (wlm he in ht-; pride set milch despiseth fl* Captain 
Hawkins informed us) are both for the dishonour done to their 
King, and wrongs to themselves At the sight of which ships, 
they being wry near, before the land permitted me to see them, 
hut by that time l had gotten my people aboard, five only 
excepted, which I left armed to keep that ship, had gotten up my 
anchor and was come to sail, but the great ship chough short of 
me, yet being in a good stream and fresh gale arid f m a bay had 
an eddy and a faint gale, she gat fast on end and had some¬ 
what overreached me before j could come to cross them. *,r> that 1 
was almost brought to a stem chase, and being now enme near by 
fair winds we knew her to be the Mamndie of DabulJ. our friend 
which we could expect no good by, yet knowing the pride of H e 
Captain I would very gladly have had command over 3 3irn fur l hat 
he would never come neither formerly in the toad of Moho. nor yet 
at Pcbull, to visit Sir H, Middleton but found he escaped from 
me, wherefore ! gave them one shot, and stood with the other ship 
who seeing ps stand with the great ship, struck a hull, thinking to 
lose us, but the darkness of the night now approaching, we took 
her to be a ship of Diue, but when we came to diem they told 
u< they were or Cutxnagam not far from the Rio de Zitidu, his 
lading packs of cottnn wool, some packs of doth, some butter and 
some oil, having gotten some nf the principal aboard me I caused 
them to edge up with me into shoaled water, on the Arab coa t, 
whereby lights I endeavoured to find my 5 men in the Ijuree boat 
and at nine o’clock at night we anchored in 1 2 fathom 4 leagues 
within the Uab, where the next two days we took out of the t.arrec

shin fnrilcs of Indian doth which fot that we were otherwise: 
furbished for all our English commodities, and needed it not, was 
redelivered to them again, w iih pt bf their bullet and part of 
their oil p only S eorge of common baftas which vras detained, for 
which they had satisfaction partly in zjo iron billhooks and 
the- rest in money. These things being taken out w e put into them 
the passe tigers and pilgrims of riser Cotton diig>, they using their 
best diligence as the winds permit them to hasten to Muho, I 
sending by them a letter to Sir H. Middleton if they should find 
him in the road of Moho, but before they departed, a Jelba 
coming from the Babe, and for that the wind wh< not they 

sent away their canoe, rowing lurfore and hastening to us who 
informed me his [jelba] belonged to Bender/cade a town 4 game* 
westward from Bender Ca^cr, which is 6 leagues westward from 
M Untie] lick Mount Felix ?.:■, who was bemud j to Mocha | boat full of 
mals, who being alatul a:- he came by the Uabe was told by such as 
had a letter lor me that my countrymen whom I looked for were gone 
to Asabb with d or g Indian ship*, but be that had the letter would 
not send il by Siim r expecting a reg ard if by the wind I should be 
put back tn the land 1 now* knowing where my General uas t 
this afternoon I set sail, but the wind not favouring me we andinrcd 
again. The tjth day we set sail with a faint gale, after noon 
working away to the North westwards, the- 141b day morn we see 
the ships m the Mocha road t we standing over to the Hahashen 
coast as the wind permitted, at night at 10 o'clock, we anchored In 
12 fathom Ij leagues short of Asabh, The 15th day morning Sir 
H Middleton sent Gilt* Thornton, lus master, to n.!i rnr how glad 
he was of my being come, nm\ U t me know that he had at command 
all the desired ships of I ndia T as (hr Reeme 1 ^oa the 11 usance of 600 
tons, the Mfitnadie r 50 tons, of Surat; the Sakmaiie of 450 tons, the 
Cadtoce of 2 QO terns, the Aganeany 20S tons of thhShabundcr^ all 
of DiU*, besittathree Caudreeof Debull of 400*0114 

and a great ship of Camanor ; he further informed me that before I 
could get into the mad, the General with all the pride nf his people, 
and likewise Captain Saris with his people, would Lki gone ashore to 
receive the King of Raheita who was come with his Nobility ami 
Guard to see and visit the General, and new-come General; further 
he knowing my niggardly inclination for sparing of powder, sent 
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me word what pieces I should salute Captain Saris 1 ship withal, -iml 
for that the Kin;; is now here, with what shot ] should ^iluK =: (hr 
Trades Increase withal* when ! came in by her. More toniv grief 
he informed tne that Sir Henry Middleton was now put sn far out 
of quid by the pride, turbulent and cross dealing of Captain Sam* 
hb countryman and the Indian i 'ompsuiy'b servant a_s formerly the 
cruelties and disasters imposed on him by the Turks, yea and a* 
an Attorney General pleads the 1 urks'caiKe against him [ 

The day being near spent Sir H. Middleton and Captain Sam left 
the King in his tent the Trades Inertia to supper (jA-), where I 
understood of the contract made between them first at the Bab, 
wherein U was agreed here to put off all our English commodities 
and such Indian ware?; as by mutual consent of certain of the mer¬ 
chants of both aidcs.and that of all things had by this forcible trading, 
that Sir Hp Middleton should have two third parts for the account 
and benefit of the 6th voyage, and that Captain Saris should have 
one third part for the account and benefit of the fith voyage, and 
any dealing with the Turks was not nominated in Ihk agreement, 
for that they had prejut Iked the tith voyage and not the Sih, 
Moreover il was delivered, and by divers proofs confirmed, that Sir 
Henry Middleton at first acquainted Captain Saris that hr came 
hither to force satisfaction (by the release of these ships) from 
the Turks, willing him that he should not any way hinder the same, 
and that Captain Saris by answer promised to further him all he 
could therein and no way hinder him which without further 
question Sir H Middleton took [to be sufficient,] 

[Near about that time, as I was also informed, then* came 
From the Governor of Mocha to Si■ Henry Middleton to capitulate 
of peace* Mammy, | captain of the gillies and others, who demanded 
w hat was. the sum that in satisfaction he required. Sir H. M near 
the [proportion of the last year's] demand required one hundred 
thousand rials, which known, they desired respite to send to £man 
to [know the pleasure and] and resolution of Jaffar Hatha therein,, 
and then he should hear from them again and so took their leave* 
Further [ 1 ] understood that the contract being made, Captain Saris 
departed with his ship towards Mocha, his business noi known 
to Sir Henry Middleton [who continued] his place to intercept 
all ship* that came ; md that Captain Sari*, at l\U departure. 
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v:nt away the Thomas towards the Habash coast for fresh victuals, 
and in a .■strict fashion commanded Captain TQwersoo to follow Jus 
commission as he would answer ft [which speech] seemed obscure 
to Sir ff. M. Eus understanding, who in reason imagined Capt: 

T owereoTi had been left with him l or effecting the [common 
business]; by what time J had understood thus far, making more 
l!! ” r of my cars tJian my teeth, supper in a quiet calm grew to an 
end, then began some gusts of contostotfon/for Captain Sarif would 
in no wire allow that Sir Ei. M. might, without any reason, dermoid 
satisfaction for his damages dune by the Turks, seeming to know 
tltat lie should never recover any, but would allow Jit should raise 
any (fling from the Indians, knowing he should have a third thereof. 
Sir H. M. on the other side, would have what he demanded of the 
Turks, or else have none at all, for it will be punishment enough said 
he. to take their goods so as they will lose half of what they might 
m.ike of it, and ia pass away our English commodities, which wo 
know not how anywhere to vend, and which they no way esteemed 
jet at such rates as they went worth in India, which if as not to 
Captain hark' mind, who after protected that he would be called 
on ox when Sir li. M. should know at what rates he passed away 
any of his commodities, then he urged for to have requestatte 
commodity only such kind as Sir If, M. should have been his 
broker, luu that would not do; then he would rumnia-c all the 
ships to I Sic keel and take the third off a, he liked, as well of uur 
frauds of Dabul Jll( ] Malabar, a* of the Gurerats, by whom wo 
me been wrong,,!.

business might go forward, but stand, as lie did the last night, upon 
points not fit but insufferable, lei him make wliat use he could of 
] writing, but he should have nothing to do with him in 
the business. To which he sent his Vice Admiral and Mr. Cox to 
[ ] Sir H, M. that he desired the present business might go 

forward, and for the sum which Sir H. M, demanded in satisfaction 
from the Turks, he was contented it should be decided by some 
principal men of both the 6th and 8th voyages, which speech gave 
Sir H. M. good content L 1 aiu! *> the homos went 

forward in rummaging and opening of packs and parting. Another 
disturbance set out [ ] Sir H. informed me that since 

the Peppercorn would ask long time to make ready since it was 
so long before 1 came that he was fitting [ ] and presently 

despatched away Mr. Pemberton in the Darling forTicoa, with some 
such cloths as we had at Surat for that place, which was presently 
despatched. She set sail the l£>th day, also Captain Saris 
provided the Thomas with expedition to follow to Ticoa or 
Priaman in Sumatra, who departed the 23rd day, also the 23rd 
day the Agnmcany of Din, a ship of the Shabunder's of the Ban¬ 
yans of Moho was cleared and sent over to [ ], fur so 

Captain Saris had promised ; when Sir H. M. declared that 
the disturbance of mind which by the other’s crossdealing he 
sustained, being his countryman, serving otic Company, was not 
inferior to that which was by the Turks imposed on him, and how 
happily bis business would have gone forward and have taken 
sufficient revenge [ ) had it not been liis ill chance to have

It seemed it was to try what customs they could augment on the 
Indian goods towards the raising of the said sum but by reason

Moho, and by- that meant there was nothing in that behalf

,ii.J Captain Saris’ linguist attend to know all that passed, being 
jealmn lest anything (though never so far off) might be concluded 
towards satisfaction of Sir Henry Middleton's ( 5 th ami decayed 
voyage. Which business being passed, Captain Saris entertained 
tile Turks aboard his ship, "-bi-tu what quucking and shuffling was 
between them in confer. ru e we were ail ignorant of, only at their 
departure he was willing to make witnesses that he honoured, 
with the shot of divers pieces, Sir II. Middleton s enemies and 
betrayers. By these and all other signs by which the Turks in 
the [period ?] of their abode here, both by Captain Saris’ 
apparent shows, and by what they had Understood by the 
daily experience of the Indians, they became so well Informed of 
the difference, contention and division between Sir IL M, and 
Genera! Saris, these two ill met captaiiis, so that in discretion they 
informed them selves, that to flatter on both side, for serving of 
turns which they- can well do) they may hair! their own, and care 
for neither, for v> it fell out. And tbcreujion it \ ] the Sha- 

bunder of the Banyans in Moho, in regard of the great quantity 
of Banyans' goods undor our hands between fear and [ ] 

promised Captain Saris 'as he knew he might well do) that after 
-mr bringing over of the Indian shi|*> to Moho, If Sir H. M. got a 
hundred thousand rials of 8 of the Turks, he should have fifty 
thousand rials of 8, which, promise did noLhing qualify ou r (goatam 
men like contention.) The day before they meant to depart for 
Moho they came to take leave of Sir H. M letting him know 
that since he Stood upon so grunt a sum in satisfaction, which they 
had warrant to grant, they would declare his mind and know Lite 
Basha's further pleasure, and then he should know what would 
therein be done, the Shabunder further enlarging that whensoever 
he brought all the ships over to Muho, he need not but doubt 
but a composition would pr -cut];,- be made, and money would be 
hud at atj instant. 

The pth Of June the Turks and Shabunder departed towards 
Moho, but Out of what humour I know not, for cholcr or other- 
* but Captain Saris caused his men to search their JcJba or 
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Barque, ?ls was said* to the kee! to sett what they carried. Oar 
daily employment continued in searching of ships one after 
another, and such indigpes or packs of such cloths fit for our 
turn, were ever presently sent lu one of our ship** and there 
counted and divided according CO contract formerly made between 
us, and nur English goods delivered in lieu thereof though with 
no willingness by Lhe Indian* received, hut have it they must* at 
such rates at we had agreed upon ■ Ibr some things that we might 
gain 50 ]»cr too, and for other things less, according to die value 
and esteem thereof in their country* which wo* done in regard 
part!}' of the Song way we had brought it for them, and were in 
their country to sell It, ami could not be permitted, as also for 
that they would gain by u- fifty per a Ml. for their doth at Swally 
strand at their own doors without any .idventure by sco* (fir else 
we should not have it) and we gave them for their commodities 
ten. per amt* morn than it cost in their country where we had been 
to buy it and could not be sum-red, and for such things as came 
from far in the country* that cost ninre the carriage, they had Jo 
per cent more than it cost, in ticu of the charges ; and by this way 
w t: put off all the remains of our goods brought out of England, 
exchanging it only for Indian wore* without disbursing of any 
money. Hut that time passed not without divers fits of turbulent 
contention between Sir II. M. and Captain Saris aboiit what 
Sir H. M. required in satisfaction for the Turks, which Captain 
Saris would no way allow of, but was still contented to give him 
leave to ransom the Indian ships at what high rate he would* 
To which Sit 11 - was still opposed, saying that the Turks had 
done him the wrong which he required satisfaction for* and from 
them he would have it or none at all. fiir what wrongs the Indiana 
hud done to his 6th voyage, hr held the inflictions alrcad}' done 
in forcible exchanging of ihdt English for Indian commodities, 
wherein he, for benefit of hts 8th voyage, was one third partaker, 
would prove a punishment enough to the Indian*; and since that 
Captain Saris did altogether oppose himself against him and his 
voyage, and kept him from recovery of his rights from the Turks. 
(which could never be expected but by release merit or ihe Indian 
ships) he would repute it amongst the rest of his hard fortunes 
and hopp'd tn find ^omc other lime to do himself right from the 
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Turks, and for the Indian ships, without further moles tat ions after 
the business fn hand done, he was Willing to rcieanc, so as Captain 
Saris would forbear further to molest them after the time that 
himself who had taken arid stayed them shun id release or free 
them Nay that would not be. for after that Sir R M. dismissed 
(Item he would do what pleased him to them. This answer was 
not only once but so many times as it came in question, a* some 
time he would sink them if they offered to yu away without his 
leavt Which business did Infinitely disturb Sir H. M. who could 
neither release them without danger of civil bmils in defending 
them, nur leave them where they are. for brinying the company 
of his voyage in danger by what violence Captain Saris might do 
to them : besides it wm most dishonourable to have left them who 
for wrong done to himself in their country he hath stayed and 
brought into subjection, and ihj to leave them to the mercy of the 
merciless. Farther. Captain Saris knowing the misery we were 
in for want uf cobles to hold our ships, for we could not say that 
cither ship had one cable, unlea in fair weather, to tnu^t to ; 
besides our victual* were descended to a low ebb, and knew wc 
could not tong stay by it, and he Jurying enough of all things out- 
bragged Sir H. M. with wintering f<fe*qg£rf] hi* will of 
them ; and though I cannot by commendation place Sir H, M. 
arnmigst the mod patient nun, yet in there extraordinary 
triak by all the gforyoda proud braggidociu tricks his patience 
and forbearance, for Use company's sake, made me esteem of 
him more than an ordinary conqueror over his own pasnoit* 
Moreover the outcries of Lire people dally in his cars, both friends 
ami foes, for to work hi* composition with the Turks he stayed 
both those of Dahul and Malabar, and such as were stayed after 
the contract made, Captain Sari* would not permit to depart, 
though lie would Whore clamours more exceeded by reason the time 
ot year called upon them to dispatch their busing, for that all 
that will return to India for this year must be out of this sea in 
August: 50 as between his own case and their importunity did 
more vex and grieve him, and Urged by the backwardness of his 
own journey, and by one little flattering calm amongst us he was 
determined to rend me directly away with the I’eppertom, and 
my direction drawn, which done he thought not fit to let me go 
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Jest he should be insufferably abused by his countrymen, ami 
frustrate of aJI hopes by the Turks, which he deemed, for all 
Captain Saris 1 praccites* might come to something, Hut now 
thinking since the Turk* went away, from wfciom he expected 
another parley about the satisfaction, he left direction with me 
to follow the business hi lus absence, while he went over the 
Red Sea to Hoho to understand the cause of their delay or 
negligence, and departed from us the 22nd of June and met 
without with some contrary wind* Captain Saris the 23rd 
day momfng followed after him and making a better wind 
i think got thither near so soon \damag^f\ Sir B. M 
who was, 1 think, [ ] in which time Sir II. sent 

divers messages by such boats as came aboard him, and had 
answers brought back by them, the substance of all which [ 

] him till the bringing over of the Indian ships, pretending 
when they came over they should soon make an end. The 1 urku 
knowing the disagreement or r eposition between these two 
Captains, used a slight yet witty means for their own good 1 

] or increase the same, (Hey sent to Sir !L M.a handsome 
boat with divers oars to row it, and to Captain Saris .1 canoe of

Therefore 1 dealt with M r, 
Cox, his C i pc merchant, in private, setting heft,re him hmv much it 
did import nil that tendered the Company's good, which w* were 
more to covet than the pleasing of our displeased ’ Captains fiir if 
we get a composition from the Turks, ivhaLmeier it were and 
Whosoever had it. it might help to bear our Company's losses, and 
trby w rangling and dissension we forwent a]I, and the time of year 
mm- fining but short limit, for such as must out or this sc 1'this 
year, and If it were not had, the causers there,T should deserve no 
thanks of our Company who were so far damnified that 1 sec no 
way likely to make them savers m regard of their great charge - 
and that rt .a fit we forbear no meant to urge and draw-our Captain 
lo somc for partition here, provided that it bededdrdby 

the companies of both voyages at heme, what partition in conscience 
to make of it Which counsel Mr. Cox did bod, applaud and 
embrace faithfully promising to use all his best means therein* 
wrthall the strength he could nttfct; alto that next morning I 
employed Mr. Adams, our preacher tmd m , m of God u> Cart .in 
Saris, who by reason of his little OCSttfan to meddle in the business 
of oentravmy. J esteemed to have some small inters J„ him Mr 
Adams brought me word dial Captain Sari, w*, now content » 
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pul It to two or Niros men on each side to act down how to divide 
the sum here and defer the test to the Company at home* so that 
it was not long before the men were appointed, which were, myself 
and Hugh Fraynefor Sir [I M. and hb Vice-admiral and Mr. Cox 
for him, and that place appr inteti tor meeting, for that Captain Tower 
son seemed not so well nor tit to come abroad, was the Hector* 
where Hugh Frayrte and 1 went the [N<mk\ of [&/ank] about so 
o'clock, where were many words spent to little purpose for we 
parted between [ ] o’clock leaving the bt*itne» as we found 

it, for the most that E thought good to allow the Sfch voyage 
[i fm-utriL-nf too muck dtfmagfd to dtapktr] 

Sinan fc tip in Arabia. 15 days journey from Mdho. While Sir 
Henry Middleton remained prisoner in Smart and hb liberty 
promised after the coming in to Mocha of all the Indian ships of 
the y ear, by jeffer Ba.-ha + Vbier and Viocm y of the Province, 
who had cleared Regib Aga of the betraying, murdering* robbing 
and cruel usage of our people, taking it all upon himself and that 
it ivaa done by lus direction, and when Sir Henry Middleton moved 
him for restitution or rcdidivcry of the good* taken from us. and 
our new pinnace built at Molu>» his answer was no ; for it was put 
down upon the Grand Signor** account; only granted him the 
enlargement of hb men with Mm there tn prison, and that the one 
hair should presently at Rest arrival at Moho be sent aboard* and 
the rest remain with the General in Muho till all the ships of 
India were come in. Which was done, supposing that while they 
had the General and so many of our people in their hands that 
our ships durst attempt nothing in revenge nor hinder the Indian 
ships approach thither Anil Sir Henry Middleton further re- 
quested jeffer Bits ha thiU whensfssvcr any ntber of our nation 
should in like manner romc tn any of hEs ports, that at the first 
he would cause them to he informed what to trust to F and not 
under colour of welcome and kind shows to abuse and beiray them 
as we hud lier.m To which the Baxha answered tkat whenever 
came hereafter, should be used a* bad or wot c: which was 
a sufficient warning to Sir H. M, to use all moans possible to 
prevent the harms of our nation, as afterwards appeared, when God 
wrought hb enlargement: which it veemod partly by conjecture 
and partly by information, that they nothing lets meant than to 
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give him liberty, but by a witty course to <crve their mum turn's. 
They well knowing that we in the ships not in fvspc of ihe enlarge¬ 
ment of our General and other friends should liave so dealt with 
the Indian ships that the Turks should have Iwd but an unprofitable 
monsoon for this present year ami contrariwise we put into so 
great hope as we were of the same, was the way for us to Jet slip 
the present opportunity, which being past and the goods in ihe 
Turks' possession, they would afterwards little esteem what evil 
might befall the Indian ships \ and then Sir H. M to remain at thdr 
devotion either to be sent back to Si nan and from thence to 
Stainboto, or else to be ransomed at the Turks' pleasure, who keep 
no word further than may tend to their present profit The doubt 
of which moved otir General by good and after considerations to 
devise some course for their secret escape, wherein it pleased God 
to bless him and many others in leaving some few which mints 
little haste, and others who were doubtful to be trusted, in a 
business of so great importance. The General, once at liberty, by 
help or a laden ship of Diu coming in at the end of the easterly 
monsoon, he had all his men sent aboard, and hy the spending 
much time by messenger; passing to and fro, upon every business 
to the Dasha and back again, he did not only obtain his new 
built pinnace, but also many other of our things which they were 
unwilling to part from, but also restitution for all our merchandise 
and many other things not to be had again, yet still losing 
the cables of our ships and ground tackle, our men's wages and 
victuals for $ months time, with the murdering of our men, the 
long imprisoning and abusing of «ur Genera! and many of our 
people, must rest till another lima In the conclusion articles of 
peace were by m set down to prevent future mischiefs to our 
countrymen as aforesaid, that was, that for a time limited of 2 or 
3 year* the General promised to set down under his hand that no 
Englishman shall damage nor hurt any Turk between the town of 
Muho in the Red Sea. and the C ape Comerett on the coast of 
India or point of Malabar, and that Jeffer Basha should give us 
under his hand that no wrongs should be done in the like time to 
anj of our nation at any of his ports or under his government, but 
whether he thought his hopes or advantage therein to be the 
greater or whether the Governor Of Molro. Regib Agn, did neglect 
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or thought not good for him to acquaint the Basils with (lie 
same, £ know not, but there came no mention back for the 
allowance of that business which Sir Henry Middleton took to L>e 
a confirmation of his former answer, that they should give as bad 
or be fax worse used if any of our nation came hither. Wherefore, 
notwithstanding he had used great diligence to bring matters [ 

] uur countrymen which might follow,yet when we in India 
•mder [ ] and one of the 3 was to come for India, which 

the General supposing that the coming of the easterly monsoon 
took them short of India* by which they might be put into the Red 
Sea* where was no expectation in our conceit but ruin and, 
destruction, especially for that we had no assurance neither of the 
love nor honesty to us of the King of Socatra; which bred much 
disturbance In Sir H. M. and question was often moved about l ho 
same, whether it would not be a great touch to him, knowing the 
danger that they might be ignorant of, if this ship, goods and his 
countrymen should miscarry, and he use no means to prevent the 
same, whereupon was often dispute what ship he might fittest send, 
the manifold hindrances and backwardness of his own private 
journey considered, On the one side desirous with all the farce 
lie might to follow ids own business or voyage ; on the other side 
thought in vain to send, except a ship of force, for the other reason. 
Thus for a while it resttd, till time made it apparent that all our 
hopes were frustrated for the present in India, where we understood 
the great Mogul, all his former promises and kind shows to 
Captain Hawkins and our nation was now so far quenched* by the 
continual present 4 and instigations of our enemies the Portugal*;, 
that he do not only refuse to give allowance for the abode of any 
of our nation in his Country, to merchandise or do business, but 
also in disgraceful sort rcfuselh to answer our King's letter, as not 
standing with his greatness to answer every Hackum* which is as 
a petty commander or governor, for that he acknowledges no 
Padcnshawe or King in Christendom but the Portugal®' King* And 
all the hopes we had long stayed upon by the promises of Mocrab 
Cannc and divers merchants or Surrat turned but to our further 
abusing, for, whereas they had promised «s licence to leave in Surat 
a small factory with all the goods we had remaining brought for 
that place ; which when they made most show of willingness and 
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conferring about the same, at which lime was brought a letter to 
Mocrab Canne from Dangle, a banyan of Cambaya [by the 
instigation of the Jesuits there) to advise him that if they gave 
place to ihu English in Surratt that the Fortugata would come with 
force to bum all their sea towns and make spoil of all the 
ships they should semi abroad. The contents whereof was 
applauded of the most, all soon agreeing that it was their Ln-*t 
Course,, and so put aur men forth of town, not longer permitting 
their stay* no not to receive debts formerly owing ua. So first by 
the King, then by his servants and lastly by the rascals with all 
disgrace and in dignities our people were wholly expelled the 
country of Surratt the 9th of February tGi 1. 

From whence Sir IL M. directed hi% course to Debull in 17 d 
jo m. N. latitude, arriving there the i&th day night; the tyth day 
morning tbo Governor sent out a boat wstil some of his people to 
give our General the salaam (which Is as much a* to jay, good 
morrow) and bid him welcome to his port, proffering many 
courtesies arid to supply hb* wants of whatsoever his country 
yielded, in which we cannot blame his perfonumiccj fur he sent us 
water by his own servants in thdr boat-, reasonably for money wc 
bought wluit wheat we needed fur making of bread : hens and eggs 
and divers mrli of fruits we had good itore Here wc found a 
Fortugal Factor who endeavoured the most he could wholly to 
cross all our proceedings ; the Governor understanding by lus 
people who knew u* she year before at Moho that not to give us 
some content (in regard of his shipping travelling abroad might 
prove dangerous, and notwithstanding they had no merchandise for 
our present use. yet the Governor himself (permitting no man else) 
bought some choice coloured doth,all our bar lead, some redcaps, 
lie hail also benight and received rill our barrels of red lead, but 
disliking his bargain, sent it back, to nur rlhcontent, also for what¬ 
soever we sold, we had rials for, to the grief of the Portugal 
Factor to see our people walk in the streets and kindly received 
of die people, demanded of the Governor and principals of the 
town whether they did not fear God since they gave entertainment 
and proYfeimn to us who were their enemies The Governors 
answer was that since they dealt with shipping abroad they stood 
in 1 3 l italit of us a_s they ■ Jo of the Portugal^ ; therefore think fit to 
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use us kindly to the end we do their ships no harm abroad The time 
of our being here we took a ship culled the St Nicholas, of Cochin, 
bound for Choul] (Chaulj, Laden principally with dried oxm nuts out 
of whom we Look certain bales of raw silk with other things of small 
value, and so dismissed them and at the same time we took a frigate 
of Choul bound for Ormu^outof which w p e took for our provision 
certain bags of ricc p and also dismissed her. And having finished 
all business here to be done, and after much consultation in regard 
of our manifold wrongs mid mm of our journey, what course 
to take and where to begin to right our wrongs, it was 
concluded we should return to the Straits of Bab-dmarakb, 
there to intercept ah that shall attempt to enter into the Red Sea; 
and first by them to compd the treacherous Turk* of Mocka, for 
the owning of thdr scale, to make m satisfaction for all their 
villainy done to us ; secondly, for all *uch of Cambay a K Surat, or 
other the subjects of the Great Mogul to have cause to inform their 
master that Lhe subjects of the King of England are loth to put up 
with so great abuses unrevenged, and therefore either to take 
satisfaction of their goods for our losses in their country, or at the 
least to pul off our Knglbh commodities for theirs as they were 
worth in their councry where wc were to seek them Thirdly, 
what ships we should take of the Portugals 1 town of Diuc, by taking 
hoi*\ them toward-; the righting r.f 4 jiir*i; 1 vcs against lhe Portugal 
And lastly for rescue of our English ship supposed to be there* 
We sel s.iil from Debut), the 5th of Marche directing our course 
towards the Red Sea, the wind in our journey much north The 
General sent the Darling before to Socotra to look for the English 
ship or new^ of any or-mr nation, and that she sir add meet him 
again if n«t at M. uni Fdlix.thcn at H league* short if Aden. Sir 
H + had appointed the Peppercorn to make her abode till the end of 
April t«> windward of the Town of Aden, thereby to intercept 
or prevent Lhe coming of ships to Adeft but i■■ put them by 
towards the Bab where lhe General and the Darling wen? to lie for 
them. The 2nd of April, break of day, when the General and I in 
the Peppercorn were to depart, 9 leagues to the East or windward 
of Aden, wc found the Darling at an anchor, who broughL the 
copy uf a letter left at Socotra by one Captain Saris and thm 
he wsa gone into the Red Sea t> Hu ho with three ship* whereof 
VOL, t u 
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the Hector wa? Vice-admtra!,, which put us Int^ it double distur¬ 
bance first for that they should also, to the dctrimentorthe Company, 
be put into so villainous and unprofitable a place, 2ndly far that 
their being there ivis doubtful to be a hindrance of our revenge of 
the Turks, as also prejudicial to nur Indian satJsJkction, The 
fjeudral in the Trades Increase, with the Darling in company, pro¬ 
ceeded Qt\ their journey towards the Bab, leaving me to make my 
abode, for the cause aforesaid, to windward of Aden ; where in fear 
the ships we expected wore yet to COmc r l continued till UiC/th of 
May p for the meal part sailing and sometime riding ut an author 
between 5 leagues and i a league to the eastward of Aden. The 
service S did [ kept 2 Malabar ships from Aden and put them 
towards the [iabc # ] took certain fardles of coarse duttJes out of a 
s=htp of Pourmtai i near to Ztnda, and while l left her to give chase 
to another sail ?he escaped from me into Aden. I took divers 
Jetbiis laden with mm -i divers town on the coast of 11 abash, out 
of whom at time* 3 had some 72 goodly Barbary sheep, w ith great 
rumps, for which 1 gave 72 coarse duttics^ worth or ^oper piece- 
When l thought the easterly monsmm near pa%l, having had diver? 
eastcrly winds, [ departed towards the ftah p where the loth day 
mortimg I entered the straits wherein f took a ship of Larce which 
is near the river nf Zlndc, and was bound lo Muliu,, and not tlnd- 
mc,. as 1 expected, our General nor none of <>ur friends, and not 
knowing where, nor by mason of the contrary winds when I should 
find them, noi whether on'the Arab or Ed abash coasts and lest by 
chase nr otherwise in the night they might escape from me, and 
because they wanted water which l had not to spare them, if the 
wind should hold as long; wherefore ! took mil some <16 Far dies of 
Endian cloth? in hope there had been many there of good far our use p 
yet pmved otherwise, which done t dismissed 1dm for Moho. The 
same day about % after nocut. f descried entering the straits of Bab¬ 
el-man deb, a ship of some 200 tun*., ansi a ihi^t hu^e sail h whose 
main yard was long 44 yards, which l took to be the Scheme of 
Surat, which U the ^logutS* mother? ? hip, which usually brings 1 Joo 
pef^ons, towftotn I gave chase till ] see she was the Mamodfa of 
Dabul, and that ^he went so fast we had no hope to ftteh her 
up, t shot at her but she abated no sail and since she was such 
M I could esteem no gr^nl to come 10 fmm if t could have wm- 
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m&ndcd her, being » friend, Juft her and ran with the other ship 
irhich proved of Ctitsriiigun;v being laden with cotton, which the 
14th day of May 1 brought with me to A sab where I found Sir 
Henry Middleton with Sib z ships and Captain Saris with 3 ships, 
and with them the Rchetno of 1500 tons, the Harsanceof 600tons, 
the Mahoinadce of 150 tons, of Surat; the Su]kmcttee46o tons, the 
Catlerce 400 tons, both of Dtu ; the Caudri of Dabul 400 tons, the 
S ha bunder's ship, 3 MaJahars and one of CarapaLine, The l.Sthof 
April (f am nun- informed) at the Bab, wa-, a contract marie 
between Sir Henry Middleton and Captain Jo. Saris wherein it was 
agreed that they should there put away their Knglish commodities 
for such Indian goods as they could find in these ships, fit for their 
turns, we for to gain by our goods so much in the hundred «> I he 
Indians would gain by their goods at Swally strand, without any 
adventure by sea; and in regard that wc went into India to have 
bought it, and could not, notwithstanding their King's firman and 
kind entertainment of Capt Hawkins had formerly encouraged us 
thereunto ; therefore we give them for their goods in barter what it 
is worth in India the country where it was made, and it in the 
hundred over, for carriage, custom and charges 7 but for Sir H, his 
business with the Turks, he at the first informed Captain S,.i is 
thereof, wishing him not to hinder him therein,mid as he and divers 
others affirmed!, Captain Saris promised that he would not hindo, 
but do him all furtherance lie might, whereupon taking his word it 
was not nominated in tile said contract, by which there hath much 
contention and trouble.', since grown. By this contract all that was 
to be taken out of these ships by this forcible kind of trade was 
to be done by mutual consent of certain of the merchants ■ i both 
parts, and whatsoever was to be had nut of these ships j third parts 
was to Sir H. .Middleton for the benefit and account of the 6th 
voyage, and one third part was for Captain Saris for the benefit and 
account of the tirh voyage. The Aga or Governor of M adia had 
salt Mamie, captain of the galleys, c> treat of a peace with Sir H. 
M ; Sir Henry demand[ed] in satisfaction of the Turks, in regard 
of that his great loss in rime and otherwise to the detriment 
of his journey, besides the murder and manifold cruelties 
exercised on his person and company in most disgraceful manner, 
the time of their durance, one hundred thousand rials of 8. The 
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messengers returned from us and went to Sinan to know the 
pleasure of the lk-hn ; which required near a month's time* 
Meanwhile between Sir E -Maud Captain Saris wtt much eon tes¬ 
tation and disagreement fnr Captain Sam a* if he had beers an 
advocate for the Turks and knew alt their counsel*, with whom he 
was grown Into some new acquaintance* did by no means allow but 
held it unreasonable that Sir IL M. should make any such demand 
of the Turks for former injuries, knowing that himself could by no 
colour challenge any part of the same ; but did urge that Sir I L M. 
had received full satkfactfon formerly by IS thousand rials* the 
banc price of his commodities by the Turks detained* and for 
warn of further means to force them was forced for that time to 
depart uusatUfied, referring ft to a future time ; but CupL Sari* do 
earnestly urge or do wrest that the money that Sir H. M. demands 
should be for ransom of these Indian ships, now in onr power* and 
many of us are mistaken if Captain Saris have not dealt with the 
Turks underhand, to draw if to that end ; knowing that whatsoever 
van be drawn from the ships Sic may, by the contract, challenge 
a jrd part (as aforesaid), This business, before my coming and 
since, bred too much iJbsenrdon between countrymen, much less of 
men employed by one Company. Sir IL M. vexed with his former 
disgrace, Injurious abuse ami great toss \o his particular journey 
imposed on him by the trcnchercius Turks, on whom he wis come 
thus far hack to right himself (that time now serving) by a plain 
and rough course, which they would have been farced unto for 
opening of fchdr scale: Captain Saris on the rather side, as I Mipp&sc, 
partly to approve his extraordinary wit, as also to show his zeal* 
by any course, to advance the benefit of his present Eth voyage, 
op|w>sed himself wholly to cross Sir H. M/s course unless lie might 
partake with him in what he challenges for to repair the ruins* of 
hk decayed 6th voyage. Sir H. M mkM Impatient at bl$ continual 
mMortun^ that in the place where the Turks have done their worst 
f° r l |S:f overthrtrw h that in the s^unc place his employers should 
>c ttd .ncrvnnLs to plead the Turk^ h cause and keep him front 
faction, and though it tx Sir ft. MU dishonour and hearty grief to 
reccsi'c such insufferable wtongs and ■ without civil war) have not 
power to revenge the yet the low Is the Indian Company’ll 
iimi the causers thereof w ill deserve no thanks, what will become 
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of ft God only knows. Small Is the likelihood. Sir H, M.’s demands 
are from the Turks and not from the Indiana whom he thinks he 
hath sufficiently vexed by taking their best good* at our own 
price which is not half the value which they would here make of 
it, yet it was never expected that Sir II. M, could ever force the 
Turks to give him satisfaction without the release of the Indian 
ships, that whatsoever was given might again be recovered in their 
customs. Tins messengers now returned from the Hash a to 
Moho. There was .sent over to Asabb to treat of the peace Aga 
Maine*, captain, and ShermoJI the SHabunder of the Banyans, 
They demanded Sir H, M. s resolution for the sum, who answered 
as before, one hundred thousand rials; they urged ihe abating of 
some part thereof, but offered not so much as one riui. They 
desired to have conference with the Nuhedfus and Principals of ail 
the Indian *hips which, as I conjecture, was cither to raise some 
rivencn on their goods towards our satisfaction or dsc to confer 
about their customs, and to raise somewhat therein towards the 
payment but Could not agree, and after S days stay they departed 
without doing any tiling, referring it to another time, in which space 
the)' 1 had often resorted aboard Captain Baris who used them with 
all respect, honouring them with guns at their going from Jiim [ 

| When that could 

not be granted then as truly as the former he would force oil me 
that had not Benjamin Green brought me a message from Sir 
Id, M. (which was to ask me a question in another business) we 
had then and so ended it, but that also having no truth would not 
serve. Then they had found out another way, which he wished me 
to move Sir II. M. in. which was in regard that the Shabunder had 
promised Captain Saris 50 thousand rials of » when they gave Sir 
H. M. a hundred thousand rials, they would relinquish that their 
demand for damage done to them by the Turks and leave all to 
Sir H. M, on condition that he would give them out or his money 
of the 6th voyage four thousand pounds, with which for quietness 
sake Captain Saris would content himself and be gone, but I 110 
way thinking fit to entertain employment in so ill and distasteful a 
question, or to have the least conceit. that Sit 11 , M. should be so 
weak to give what he had in possession, for that which by the 
other’s opposition he was made uhiiire rtf. or how much it be yet 
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Unknown, but since that we could not end it as i had thought we 
he staying on the direction set him, and I sec no reason lo 
yield to what he required ; so 1 sec no way but that our Captains 
must end it themselves, and that Sir H, ML, for the good of the 
Company, would meet Captain Saris anywhere that he would wish 
to confer about it; wishing him to move him to that end, which 
Captain Towerson instantly did. and It chanced that Captain Saris 
did stoop so low as to promise to give him meeting some lime the 
next day on land, with which \ returned to inform Sir H. M. what 
had passed, and Itow that Captain Saris had promised to meet him 
ashore in person the next day, for that we see no way but they two 
must end tiie business themselves, for that 1 see Captain Towerson 
was at the farthest bounds «f His directions and could proceed no 
farther. Sir H, M. very impatient at so great loss of time, the 
haste we had away, and the delays which he was sure to find by 
the Turks, said, if it be so he will meet me himself, why should that 
be deferred till to-morrow which is time were done already, send 
back to Captain Tewerson and know why that business may not 
be done to-night as well as tomorrow ; but I sent to Captain Saris 
who both rode much nearer him and also was the principal director 
in the business. Why then, quoth tie. I will go visit Gabriel 
Towerson myself ’Tor that he had been Jong sick) which J would 
often have done before flow, but for bringing him in jealous) - and 
to displeasure, for in truth 1 love him. Wherefore l took my leave 
and went aboard the Peppercorn. Sir H. ML no sooner in his 
pinnace and bound aboard the Hector, but Ju: sec that Captain in 
his pinnace was come to his Captain aboard the Clove ; wherefore 
he.* would not return into his ship again, but came to me 10 the 
Peppercorn and Imm thence to the shore right against our ships, 
when: out wells arc, and where the Indians have built them a 
petty town of slight cabins, along the strand, when; we made no 
haste to hind because of the Indians' outcries and acclamations, 
where, without rowing, we hml not long lain still but we perceived 
C aptain Saris and Captain Towerson embarked in one of their 
pinnaces rowing towards the place appointed for our meeting, 
where were trees to shadow us and near >umt mile from the great 
troops of people, where we also followed, landed, and under the 
shadow of a tree sat down, and Captain Saris in silence behaved 
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himself setting his. Vice-admiral to discourse of the business with 
Sir H. M. which was for a while frivolously continued, till Sir 
i t. M. who forgot not that he came to speak and confer with 
Captain Saris ' if his pride might permit him) >md not with his 
shadow, desired all our absences that he and Captain Saris might 
talk fa private, where they continued a small space and, for that 
night hastened, they broke up their conference, wherein, as Sir H. 
presently informed me, he offered him a fifth pari and to be tried 
by a or 4 men of cither Company in England, but ho would not 
accept thereof, We all walked overland to our wells, and people 
remaining (as smiths and coopers) on land, and from thence he 
carried Captain Saris and Captain Towerson aboard the Trades 
Increase, to supper, from whence we departed late, without further 
effecting of our business. Captain Saris inviting Sir H. M , and 
divers more of us, to dinner the next day ; where our business was 
again brought in question but Captain Saris seemed no way to be 
moved, wherefom Sir H. M., to cut off all delays, yielded that 
Captain Saris should have his demand, it fourth part in hand, 
which at coming home, some of each Company should decide the 
controversy, or allow the right to what voyage it most appertain, 
also to have a bond mode, and to be bound each to other in a 
thousand pounds, that neither of them henceforward In this sea 
should do anything to the prejudice of the Indian Companies, the 
dislike of which raised in Captain 5aris a great gust of wrangling 
contestations, and for tong time he would not yield to any bond, 
but the flaws of sharp winds being a little overblown we had a 
quiet calm, he yielding In be bound, and the conditions were set 
down. Then Sir II. M. urged that with all sj>ced we might with 
the fleet of India dqjart to Moho, showing divers reasons why (as 
is aforesaid) Which haste brought Captain Saris into another fit 
of jealousy lest there was some device in it ; he would have more 
deliberation ; this being Tuesday. So that it was Saturday the 
loth of July before we set sail, in which time we bad sofllt! dis¬ 
turbance with the NahixJa or captain of the Kcmec, which was 
bound for jeda, as aforesaid, and wished divers harms to himself 
rather than he would go to Moho, who wished also more to deliver 
any goods out of his ship to what value we would require, so he 
might be freed and proceed on his journey, Which passionate 
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clamours could do him no good for to our victuals our ships u-ert 
full, and now aiE wo endeavoured was to raise a large composition 
for satisfaction from the Turks, all which hope* (though wc yet 
ignorant of) which we intended for their prejudice, bv our former 
wrangling and jangling are utterly overthrown, and the Turks 
apply them to their own benefit, as the lesser time the Indians 
liave to despatch their business, and rather titan they will stay here 
till this lime twelve month, they will sell great penn yworth to be 
gone with their ships this season before the winds turn. Which 
we soon after found, all ships having directions to fit for to come 
to sail, which, the I oth of July id the rooming vvith the westerly 
gale off the shore, did. Sir H. M. leaving me to bring after the 
Remec her boat, which was at an Island not far off, for wood ; 
and also in the time of my stay that 1 should redeliver into the 
I jtrccitian. which 1 had taken at my coming into the liubc, the 
9th of May. alt such goods and packs which was taken out of her, 
for that they were not fit for our use, but for some jars of butter 
and of lamp oil, for our provision some small quantity of sugar 
and of green ginger, they lost by us without any commodities for 
it; hut they thought themselves kindly used in regard of other:’ 
tosses by a forcible trading. This day by <> o’clock the wind 
came out of the sea so that 1 could not gel out, and the fleet 
forced tn anchor 2 leagues without use 


The nth day morning 4 o’clock with a strong gale westerly 
off shore, ivx set sail and run off with the Fleet where 1 lingered 
till all the Indian ship* were come to sail, ,n that 1 kept always in 
guard of the north ddenf the Fleet, the Hector to the south ward 
and the Admirals in the midst, somcwluu ahead. Towards } 
after noon when we were most gat well over to the Arab side 
iomc 2 leagues N.W. from Mocha, there came a great gust of 
wmi. from the N.h. so dial all the ships that were gat into shoaled 
water .1 in.bored well, but I in the Peppercorn and also the Hector 
were forced to anchor as we could in deep water, having a hard 
gale the most of the night The t-th day when wind and tide 
served we set ^il an ,j wrought into the road where wc anchored, 
some without and some within, in guard of the Indian ships which 
rw c between ns, -ime mile from the usual road, thinking they 
^ d pash in fun her aftcnvrtrd ^vhcij wc should ^et p reason by

our satis Tact ion from the Turks, who now they see the ship* all 
come over to their road and some: of the Indians permitted to 
land, the [4th day there was a letter came from the Governor of 
the town to the General, in a canoe by an Arab which was in the 
eaiticssesi manner that might be, and the contents of the letter 
suitable to die same, utterly renouncing to make us any satisfaction 
for wrong* formerly done us in another man's government* and for 
remedy, he left to their own wills what course to take, pleading the 
Grand Scignor’s displeasure* the fear of God and conscience, in com¬ 
panion of die Indians 1 wrongs, taxing them to have taken from them 
a huge value, many times beyond truth. Which lettvr t in every point. 
Sir H. M. answered to the full, which awhile he was troubled with 
reading and answering of letters, which when he found he could 
work no good from them by, and now finding apparently that in 
stcail of the harm he intended to them by forcing so much money 
from them, that now he she mid do them by the loss and misery of 
the Indians, as aforesaid, he had now no other way to era^e ihc 
Turks but fay carrying all the Indian ships away out of this sea, 
which he made: show- to do while there was some secret working 
for to draw a random for the release of all the Guzerut and Diu 
ships, which at length with muds ado and great whining was 
granted. But then grew as much trouble 111 agreeing nn the sum? 
which every ship should give, which grew’ to a most troublesome 
and heart-relenting business in regard of the outcries of Use poor 
people, and the difficulty, according to our haste, for them u> get 
the money; and that which they had from the Turks was hired at a 
most excessive rate. The 1 fith day, Sunday, the Kupcril, our 
cotton ship of Cutsnagtma. which f took the yih of May at night, 
within the Babe, being newly come into the road for that the 
storm the last Sunday afternoon put her nut of our company and 
from the Arab shore, and to whom we wished no harm unto; yet 
for that the Turks* Jelbas* or Lighters, came by swarms on the 
sudden to unlade her, we did not only lend them shot liberally so 
that all the Jclba,? left her and listened to the shore, but abo I in 
the Peppercorn warped so near as I had fit water to. ride without 
danger, and where I might keep alt the road in awe so as no boat 
might gu aboard any ship but must first come for to show their 
business and have my allowance- And so likewise when they 
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u-ent ashore even as the year before ] did. Captain Saris in the 
Clove, whiih drew next least water followed in this afternoon so 
far as he thought fit, who before we dreamt thereof fell into 
another fit of disturbance for that, for saving of labour to the poor 
rmi-crs, the first day two or three boats when they had showed 
their business and a duty to our nation by asking leave I let them 
pass, as the other year Will Pemberton in the Darling did when he 
rode near them than 1 could do, but so soon as ] understood how 
mudi Captain Saris coveted to have his dignity and authority fin 
ilie pettiest business as well as in other) known, I rejoicing to be 
so freed of so unplearing a business permitted none to come to 
me, but caused them all, to their further discontent and pains, to 
mw to Captain Saris his ship for leave Mora for the increase of 
his content Sir H. M. kept in, for a time, his flag, that he might 
shine as the glorious Admiral of the English at present in the 
place, for that he by all means wished the despatch of business 
and in no wise to bring Captain Saris 1 humours (if possible) 
out of tune. Which Hag kept in till Captain Saris took occasion 
to £,0 aboiir-1 him to confer about some business, and to grace him 
it iias put abroad, and so afterwards forgetfully it was continued. 
1 he 3$th Jay Sunday, there was to be a meeting with the Nahudas 
or captains of the Indian ships, to set down at what rates every ship 
should be taxed to pay f Qr her freedom. Sir H. M. to avoid 
debate m Captain Saris* ship, or frivolous contention in his ship, 
tnade choice of the Mamadie, or great ship of Debutl, as a sober 
p.act fin that purpose, where we all at once assembled, but 
the Nahudas successively, one to follow another, in order as they 
were called; of which Xahuda* Meet Mahomet Tikke iihemfe of 
e _rrc*u emor, 1500 tons, was the first, asu) in regard she was 
near so much in tonnage as the other 4 ships of whom together 
we Wished to raise so thousand rials, there was demanded 
Of him 30 thousand rials, but with expense of the forenoon, 
no word# or persuasions wanting on our side ; after many pitiful 
□0'$ ant grievous faces showed us, he yielded to give within 
, 1 , C . it ^ Ul * '^ L ' *1 next ^ays, 50 *5 bis composition might

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Saris made as much shew of gladness as anybody, and Mr Cux, 
his Cape merchant, in his rejoicing declared that lie doubted it 
would never have come to so much. Then after dinner, which 
besides our own provision brought us, the Dubulliaus, in whose 
ship ,ve were, hud also made good provision for us, as also at night 
for our supper, as f have heard that divers other heathens use. by 
their offering to the Devil to pacify him for doing them farther 
harm, the Captain of the Hassania of Goo tons was called, and 
lei know that he must pay for freedom of his ship IQ thousand 
rials, and the Captain of the Salarmnie of 450 tons, was sc! at 
toe© rials which was a great way beyond proportion of the 
Kemee \ and of the Captain of the Caudree 5000 rials, mid 
of the Captain of the Mnmodic of 150 tons 2000 rials, which 
they all so exclaimed at and unwilling to endure the hiring {-), 
debited to know the rate of lire Ren ice but could tint, for 
that promise bound us to conceal it, Then they cleared 
rrnpitc to consider of their rr;,ijitors and what they might raise 
amongst them for us, which was granted, and so they departed ; 
the day growing to an end, after supper w hich we w ere courteously 
forced to abide, we departed, every party In their own place of 
rest, Captain Saris desiring Sir H. M. that the next day the 
meeting might be in the Clove his ship, which Sir H M. the 
easier yielded unto for that this day was spent so quietly without 
any blustering gusts of contention, which formerly we were ever 
accustomed unto. The 36th day at a fit lime of day to go about 
business we resorted in him. (ls overnight he requested us, and with 
5mil3 entrance we pa* down as best pleased every man, where 
C'npt. Tmnersun fas by likelihood it was appointed] should purge 
his wits by discourse for that day, while Captain Saris in a 
majolica! solemmics* attending, to Jay hold and carp at Sir I I. M. 
his answers, otherwise nut much heard, wherein it might be 
perceived that Captain Saris was waked out of the slumber that 
yesterday he rested in, anti had considered and cast up that 
according 10 the Rcmec's sum and proportion agreed on, would 
come far short of ;o Lhoihrmd rials, which was formerly 
w ished and talked on, or that he, reckoning before his host, 
had promised himself out of it, and now urged to have It forced 
Old of ihtf rest beyond reason, or possibility; so ihal besides our 
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rating and drink ini; fur our increase of strength rn this liring, hat 
place, there w a- little reason or discretion agreed upon this day, but 
a confused rabble of wrangling contestations, only of his own 
good Inclination freed the Caudrcc of Dabull so that she went 
presently Into the road within tt> deliver her goods with gladness ; 
all lhe rest of the N'ahudas lost their labour, for that Captain Saris 
who&e mind was set and nothing would content him front the 
Indians but 50 thousand rials, of which the day past he with show 
of gladness embraced 15000 from the Ranee, which was near 
half the value of the rest, as aforesaid, but seeing no likelihood to 
bring his jarring notes into tune, the night presently calling us 
away* the conclusion at departure was that Captain Saris would 
leave to pester bis thoughts with the business, deferred it to his 
Vice-admiral and some others on his side to follow it and bring it 
to what might be gotten, by which means Sir H. M. deferred his 
bust ness to me and some others tor my assistance, wishing me 
•amongst the Indian Nahudas to use the best means without 
unreasonable cruelty to draw the sums so high a> we might, Rut 
the ground that I had to work by was the sum formerly agreed 
on by general consent and that in the forenoon agreed on for 
the Ranee, and according to that proportion, I being a deputy, 
deemed I could not on either side deserve much blame, and 
according 10 that rate by tny nearest esteem to myself set down 
rate.-, on other ship* which [though I deemed | might be much 
higher, yet if wc could draw them to that, 1 knew it could not be far 
out 'it proportion to the ftcmcc sum ; which rates were these , for 
the Hassania eight thousand rials, for the SalamatJc six thousand 
rials, for the Caudrcc three thousand rials, for the Munodic one $ 
thousand rials of 8, which in all made 33500 rials with the Remec 
her sum of 1 tcoo rials. The 27th day about 9 o’clock came to 
me in the Peppercorn Captain Toivcrsou and Mr. Cox from 
Captain Sans who 1 made as friendly welcome as mv present 
means would permit, and what conference we bad about the 
money to be gutten from the Indians ] held it frivotoua, as men 
that will reckon without their hosts [and therefore must reckon 
twice) yet in a little shred of paper 1 set down the sums to every 
ship as I had before thought on, which being cast up came to but 
thousand rials. But they, harping to rear it to forty thousand 
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rials, demanded what rate to every ship would bring it to that sum. 
which 1 might have given either of them leave to have done it 
themselves, hut since whatsoever l did therein, neither made nor 
marred without consent of them which were to pay it, as the first 
precedent therein made informed me, having pen in my hand, l 
Was not niggardly according to the rates to down what must 
be drawn from every ship an 15 m, lOm, Sin, 5 m. 2 m, which 
made 40 m. rials, which note they carried with them, Meanwhile 
the Captain and merchants qf the Hassania gat aboard to Sir H. M. 
who let tlicm know the business was deferred unto men. and that 
he nor the other Captains were not to meddle in It, but they tiring 
him with such acclamations, and would no way pari from his ship 
till their composition was made, which though it vehemently vexed 
him, yet rto remedy without violent cruelty to put them thence, 
he sent for me and Captain Towerson, (for that ihcy would not 
with any good means be removed,) with whom Mr. Cox came 
and brought a message from his Captain [to?] Sir H M. wishing 
him, that now Captain Towerson and l had agreed on the sums 
to be drawn from the Indian ships, tliat now it must not be altered, 
which put Sir H M. into a wonder that l should make agreement 
of what was tr> be gotten from other men absent, but when l told 
him how it was. then (quoth lie) this is the second time you have 
been so served by them* as the J ]th of [ J aboard 

the [ ] when you offered the 8th voyage a 6th 

part of the composition to be made with the Turks, out of what 
belonged tc. the [*'rw <tu‘qy\ and they standing to have a 
4th part, and because you came away without contention anrl 
wrangling, they would have {tout away] you that you 
gave consent to it, you are well served to I earn you wrangle, but 
leaving him 111 his (ft* *h L * time) abode, I with Captain Shnrpeigh 
and. Captain Hawkins at his pleasure went to join with Captain 
Towerson and Mr Cox about [rent em^ry] with the Indians, 
in the general's cabin, where we spent the time till night, we 
standing at <-ur first demand of 10 thousand rials, and they never 
offering above 4 thousand rials, they vowing they would not go out 
of the ship till they had made agreement, therefore lay on the half 
deck all night, and the next day morning to it again, and towards 
noon with a world of wearisome dam ours it was brought to 
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&DOC rials of S to be paid in $ days by some, and snmc as they 
could procure it (as all the rest did j they so under our government 
that we always ice lliai there remained goods enough in the shtp> 
a* to pay our money. Then the Captain and Merchants of the 
Sain matte Came, where in like manner we standing at Booo mis 
they offering i m then 3 m. then 4 m, and there they stayed till 
w r e were all weary, and at last was brought to 6 qoq rials, to be 
paid in manner as before, and so concluded the day. 

The 30th day with as much to do , L . before, we with the 
Captain and merchants of the (’andnee, compounded (or 2000 
rials and lastly with the Mamodic, her Captain and merchants, we 
compounded for fcoo rials, of all which money it was agreed that 
Sir H, M. should receive three fourth parts and Captain Sari- 
ith part, and was all paid, within 30 rials, according to agreement 
un1r?r we stayed somewhat longer for those that had great sums to 
pay, which were much crossed of their expectation in the taking up 
of it, for as Hie Indians, but only lor serving their turns, are most 
hateful to Turks, so they make no conscience how on nil advantages 
thi-y exact upon them when of necessity they must be beholden to 
them, so that instead of recovering restitution from the Turks for 
the wrongs done us, we made them an extraordinary fruitful 
harvest, and our wrongs remain still unriglited from them. The 
time ensuing of our stay was for receipt of the money now com¬ 
pounded for, as also our Factors to make even reckonings with the 
(.rannics or Pursers of every ship, and by our English wares to 
make full payment to all men for ail the goods we received from 
than. In the time or om abode in this at* .Sir H, M. try reason 
of our distress for cables, sent Abraham Lan es to Captain Saris 
to see if he would spare him a cable out of Lhe Tlector, and tome 
cable out of some other ship for the Peppercorn, but he returned 
with a slight answer. Another time I was wished to move him about 
the same but he ‘■111 of it, stenting not to believe tvt wanted any, a 
third time at a supper aboard (he Hector he was moved in the same 
which brought him Unto a fit of impatience saving hq would have 
it come in magnitude before he would answer to it, whereby as we 
conceived his meaning therein to be that Sir H. M, should petition 
to him by his own handwriting whereas he made reckoning if he 
would have spared him any to have paid for it in the highest 
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degree. Since none could be had from him by his willing mind, for 
our present aeeessity wc peeled the Indian ships of a]] that possibly 
we could, of their bast tables which were but of small Force and 
less continuance in our slups T that the wind have so gre&t force 
on overhead. He still hoping at Bantam to meet with some 
Hollanders! from whom \w might find some Christian feeling to 
relieve our need, though hc [mid treble for them, and therefore 
ceased further to move Captain Sans to unquietness of mind and 
11 n friendly speedier The 7th of August morning 4 o'clock the 
1 lector newly come to sail shot off her ordnance taking leave of 
Captain Saris to our wonder that find not before heard thereof; 
but by means that the tailor had some linen stockings of Sir 
I T_ M. to make, he moved his Captain that the pinnace might carry 
them to him, and by that means die Captain sent commendations 
to Sir H. M. The night before Captain Saris’ boy drowned. Tin 
8th day r Sunday, Sir 11 , M. >ent to invite Captain Saris, his master 
and Mr, Core, to dinner, and they stayed supper also The 9th day 
Captain Savi n brought out his ship from the inner road and anchored 
near with the Tracks Increase, and therefore Sit kL M caused ro^to 
send for the out also, for that there were wine 

more gallics and the ship out nf the bottom daily expected from 
some place near at band where they now make abode, as we imagine 
to stay till we arc gone, yet not knowing what m ay otherwise be 
practised to our prejudice if they can see any advantage. 

The icth or mh day was all the money of the cotnposltfort for 
the ships paid so that we had but some petty business to do here. 
The 12th day morning Captain Saris with a strut! 1 gale set sail, but 
the wind failing he was forced to anchoi till the afternoon, and 
then about [ ] o'clock they again set sail and departed The i jth 

day morning we also thought to set 5a ii bid the wind screed not 
and we found two of our people in the Trade wanting, for which Sir 
IT M. did not only send to search all the ships but also sent to the 
Governor of the town to will him if they were come to land t lu 
send him ehem aboard, which lie did before night. The 14th day 
little wind, m which the General had some business with some of 
the Nahudas of ihc ships we found in the read* I mean them of 
Dfu The 1 h tli day, Sunday, at 6 In the morning wC set Iftil and 
st**>d out with at the fand* and then along the coast and at 7 
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at night we anchored <5 leagues short of the Bab. The t'Hh day 
we set sail at 0 o'doelt and about i o’clock after noon, we parsed 
the straits ■ T Babtnandcl! the second time. 

These two papers so well as I Can remember [ hist; set down 
this month of July i*i 3 to inform the Company, if need he. of our 
last business in the Red Sea, not thinking they shall need it, for 
that they have a more precise journal by divers who had more 
leisure to write than 1 had, though the controversy am! unkind 
jangling; between Captain Saris and us were better to be forgotten 
than remembered. 

What 1 briefly set down nndercu.mil of the things we did in the 
Red Sea the lust year, leaving all contestation and wrangling proud 
1 minis and unkind dealing, which hath been so distasteful to me the 
enduring thereof, that S wish Tint any hereafter troubled with the 
reading thereof, much less to take any example by ii.

damask?. satins. tafTaties, and all other sort" of silk 'tuffs. Their 
measure Is about i yard, cloth that which is worth in Mocha 4 rials 
ijf ft ■- there worth £ rials, the price of kersics worth the half of 
broadcloth. The colours there most desired are reds, greens, violets, 
murries, and other light colours, yellows in no esteem nor blacks. 
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Velvets of Chin a of all antis is worth w rials of 8 [Kt * yard. Velvets 
of Italy much mure worthy hut not so profitable to the merchants 
because they an; much dearer. Satins of Florence are worth 10 
rials, damasks of the better sort worth 8 and id ruds, taffetas 3 
rials* all colours well sold excepting yellows and blacks. 

Here follows the commodities which his country' yicldeth with 
their price?. 

Civet great quantises is to be had, the price is 3 wakyas ( which 
is near upon 4 English) for 5 rials of 8, Elephant** teeth the 
bahar worth 30 rials,, the balsa; is 360 rot tolas of Moh;L Wax 
100 rottolas worth fmc rial of 8. Gold die rottola worth 60 rials of 
8i the rottola is near upon r6j n;. ri lead and tin in great request, rin 
worth the rottola, one rial, lead much more worth because the Turks 
will not suffer any to be carried into his country* Bejjoar stones 
many are to be had and little worth There are many beasts 
with one hom in their forehead like unto an unicorn, which horn 
they j>ay is good against poison, there are of them which weigh 8 lb. + 
some 6, *|, and 3 lb*, the greatest and fairest worth some 4 nats 
per piece, and those of a lesser sort worth less. Amongst the Turks 
and Moors in Arabia every lb, ia worth one rial of S. From Gran 
Cayro there gocth in August a great caravan and likewise another 
in November. The commodities they carry' from then re arcdulhs, 
kernes, velvets, satins, damasks and all sorts of silks; from Cayro 
to Dombia is 50 days travel by caravan. 

The King's State. 

First he sits on a gilt bedstead like those of China and there 
comcrh great troops of mm daily to salute him* some days 2000, 
some days more, some days less, but Friday, being their day of 
fast f there Cometh a far greater quantity than at other days. There 
are JO nr 40 great men that ^it near the King, nd at their houses 
hear all men's complaints and suits, and what daily pa^seth in this 
business at their coming to the Court, they acquaint the King withal, 
and accordingly he docth justice. 

It is a great shame amongst them for any man to be drunk. 
When the King drinks there is a doth held before him, the drink 
which he drinks is made of honey : for wine they have not any in 
their country. When he cats, all people depart, only his council 
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which attends hurt, who after he hath eaten. They cat, but not with 
any great state, and the quantity of meat is little* some £5 or 20 
tibfacs ro the King's tabic. The*women sit and convert with 
1 he men. the Turks eometh not near them to comreise.cat or drink 
with themi only m merchandising they confer together. The King 
hath 4 wive? fur succession, but the commonalty hath but one ; his 
religion is nearer the Greeks than any other, their mass, in a 
manner one, and likewise they keep thdr style and times of their 
feast;- and Lents. 

His strength L* as fbEtnweth 

When he goclh In person to the wars, tic hath not less than 
300,000 men armed with knees and swords, amongst which be hath 
150 small shot and of horse not passing 2000* Their arms, 
both for foot and horse, arc like the Turks, shirts of mall and 
quilled jacks. He hath some 40,000 mules which is the only beast 
they war with, for their long riding and passing the mountains : 
thdr ordinary warring h upon savage people that bath not the 
knowledge of God. There are great quantities of elephants in this 
country, but are not used to the want but are killed for their teeth. 

1 he King that reign eth at present is called Surinnus, his age 42 
yearn, having sons and daughters, hus brothers name is Emaua 
Christum Dombia is situated upon Ihc great river Nilufl which at 
that place kb at least & leagues over, and hath many small boats 
belonging to iL In thlv river are at Last So islands small and 
great, 4 or 5 days journey off Dornhia to the south west there is a 
mountain called Phiilassa* which is inhabited by Jews, so steep that 
they are wound up in baskets, anil is aiso very high, the compass 
of (Jus mountain is ten day* journey* being veiy fruitful and 
inhabited with many people* it h at some time of the year wry 
cold and often snows; the inhabitants arc tributaries to the 
l^rrrster John but often robot m regard of tins strength of the hill.

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ID AY f went to Captain Jourdaiti to know his reason 
Yvfiy he wus offended with me Far that I shewed 
the Company's goods of the Globe's cargason and 
proffered them to sell them, He answered me that In 


did not lake that goods to be the Company 1 ^ hut a private 
adventure of Mr. Flori&, and that it so appeared by the leaving of 
them In my hands, Mi\ Bale confirmed that he touk the nearest 
course he could to keep them out of the Company's hanth ' 
answered and asked in what kind "hey were out of the Company's 
liand 1 ! aiid whether I were not the Company's servant as well as 
iiiiy in the house and whether they saw anything done by me in 
the business that all men know not of.

Your friendly 
and Christian letter I liave received by the Hollanders which be 
here arrived this year t Gi:s. by which I do understand that you 
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have received my letter which I sent by Peter Johnson, of which 
I am very glad, hoping that my poor vrffe and friend* shall hear 
that I am alive, fur unto this present there hath not crime to the 
handi of my friend* any letter of mine being by the Hollander* 
intercepted always. Pot by the company of this ship 1 have 
certain news of truth that it b expressly forbidden by the 
Winthabera so called, or Indian Company, that they shall carry 
nor bring any letter in no manner of ways ; for by both the^e 
ships i have had diver- let lets sent me by my wife and other good 
rriends out of England and Holland, but few came to my hand 
and those that 1 have received the most part were two letters which 
came from London by the conveyance of the Globe of London 
which arrived at Pattania [tern twayj which is fiem 
arrived: which two letter*, the one is from (torn awfy} Sir 
Thomas Smith, and one from my good friend John Stable, 
sometime one of the [tern trwtry] these two letters have not 
been opened but a 40 or jO days detained From me &c. Vuu 
shall [tem aawry] hy the Setter of Sir Thomas Smith he hath 
written that he will send a ship here in Japan to establish a 
factory of which if it may be profit I shall be most glad : of which 
news I told the Emperor thereof, and told him that it* the next 
year the King’s Majesty of England would send his Ambassador 
with merchants and merchandise to trade in hi* country ; and of 
the certainty then i I had received letter -; at which he was very 
glad a nr I rejoiced that strange nations had such good opinion with 
many other good speeches, Now. my good friend if it so fail out 
that one of our country ships do come here to traffic there has not 
been and shall not be a nation more welcome and this I do insure you 
of, For it Is in my power to do it, I do praise God for it who hath 
given me favour with the Emperor, and good will to me, so far as 
that i may boldly say our countrymen shall be so welcome and free 
in comparison as in the river of London. And rim 1 , to die purple, 

I fear that there will be no profit which is principal, for the 
commodities of our country are here too good cheap, that is cloth, 
for by reason of the drip thnt come* from Novo Spaynofa (Mexico) 
of the one party, and the Hollanders on the other party, hath 
made the price of doth so good cheap as in England, An $ nr ,, 
years ago doth was very dear but now very cheap. Now tin

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commodities that they bring from Holland, doth, lead, steel, 
looking glasses, drinking glasses, danskflask glasses, amber, 
diaper and hoi land, with other things of small importance. First 
of their doth, no profit, lead about [ ] the lh. or less, 3d, the Jb, 

which is no profit, steel tkl the lb. Other things of small profit, 
By the way a [tom trut;#] they bring [wpper the price 
here is 40s. the (OQ lb,, cloves 5/. sterling the too lb., and these 
[tom aitwy] and tile price the}' sell them for. The ship 
that comes from Fata 11 brings mw silk [lorn mtttt/] of all prices, 
damask, taffetas, velvet, satin with all other China commodi¬ 
ties with brazil to dye with, the which [ } is not 

certain because some years good cheap and sometime dear. Now 
I [ ] of Chines* goods they make great profit first. 

As the ships come laden so they go away more <let-per laden, for 
here hide their ships with rice, fish, bistuiti, with divers other 
provisions munitions, marines, soldiers and such like, so that in 
respect of the wars in the Molfouccous Jappan is very profitable 
unto them, and if the wars do continue in tin: Molluemu, Japan 
with the traffic they have here will lie a great scourge unto the 
Spaniards, etc, Now my good friend can our English merchants 
get the handling or trade with the Chinese, then shall our country 
make great profit here, and your worshipful Indian Company of 
London shall not have need to send money out of England, for 
in Japan is gold and silver ill abundance, for with the traffic here 
they shall have money to serve their need, ! mean in the Indies 
etc The Ho Eland cn; be now settled and I have -ot them that 
privilege as the Spaniards and Porttngals could never gel in 
tins 50 or 60 years in Japan, etc. Thu year tdtj the 
Spaniards and Portingals have used me us an instrument to 
get their liberty in that manner as the Hollanders, but upon con¬ 
sideration of farther inconvenience I have not sought it for tWn- 
it hath pleased God to bring things to pass as iri the eyes of the 
world strange; for the Spaniards and Pnrtitigals have been my 
bitter enemies, to death 1 and now they must seek to me, an 
Unworthy wretch, For the Spaniard so well as the Hollanders 
must have alt their negotiations go through my hand, God have 
the praise for it etc. The charge* In Japan are not great, only a 
present for the Emperor and a prevent for the King and 2 or 
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3 other presents for the secretaries. Other customs here be none. 
Moreover, if ship do come, tat her not come where the Hollanders 
[are]; for it is not good but a very bad place for sale of goods : but 
if a ship do come, let her come for the easterly part of japan lying 
in Latitude 35 d. lo m. where the King and the Emperor’s Court 
is : for come our ships to Pc ran do, where the Hollanders be, it is 
far to the Court, about 230 !, a wearisome Way and far. The eity 
of Edo [Yeddo] licth in 36 and about this easterly part of the land 
there be the best harbour and a coast so clear as there is no shoals nor 
rocks half a inile from the mainland. It is good also for sale of 
merchandise G&ay] for ships and security, for which 

cause [ have sent a pattern ->f Japan, for which myself 1 have been 
[torn tmuryj the coast in th< J shipping that 1 have made 
for the Emperor, that I have experience all [lorn mvay] 

to which licth in 3d etc. Now my good friend 1 thank you tor 
your good writing and friendly token of a bibie and three other 
btn^ks. By your letter I understand of the death of many of my 
good friends in thru barbarous country of IJarbary ; for which death 
and loss of goods i am [ ] sorry. Nevertheless it is the 

inheritance of all flesh. in this life many troubles and afflictions, 
and in the end death therefore il b blessed thing to die in die 
I-tied with a faithful trust in God, for they res: from their labours 
etc. In this land is no strange news to Certify you of, the whole 
being in peace : the jwople very subject to their governor and 
superiors, also in their religion very zealous or superstitious, having 
divers sects but praying all thdr sects, or the most part, tu one 
saint which they call Amccda, which they esteem to be their 
mediator Iwtwccn God and them t all these sects living in friend¬ 
ship one with another, not urging one another but everyone as his 
conscience teacheth. In this land are many Christians according 
to the Romtah order. In the year ifiii b put down all the sects 
of the Franciscans. The Jesuits have what privilege by reason of 
antiquity there being in Nangasaki many in which place only may 
be so many as will of all sects &c., in other places not many 
permitted. In justice very severe having no respect of persons. 
Their cities governed with great severity and in love For the most 
part, none going to law with another : but if questions be between 
neighbour and neighbour, it is by justice commanded to be 
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presently taken up, and friendship to be made without delay. No 
thieves tor the most part put In prison hut presently executed. 
Mo murderer for the most part can escape, for if so be that the 
murderer cannot be found, the Emperor commands a proclamation 
with a writing, and by the writing so much gold as is of value 
jottf sterling; and if any do know where the murderer ts he 
comes and receivetb the gold and goeth his way without any further 
trouble. Thus for lucre of so much money it comes to light i und 
m their dries you may go ail over in the night without any trouble 
or peril being a people \tom away] to strangers: the 
law much like to the judicial law [HitfiibU] truth etc. 
Thus [by the] way in haste i have beat emboldened to write 
somewhat of the customs and manners etc. 1 f it be that there Come 
a Ship near unto the easternmost jiart, let them enquire for mo, 1 
am Called in the Japan tongue, Aug in Samma, by that name am I 
known all the sea coast along, and fear not to come neat the main 
for you shall have barque* with pilots that shall carry you where 
you will; and comes there a ship here, I hope the Worshipful 
Company diail find me to be a Servant of their servants to serve them 
in c -itch a manner as they shall be satisfied of my service. Thus if 
occasion served! i pray write my humble salutation to the 
worshipful Sir Thomas Smith, and concerning his Christian 
charity and great love in lending my wife $of. sterling, God, 1 hope; 
will ip ward him, and I am and lie always read}' to make payment 
to whom he dial! appoint me. I pray if Captain Hlppon. tire 
captain of the Globe, pass by you in Bantam I pray you heartily 
salute him and his company and pray him to make known in 
England to my friends that l am in good health and J trust in God 
ere long to get leave of the Emperor to get out of this country to 
my friends again. Thus with this my poor request I do embolden 
my ajb t.. trouble you. Had 1 known that our English ships had 
trade in the I ndies 1 had long haw troubled you with writing, but the 
Hollanders have kept it most sec ret from me till the year ]6i r 
winch was the feat news tlmt 1 heard tfthc trading of our ships in 
the tidies, I would gladly have sent some small token in sign oFgood 
wil . unti» you, hut at this present no convenient message ; for these 
.hips as they say. go no farther as the Moltoc-msete, there t „ . lb ide 
to defend the [ ] against the Spaniard which will, if he can, get 
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the whole Mollocouss tn his command &c. Thus with me com¬ 
mendation only and to all my countrymen, I bequeath yon anti 
your affairs to the tuition of God, who bless and keep you in body 
and soul from all your enemies for over. Amen.

no I have thought it good Co make relation of our whole voyage 
since we departed from the c< art of England, until mir arrival at 
the town of Bantam, a* follpweth. 

The ifith day of April t6tt we weighed anchor tn [tor* 
«woy] and set sail, having the wind southerly and {tvm 
ort'-jt] we passed along by the Lizard and lost sight of the 
Land’s End of England, The 9th day of May we discovered 
Umsitrr't, one of the Canary Islands, and on the morrow after had 
sight of another called Forta Venturi, we passing along betwixt 
the Islands and the Main, having the wind at north east The 
12th day of the -s-ifd month, one, being In the main top, had right 
of Cape Hojador on the coast of Hurbary, and on the 14th thereof 
we passed the tropic of Cancer to the southward having Lhe wind

to sight nf any of them, they keeping themselves close in the 
woods. We doubted some treachery although the Thomas was 
gone in alter them within sight of the shore to succour them, if 
need were. Vet Our boats returned aboard without either Fresh 
water or anything else, nor so much at Spake with any of the 
country’ people. So the 10th day of October we weighed anchor 
and put to sea again, But the current did so torment us still that 
wc could not gel ahead. Yet in the end it pleased the Almighty 
we doubled the point of Mozambique, and the 26th we came to an 
anchor at the fhiiLfu] Island of Mahtlia or Mudj.i Mohila) as the 
country people call it But I have thought it good to take notice 
by the way that 1 think there is no such Island as that which is 
called by the rinmc of John dc Nova, Or at the least if there be 
such a one, it is wrong placed in the plot arul iictli dose upon 
the coast of Madagascar. Muclia is the best place of refreshing 
betwixt England and the East Indies, for the water is excellent 
good, and [fpm cost nothing, and beeves is the 

dearest provision of all, for are bought of the king and cost 3 or 
4 rs. of 8 per beevc, according to the bigiwfls but are excellent 
grxsd and fat Hie people for aught f can see are sociable and not 
treacherous, ami very willing to jell their provision to us and 
much better would it be were it not for the King who hath been at 
Mecca on pilgrimage and by that means is come to the knowledge 
of the worth of silver, otherwise heretofore we mighl have had 
anything (nr knives, tin spoons, gloss beads, little looking glasses, 
leaden brushes and such like, and yd may despatch good quantity 
nf such trash away for provision, Here is great store of cocoa 
nuts, plantains, oranges, lemons, times, pomegranate.-, pities, sugar- 
canes and many sorts of other fruits very wholesome and good, 
and to be Imd for a small price, if it had not pleased God to send 
us for this place it hod gone hard with many of our men who were 
sick of the scurvy ; yet with the good relief we found here they 
were soon 011 foot again. The 3rd day tf November we weighed 
anchor and departed from TvTul lia, and the 20th thereof passed the 
equinoctial line to the northward But I had forgotten to note 
that this Island of Muclia standctll in the latitude of \{artt\ 
to the southwards of the line, variation : 5 d. 24' and is [r<;/ n 
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***&} i© leagues from the Island of Grand Comoro After 
" c had passed the line^ we had the wind still northerly so that we 
had much ado to turn it up, our course being just Into the wind 
as also having a current which settclhtothcN which cast us on the 
coast of Melinda when wc were just under the line; So that ft was the 
18th of February before vie came to an anchor at Socotra, being still 
cnoswd with northerly winds turning It up all along the Ethiopian 
coast until we came to tape GuardafuL And thus being arrived at 
Socotra the tfith of February we found letters of ad vice left there | ter 
Sir Henry Middleton, advising of the t reach cry practised against 
Him and the rest of his followers by the Turks of Aden and Mocha 
in the Red Sea, wishing ns not at any hand (although we had the 
Great Turk's passj to adventure our persons or ships into those 
parts. Although it had pleased God he had got his liberty with 
divers others which were captivated ; and brought all his three ships 
away .mh proceeded on his voyage for Surat. This advice, at first, 
made us doubtful whet course to take, whereupon our General 
assembled a general council aboard the Clove Admiral, the 27th 
ditto, where the matter was debated what course wo wen: best to 
take in respect of the advice left us per Sir Henry Middleton; the 
General's opinion being that notwithstanding this advice wc should 
proceed cm our voyage for the Red Sea in respect the j>vw] 
make Moha or Aden one of our ports, a? alui we had the Great 
lutks pass, which others before had noL And moreover that 
which moved him t<> be of this opinion was that the monsoon did 
not serve u ? to go for Suratt until September next so that in the 
meantime (being 3 such ships together, wc might spend the time 
in the Red Sea. making use of this advice and standing upon our 
guard, and that hereby wc might give the Company satisfaction of 
what may be expected in these parts, and follow their commission 
<0 far forth as wc might. So hereupon it was generally concluded 
to go for the Rod Sea. Whereupon Uic 1st Jay of .March we 
weighed anchor and put to sea, and the 5th ditto we came to an 
anchor m the road of Pclust on the Habash -, r Ethiopian coast ft 
JS a good toad, but the people feat hi I as not being accustomed to 
trade with t hmtians heretofore except it were with SpaniardH or 
Porttugils who hilti ys « { them hardly and taken them captives so 
1 hut at fim sight they (led away, until some of our people attired 
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themselves like Turks with turbans amt king coats and then they 
came to ua Here is fresh water and wood to be had, but pains 
must be taken to come thereby. There is great store of sheep and 
goats and at a low price. The jveopie are naked, Moors and 
Mahometans of religion! yet subject to Ikester John, as we were 
given to understand. The country yicldcth m> merchandise,except 
it he a sort of frankincense or white gum ; but what quantity thereof 
i know not, neither is it reckoned or aery great value amongst theim 
They make no account of gold nor silver and therefore sold Us 
thdr sheep and goats in truck of coarse duttics or Cambaya doth- 
We had great store of fresh fish In haling our seine. This road of 
Fdux stamleth to the westward of Cape Guardafui, some tG or 20 
leagues and in the latitude of 12 degrees 13 minutes. We dq^rted 
from thence the tStb of March and 50 stood to the westward along 
the Habash shore, until the 19th ditto in the morning we made the 
two Islands of DcmiiUy on the same coast, and Lhcn we stood over 
Tor the Arabian shine* having a fresh gale at E. by N, So on the 
morrow after about *o o'clock we had sight of the other coast, tome 
JO leagues to the eastward of Aden, and so parsed all along the 
coast near unto Aden. But thought it not fit to enter there because 
Moha was the place of trade and this place only a garrison of 
Turks, anil great anchorage 10 lie paid* and little good to be done. 
So we stood still along the coast and the 15th of March we passed 
the Straits into the Red Sea betwixt the Island of Ha bell Mondell 
and the Item] die passage being very narrow : yet we had 
sounding of *6, tj, 14, 13, 13 and 1 1 fathom water* the Straits 
lying N* and & nearest hand. And about 6 o'clock at night we 
came to an anchor within the Straits in 15 fathom water, under 
the fir?.t point of land on the Arabian shore. And at 3 > o’clock in 
the morning we weighed anchor and at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
came before the town of Mofea and east anchor in S fathom water, 
at which instant a prow with two poor Moom came aboard of us 
saying they w£rc sent from the Governor to kttow from whence wo 
came and what we would have : but when they knew' we were 
Englishmen they were in great fear. Vet i>ur Gcaeral used them 
very kindly and gave them 2 dale of 3 , willing them to certify thdr 
Governor that we were Englishmen which came in way of friendship 
and trade of mcrciiaudist! having the Great Turk's pftsS ffor our 
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better saieMcoiuliict, willing him to send him word whether we might 
have quiet trade. If not f that then he would return the jamt way 
he came, in friendly sort, without molesting any person whatsoever. 
And presently after this prow was gone came another on the same 
errand, having in it one Mustapha, a renegade Turk* who spake 
Italian! Spanish and Portingah he was a very subtle fellow, gave 
many fair words to our General on behalf of the Governor and so 
our General returned him the same answer the other had, giving 
him 5 rials of & for himself ami l rial io pay his boat hire. On the 
morrow morning this Miutapha returned again and brought a 
present oF 3 beevc-v with fruits and other things to our General 
with promise of free trade with anything else we won Ed desire. 
This Mustaphii entering into conference with our General was very 
si ip pant of his tongue tellteg them how royally Sir Henry- Middleton 
had been received and used, as also that Mr, Lawrence Fcmdb 
Cape merchant, was in good health and in great credit at Surat. 
RiK thb fellow did not think our General knew so much of their 
proceedings as he did ; so he let him &ty what he would for a time, 
yet its the end reproved him, asking him if he were not ashamed to 
td] him *0 msrsy untruths, he knowing well how they had slam ^ 
of Sir Henry'-, people outright, captivated htmsdfwidt 50 more of 
hh followers* and poisoned Mr. Femdl, the Cape Merchant This 
fellow was much amazed at these speeches and told our General lie 
Vf^s his slave and that his life was in his hands Our General 
answered him. he flight no slaws at his hands* neither came for 
revenge oj anything pnst, bur only to trade with Uuim in friendly 
in paying for that he took. Vet upon [tem\ otherwise 
he would not deal with them, and with this answer relumed this 
fclEou ashore, being right glut] he had so escaped* for as we under- 
^tood afterward^ he was one of the moss villainous people that 
fnflsa£ ™ wUT n*cn« for he never cam t aboard after. He carried a 
hh damasked piece from out General to the Governor for a pe^it. 

ic -oJi day of March our General sent a present to- Hidct Aga, 
the Governor of tfoha, and upon good pledges went himself 
ashore, accompanied with most of the merchants. Captain Tower- 
*on remaining aboard. He wad royally received and feasted by 
the Governor who is ft gallant gentleman ; and nftenvard^ richly 
vested and conveyed through the town with drums mid music, to 
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the Captain's house and there newly feasted, and towards night 
returned aboard with promise of mottling u Factory, to our own 
contents, being sorry for the injury formerly offered to Sir Henry 
Middleton, desiring it might be forgotten ; and that upon his head 
be it if ever hereafter the like were offered again. So hereupon 
being returned aboard our Genera [assembled a council of merchants 
to know what was fit to be set out for a present to be sent to 
Slum to the Bash a, which was determined [fom} Captain 
Towersgn went ashore we]I accompanied with merchants; was 
bountifully feasted and entertained and vested as formerly the 
General had been* and returned aboard with content So that we 
made no doubt of despatching our business so content unhi upon 
a sudden unexpected the Jtli or April our General received a 
tetter from Sir Henry Middleton of his arrival at Babdl Mandell 
al the entry of the Straits fnlo tile Red Sea, with die Trade? 
increase, the Peppercorn ami the Darling, advising our General 
that if he had any people or goods ashore, he should forthwith 
retire them aboard for that he was come for revenge of the former 
injuries offered him by the Turks ; he being expelled and our nation 
banb-hed out of Lite Moguls country, having brought Captain 
Hawking Captain Sharpeigh and all the real of the KrigJifili nation 
which were in those part* along with him, atiff thsefnre meant to 
make stay of all Lhc shipping that came out of the Mogul's country 
and spoil the Turk's scale at Aden anil Mu ha tit all that he could. 
Whereupon our designs being overthrow n In these parts, we had 
no other means but to go for the Bab and join with Sir Henry 
which forthwith our General pul in practice; having fir-;: sent Mr. 
Wickham overland with answer of hh letters But before he went 
the Turks made suit to our General to be a mediator betwixt them 
and Sir Henry, and to procure him to bring in all die junks, for 
[tom] should pu~-- custom free, and trade with them at his 
pleasure; but if Sir Henry would not be persuaded, that then our 
General should do his beat to bring them in and have all the 
privilege for himself and they would acknowledge it as a great 
friendship d-me to the Grand Seignur- So the 1 jth of April we 
weighed anchor and set sail towards the Babb ; cmrGeneral having 
first written a letter to your Worships of all our affairs until this 
present, and sent It overland per way of Constantinople to my 
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Lord Ambassador per the cam-nit, So the l 4 tli of April we came 
to an Anchor at HsUib.aJ] our three ships, where our Genera! saluted 
Sir Henry in such *ort as an affectionate friend might do one to 
another, and much conferring passed between them before they 
could come to any accord, and many injurious speeches were given 
both to our General and others, by Sir Henry, yet let pass for quiet¬

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business to Augustine Spading with merchants to keep the 
accounts for him, for that he acknowledged he could not do it of 
himself But he utterly refused it although our General alleged 
that now the time was come wherein he might do the Company 
service. Yet all this would not prevail, whereupon our General, 
at an assembly or council of merchants, elected Mr. Edmond 
Camden to remain as Cape merchant in the place, who no doubt 
is well worthy of it; yet Sir Henry Middleton, arriving long Lime 
after, took distaste thereat and would have had our General's 
ordinance frustrated and Captain Sharpcigh elected Consul to 
remain over all in the general business. But our General would 
not condescend thereunto having formerly made a legitimate or 
rightful election ; .is also alleging that he held it not sufficient 
nor reasonable to frustrate his own merchants of their due, except 
Sir Henry or others could prove their insufficiency. But all this, 
would not serve, for, ns l understand. Sir t-Ienry hath proceeded 
according to hb own detcntiination without advice of our General. 
At our arrival here we found 6 or 7 sail of Flemings ; some bound 
for the eastward and some for their own country. The 4th of 
November tlic James departed from Bantam to go for the coast of 
Choromamkll, and the same day arrived tire Solemnn which caused 
the /antes to stay two days after. The 5th ditto the Peppercorn 
arrived, wherein Sir Henry Middleton himself came, having left 
Captain Downturn in the Trade at Ticow to come along with the 
Darling* lire 18th of November a Flemish fleet of 10 ships and 
a pinnace arrived at Bantam out of Holland, bringing great store 
of land soldiers with them, and they do daily expect 7 ships more 
it is thought they pretend to have a pull at the Philippine The 
4th of December arrived a Fleming from the erwuit of Choromandctl, 
who brought word of the death of Captain Hippofl, and that Mr. 
Easing ton is chosen captain. Mr. Browne bring dead long before. 
The t Ifh of December the James returned hack in distress having 
lost 8 or 9 of her men per sickness, not being able to beat it up 
to tire southward, or rather westward, of Sumatra. The 22nd of 
December, the Trades Increase and Darling came intr< Bantam road 
Thus have 1 described, as briefly as 1 could, the whole pro¬ 
ceedings of our voyage since our departure out of England ; and 
for merchandising affairs 1 refer myself to the abstract and invoice, 
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SO 

beseeching the Almighty' to bless your Worships in all your affairs, 
both by seaand land, as may be to Hh glory and your benefit. Amen.

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tiling* as may he expected of nm of my place and quality 
[/ci-rw] by God's assistance and the great diligence of our 
General, attained the Bay of Snldania [tarw\ our ships, 
and refreshed our men \ and finding in the Bay certain Flemings 
building [imt] barque of the mins of a ship of j or 
4 hundred tons cast away by themselves on coming [/#rs] 

living at the entrance of the lame Bay, who came thither to 
make oil of Zealles [seals ? J and for their [fan* *trc*iy] by whom 
the Genera] &c wrote divers letters which I hope you have received. 
We entered the Bay the ist of August 161 t. The 9th ditto we 
set sail having a fair gale, and the same day doubled the Cape* 
thanks Ik_■ to Almighty God- The joth ditto we had sight of 
Madagascar and on the 5th of September we were some 4 leagues 
or S off the Cape St Augustine. We sailed until the 27th ditto 
then we made for one *jf the Islands of Prymeras and the wind 
being contrary we were forced to put off to sea and on the 2nd of 
October we made land again, and on the jrd ditto we cast anchor 
fair by a small Island lying on the coast of Sofala in the latitude 
of 16*40* some $ leagues off the main. The General sent his 
skiff ashore and they found a river that went up Into the country 
some three leagues, where were great store of fish, but they could 
not discover any people* neither my hope of fresh water for which 
they sought. The toth ditto we [ ] and on the 

24th ditto we made the Island of Comora, and on the 26th we 
tost anchor along of another Island lying some 12 leagues off the

General, Copra in Towerson, merchants &c- went ashore and were 
very well received by the king and his people, and from him

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the General received a tetter left there by Sir Henry Middleton 
after hi* escape fmm Mob*, wherein [ ] escape 

of the said Sir Henry Middleton and hi* company of which ( 
make no doubt you have intelligence a* also of his proceeding 
from thence to Surat, with what success he had there in the 
bust ness. Xotwith standing this evil news, having refreshed our 
men, on the tst of March wt set sail for the Red Sea and on 
the 5th ditto we anchored in a very good road called Pc lux 
on the A box coast On the 9th we set sail and on the 15th 
of March we anchored before the town of Moha. Presently a 
prow came off to know of what nation we were and what we 
would. Answer was given him by the General that we were the 
king of England his subjects, and merchants, having brought 
with us for our more peaceable and quiet trading, the Grand 
Seignor's pass and that in honour of the same he shot off hi* 
ordnance which were in all 51, the which, when they under- 
rtood, they answered us with 3 pieces from the town and % from 
some galleys which lay before the town. The iSth ditto the 
General, having pledges, sent ashore Rich. Cocks and Mr. Boulton 
with others, where they were very kindly entertained, with promise 
of trade, and in the interim what the town or country' afforded for 
provision, we should not want,withal sending continually presents: 
tt was likewise propounded whether the General should adventure 
his person ashore, and Sn conclusion it was thought fit to present 
the Kings tetter himself always provided to have sufficient pledges, 
t e which were sent, and the next day with a present to the 
Governor of the value of some 40^, sterling, with all the merchants 
and some 20 followers, he went ashore leaving Captain Towcnum 
aboard to entertain the pledges. At our landing we were [re¬ 
ceived] by the Captain of the two Galleys, a renegade, by nation 
an Italian. a proper man. who conducted the General to the 
Governor his house where the General was received with very 
grea. state. The merchants brought in the present before the 
Governor, who having viewed the fame, was presently conveyed 
into another room. Conference of divers matters passed, with 
promise o trade and to further the same to his power, provided 
that he must first advertise the Basha of Si nan of our arrival, 
whi. wa* his master, and what he received from him dthcr good or 
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had, he would not hide ft from ns. After we had dined with the 
Governor in very groat state, with many compliments we took our 
leavt The Captain of the Galleys having invited the General to 
his house, being visited by many merchants especially one by 
nation»Banyan \ ] sect of Pythagoras (a very rich 

man}. Some 20 days after an answer came from the lias ha, that 
seeing we were come, to use us kindly and to procure us all the

I hoj>e the Hector and Thomas be gone towards England before 
the date hereof, and forget not to keep a cable of 14 inches for us 
against we return, and let it be laid in some comer of a lodge in 
the old English house where it may be firc-freC and take heed it 
come not near the ground ; and clear your warehouse room as fast 
as you can that the Company live not at charge 1 say take all money 
of Sir Henry he will give in part of payment, but abate not 
anything in the prices, but [refer ?] it to the Company at home.

|IGHT Worshipful, Our duties remembered &c From 
Cape Bona E^ptran^i we wrote you particular letter* 
per the Salomon, of what titi then had passed, whom 
we left behind u^ ready to depart within a day or 
twn, and now your Worships shall perceive what hath passed 
since our coming thence. We departed from Saldania the 28th of 
June with prosperous winds, had sight of St- Lawrence Island the 
26th and the 50th ditto met with two Portmgat car racks bound fur 
Goa some 60 leagues short of Mosrunbtge. We thinking to have 
spoken with them, but coming near them they shot at US, and we 
one piece at each of them; the Ozeandcr discharging gome 15 or 
16 pieces at the Admiral, likewise slew as since wc have been 
informed) 3 of their men, who likewise shot divers shot at her. but 
did no hurt at all, thanks be to God p and so parting we held oel our 
course and 3 days following had sight of them again but came not 
near them. The 13th of August we had sight of an Island called 
Mallilla (Mrhila) where we thought to have anchored for refresh¬ 
ment, as also to have fished our mast being half broken, but found 
the place full of sunk rocks, which caused us to alter our purpose, 
and continue on our course. And the ijth ditto we crossed the 
line, and had very temperate weather, our people, thanks be to 
God, all in good health. The 1st of September we came into very 
white water and presently after had sight of land, which our Indians 
anti other our people affirmed to be the coast of Damon where wo 
came to an anchor* and at a council Called by the General it was 
ordered that Mr Thomas Atdworth, and Tho, Keridge should go 
aboard the Oleander whereby to seek means to go or send to the 
city of Suratt* the sooner to learn the state of the country ; but 
having none aboard us that directly knew the place* we anchored 
at Nmisery {Nosari ?) where 3 days following the General, with the 
f >nRgon p eumt and anchored by us and ihe next day being the §th a 
boat from this city came aboard of m wherein was one Jadowc, a 
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broker to the English, w ho brought with him a brief letter, unsealed, 
from Sir Henry Middleton, wherein he advised all our countrymen 
not to expect: any trade here, the people being treacherous, and he 
referring us to a larger letter left with the Mukaddam of Sually, 
some 4 leagues to the northwards of Suratt, and having taken a 
pilot out of a boat which passed by us, the next day we set sail 
towards Siiratt, and the jth ditto anchored at Use bar, Wc being 
now at anchor at the bar uf Snratt. a council was called where it 
was ordered that Tho. Kcririge, Ed. Crisliaji, AnL Starkey and 
Tho. Davis, carpenter in the Oreawter, should repair to the city to 
be informed of the country, as also to procure Sir Henry's letter 
before specified, which they received and sent aboard, the copy 
Whereof we herewith send you ; which letter caused our General 
much to suspect the settling of any trade here, notwithstanding 
the great encouragements given us by those that were Sent ashore, 
who were alt kindly entertained by the Governor and Chiefs of the 
city, who also, at our people's demand, sent their firmans for 
warrant of our secure trading with them ; ujuin receipt whereof 
tiie I2lh ditto, Mr, Thomas Aldwotth and Mr. Paul Canning came 
also on shore and were kindly entertained by the Governor and the 
rest. The same night some 14 Porting*] Frigate* entered into the 
river, bur two days after departed, whereupon wc wrote to the 
Genera) for the sending on shore of some quantify d" goods for 
trial, who sent us none, but wrote us a letter willing us to come on 
board, which the ijth ditto wp did, where a council being called it 
was ordered that a good quantity of our goods should forthwith be 
landed, and so wc returned the next day on shore again. Mr 
Thomas Aldwofth being fallen sick at that time, and so continued 
very weak some 40 days. The J3nd we d[speeded away 5 boats for 
the goods aforesaid, whereof 3 the 24th ditto returned with 4 bates 
of cloth, 1 bale kersey. i;oo bars lead, Goo ends iron, 3 barrels 
quicksilver, and 1 small vessel or vermilion. The other 2 boats 
sent empty, by reason of a ship of this place, which came from 
M=jcha arrived at the bar, and brought news that Sir Henry 
Middleton with 5 or 4 English ships had taken them with divers 
others of this country and forced them to deliver him goods in 
truck of cloth, and other thing*, at such rates us pleased him, as also 
that he took divers other things, without giving anything for it. 
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Hereupon we remained doubtful of what might befall us and our 
goods* for that here was a general murmuring in the city about 
tliis news, but we found the people very reasonable* and the chiefs 
came unto our house desiring that this news might no way dismay 
us, and notwithstanding this injury done them by Sir Hemy, we 
should find all honest respect from them unto us* and withal 
requested m to write home In their bdialfs for restitution of their 
Iras that way sustained, which we promised them to do ; of all 
which we certified the General and wrote him to send us the 
residue of the goods before determined* but his answer was, he 
would send none, wishing us with our goods on tx^rd again, 
doubting the people's dealing with us p snd hereupon sent far Mr. 
Canning and the purser to repair unto him r who accordingly went 
and were taken that night by the Fortingal Frigates within the 
mouth or the river anti were detained by them until t 3 sc fine of 
November, The zqi h of Srptember here arrived another ship of this 
place from the Red Sea, which our General possessed himself of 
and wrote unto us he would detain her until lie had received us, and 
the proceeds of those goods landed, aboard again, Whereunto we 
answered we saw no cause to the contrary but that we might settle our 
factory here, having new* that the Governor of A midavas (Ahmedft- 
bad) was shortly to come with order from the King for our peaceable 
entertainment Wherefore hitvJng advised the Generah he repaired 
w ith his ships to Swally and so accordingly the said Governor came 
unto Suratt. In the meanwhile wc made sale of those goods we 
had here on shore viz; cloth at 20 mi the cqvid, northerns at 
6 mi the Covad, lead at 7 ma, the m*tmd p quicksilver and vermilion 
lit 300 ma the maund to be paid in commodities fit for Achin J but 
our iron would not yield above 3^ mi per maund, which yet re* 
maineth the greatest part unsold After this Tha Ke ridge fell 
Kjckr and so continued for the space of a month. The 14th of October 
the aforesaid Governor went unto Swally where after 3 or 4 
days conference with our General on shore, these articles, 
which herewith we send you, were concluded on + and made 
a bargain with him of forty thousand ma, for cloth* at our 
former price, to pay half money in hand, the other half in blue 
calicoes, which accordingly was accomplished- in the articles 
aforesaid, it was agreed on that within 40 days the King s firman 
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for confirmation of the said articles should be sent us, not with¬ 
standing St came not in 20 days after the lime prefixed, which was 
the cause that om General doubted to land any more goods until 
he received the aforesaid firnun from the King, in all which tune 
here fra* little done, except some few things sold tm -hip board at 
Sually, although this people much desired our commodities and no 
cause to doubt them. The 25th of November \vc received letters 
hum JMr, Canning and Kd CrUUan. wherein they advised us of 4 
galleons ready lo depart from Gij& on purpose to lake or to fire 
our ships, which proved true, for that the ditto, the frigates hi 
number 25 who came in company with the said galleons to assist 
them set. Mr. Canning on shore at the city of Suratt, JvJ. Cristiaji 
having escaped from them by their John consent and plot, at 
Cambaya some four days before. The 29th ditto .Mr. Canning 
repaired ibnard, we accompanying him to the water side to see the 
event of this business : and this afternoon the galteems with mix 
frigates to each of them towing* came near our ships who also 
weighed anchor and met them in sight of m and many other 
T^opk standing cm the shore to look on them, where the Dragon 
alone, at the find encounter, made their Admiral ant! Vice-admiral 
turn back and fly before her, their other two ships not being come up 
[ wither was the Ozomdcr. at this time come to Hie Dragon ; and 
having exchanged some 40 great shut of each side, the night being 
come they anchored in sight of each other and the next morning 
our ships weighed again and began their fight with them which 
continued some 3 hours* in which time they drove 3 of their 
galleons on the sand* and so our ships came to an anchr.r, and in 
the afternoon weighed anchor, in which time the flood being come, 
the galleons, with ihe help of the frigates, were afloat again, with 
whom, this third lime, our ships having fought some 4 hours with 
much honour and advantage of their enemies., it being now night, 
came to an anchor and there rode liib night and all the next day 
w ithout meddling each w alh Other The Ji-ii ditto our ships set 
sail and departed, whereupon we much doubted some groat hurt 
to be done aboard them, but thanks be to Goth it proved contrary 
we having bad but one man stain in these three fight*. What 
passed with them in ihdr fights on die ntiler side, we refer you \o 
thdf particular letter , wlm were present at them Ik-fore the 
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coming of flic said galleons it was concluded by a council aboard 
the Dragon, that the Oleander should be dispeed ed directly for 
England. and order given for the buying of such commodities as 
should be fitting, but their sudden departure fn that manner ami 
not hearing what was become of them caused us to desist from 
executing whal was determined on. 

Thc 27th of December our ships relumed hither again, at which 
time we sent aboard all such goods as we had ready. And now 
the General seeing the King's firman was not yet come, was 
thoroughly resolved to leave this place, and wrote his letter for 
Mr. Thomas Aldworth and the rest to repair on board, and to 
bring with them all such goods as were in their power. Whereunto 
Mr. Aldworth answered, he would not come on board until tile 
Kings firman came, for that the General had given out speeches 
aboard the ship that if he had him on board he would carry him 
along with hint. Hereupon the General called a council and so 
required the said Thomas Aldworth to come on board, which he 
again refused to do, for tliat he beard certainly the firman was 
coming. And in the interim of these things, it pleased God, the 
firman came, and hcrcu|>oii Mr, Aldworth, with the rest, w ent on 
hoard. After this 7 days were spent in receiving the firman, for 
that the General was doubtful whether it was the King's finnan or 
not. and being resolved, would not receive it until some of the chief 
of the city should bring it down unto him to Swally, which in fine 
they did, and the very day following the receipt of it, being the 
14th, the galleons were again in sight but tame not near to proffer 
fight, notwithstanding the General resolved not to make any longer 
stay here, but took in such goods as were ready, and landed the 
rest of Lhe doth, quicksilver and vermilion, all the elephants' teeth 
and some 1200 ban or lead, carrying the rest along with him, as 
also all the pieces of eight and iron, and so the 1 Sth present 
departed not having received from hence above the sum of 3500/. 
sterling in goods fitting Achiit, I'riaman See Intending to return 
thcrchence directly for this place about October or November 
next, having left with us in goods and monies to be invested in 
commodities fit for England against his return, to the value of 
4000* sterling or thereabout. Since which time we have been 
busied in furnishing Mr. Taul Canning with things necessary fur 
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his journey to Agra with the King’s fetter and present,, being thereto 
appointed by the General and Council aboard the Dragon: like¬ 
wise by the said Council it was there ordered that Anthony Starkey, 
the bearer hereof, should be dispeeded for England with letters to 
give notice to your Worships how things stand here with us, and 
so have furnished him with necessaries fitting such a journey, which 
will amount unto 1950 ma. as appeared 

We are in all remaining here to persons, whereof J arc at 
present going (or Agra and 5 of us remain here vir; "thomfts 
.Aidworth. Tho. Keridge. Will. JftWutph, Nich, Withiiigton and 
Jrihn Y. ningc servant to Mr, A Id worth, the said Nich, M ithingtoti. 
being one of the General"s men, is entertained by Mdissnt and 
bound to the Worshipful Company for 7 years. Those for Agra, 
Mr, Paul Canning, 2 of the Gcnerd’s men and 2 musicians. 

And now concerning this place where f thanks be to Cod') we arc 
settled, your Worships shall perceive that through the whole indie* 
there cannot he any place more beneficial for cur country than this, 
being the only key to open all the rich and best trade of the Indies, 
ami for sale uf our commodities, especially cur cloth, it exceeds all 
others insomuch our hojie is you shall not need to send any more 
money hither, for here and in the neighbour cities, will be yearly 
sold above a thousand bread cloths and five hundred pieces of Devon 
kerseys fbi ready monies, and being sorted according to our advice 
herewith sent you, will double itself Likewise quicksilver, ten 
thousand weight, vermilion one thousand weight, will yearly vent and 
yield three for one Elephants’ teeth 200 kintals of the ■smallest 
will yearly vent at 1: n: ttf. sterling per kintal. Lc.ui --'me So or 
100 tons will yearly vent at 7 or 8 mi per tnaund, which is 22 or 
2$f. ihc torn For iron we wish you to send none, for it will not 
yield the monies ft cost in England. As for the commodities of 
this country vii. indigoes. calicos, cotton yam, and divers other 
commodities, will by our computation yield three for otic at home 
at least. Here are also divers drugs when"in we have little 
experience. Now for the better establishing of this trade here at 
Surat, if by the mutual consent of the Kings of England and Spain 
ft cannot be accorded that out people may have peaceable entrance 
into this river, then your Worship® are to provide 5 or 6 g(*xl ships 
which will be very sufficiently able to withstand all the force the 
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Fortmgals can make here, and so they may have trade in despite 
of them, for the people stand much more a (fee ted to us than to 
them, as by experience already in this our small business we have 
proved, they having lent us soldiers to safeguard our goods by 
land to the seaside, against the Portingata, Of these 5 or 6 ships 
hither to be sent, one or two of them may be hence dispeeded Jbr 
England, and the rest may be furnished hcrehenre with com* 
modities fit for the southward, where it commonly yields three for 
one. Further we think it fit you cause to be provided two thousand 
crooked sword blades of 4 or Jr. price per piece, as the bearer hereof 
will inform you, which will yield you 4 or 5 for one. Wherein you 
shall save much of other things of greater value (which must be 
given away in presents) as by experience we have found, being 
destitute of all things needful for tike purpose, insomuch we have 
been forced to give away much doth and were fain to pay 
extremely for such trifles as were bought of the mariners. Also 
some 10 or 15/ employed in knives of all sorts, some 2 or 3 <Jore» 
of looking-glasses or divers sorts, some few pictures, a store of cases 
of bottle? with good store of aqua vitro and rosa soils, and other small 
trifles of which this bearer will inform you. As for fowling pieces, 
those which we brought were so long and heavy, as not requested, 
wherefore if that hereafter you send any, they must be small and few, 
it will be expected by the next shipping that they bring a present for 
the king, and being altogether delighted in toys that are strange, 
we think It fitting you send for him a small pair of organs, having 
here a skilful musician to play on them j likewise a very fair ease 
of bottles filled with several sorts of the best strong waters, two or 
three pair of rich knives, one or two pair of rich gloves one or two 
fair looking -glasses, two fair sword blades, some fair pictures, and if 
you send the kings picture it will be the more highly* esteemed, 
two or three fair spaniels and a fair greyhound or two. And 
lastly* for our apparel, here it is very chargeable unto us. thrir stuffs 
being of slight silk, very dear and nothing durable, insomuch that 
we are forced to allow to those that are here resident, the third 
part of their wages for expense of apparel. Wherefore we desire 
there may be sent yearly, half a score of fine Devon kersies of 
decent colours, as also .1 dozen of coloured hats, black being 
much subject to stain, two dozen of wotted stockings of 7, S, or 
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pf. the pair, for the better fitting or apparel Herewith we send 
you a particular note what every man hath received towards bis 
provision that there it may be deducted from their wages. Thus 
fearing we have been over tedious herein, not having further at 
present to enlarge, we cease, and commend your Worships to God's 
favourable protection, and rest.

As for those we brought 
with u* find them to be much overrated in their prices, neither 
dr- any of them contain their lengths specified, by a yard or more 
one with another in Hie piece Alsu they roust be more carefully 
packed than the last were, via. in cere doth, providing they be not 
kept too hot in the ship's hold, for by that means the doth here 
received great detriment. Further we could wish that in tire 
furnishing the cloths abovesatd there be great are taken that there 
be no deceit, neither in cloth nor colour, whereby to hold that 
commodity in credit, hoping by that means in short time to vent 
40QO cloths per annum, 

fn ( quicksilver here hath been much loss by leakage in that 
we brought, and therefore some good course must be devised for 
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the safer bringing of it, and not packing so great a quantity of it in 
one band.

Midfile ton, my General, u despatch his 
letters and other business with me, w hich (lay and the next morn¬ 
ing our |>coplc were employed stowing down all things we could 
and making a pridie ship, which done, and the General's business 
despatched, about noon, the wind northerly, we set sail anti the

shut, having no more pieces out 11 nr ports uncaulked. From this 
instant by all our best endeavours wc plied our journey home¬

|IR ami very good Countrymen, after my hearty commo* 
tions(jf7r} remembered &c. I thought it good to certify 
unto you. although as briefly as I may somewhat 
touching our proceedings since our departure out of 
England, being then in company two ships the Ascension and the 
Union under command of our General Mr, Alexander Sharpeigh 
and together arrived at the bay of Soldania where we spent some time 
setting up our pinnace which wc brought out uf England, which loss 
of time by the judgment of many hath been no small hindrance to our 
pretended proceedings which was purposed for Cam bays and Surate, 
there to estahiiili some trade for our nation which t Impeour General 
hath achieved and by this time seconded by Captain flaw kins in 
this business, But to return to our departure from Sudanis, our 
General with his licet being two ships and a pinnace, .wt *aii to get 
about the Capo, but the first night of our being at sea we had very 
foul weather and had like to have lost out mainmast which we 
sprung very much, hut by* care and diligence of all hands in (he 
chic feat of the storm, it was fished, but by reason hereof wt lost the 
company of our General ever since, and the night following of our 
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pinnace, whereupon our captain directed hb course for the (Kjrt of 
Sl Augustine hi the Isle of Sl Lawrence, where wc stayed upwards 
of 20 days in hope of c ur General coming thither. Our hopes then 
frustrated our captain directed hi* course for Ziflicbarr (Zanzibar) 
there to seek our General, but after ?omc time spent there by the 
treachery of the FoitTnpds we lost three of our men, to wit Richard 
Wickham a factor, Rich: Kents, purser* and one mariner which were 
ah either taken or shun. And so with ^old cheer mud colder comfort 
we put to sea about I he month of February ido$ with the wind at 
N.E. and northerly just as we should go for Socotra. After much 
time spent at sea and little or nothing in our way, the most part of 
our men very much troubled with the scurvy , our captain purposed 
and accordingly boi cup for the north part of Sl Lit wre nee p thinking 
to haw gone lo St Angel) but we fell on the wester *ide of the 
Isle thereto recover out almost lost men*and *pciid the unprofitable 
monsoon, upon which end of St Lawrence we fell into m exceeding 
great bay which afterwards wc under sLih.hJ by that people to he 
called the land of Gom<jUO marrow, a country very fruit lid and 
pleasant to behold, the very firet view thereof gave great content 10 
us all, VVc no sooner arrived there but wo had conference w ith the 
people who promised and made great show of fcttidfi css unto u<, 
which flattlity of theirs ive gave too much credit uniL> especially 
Upon so small acquainhincc, 1“his our too much confidence was 
not of the singular conceit of one man or of a few, but generally of 
us all, we being persuaded that we had met with a friendly nation, 
and great hope was conceived of trade for ambergris, which was 
the occasion that &ur captain and two principal fact nos, to wit, 
Rkh. Rowley Gapb Rich. Reeve and Jeffrey Call ell with three 
other* which were attendants upon the captain adventured to go 
ashore unto the king, and the more willingly they adventured 
themselves and w ith less doubt and suspicion of any treachery by 
them pretended against us p became divers limes before every one 
of the factors had been *cnt unto the king with the long boat nr 
skiff and returned safely from time tc* time, myself bdng oftencr 
cmployed in such business than anyone whatsoever both from the 
first time until the last ; yet by the great mercy of God I escaped 
to he included In this treachery which our captain with the two factors 
and three others have fallen into with the ship and all of us, but by 
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the great providence of C,<*1 wc escaped so great* danger by taking 
courage unto us for ntir own defence against so great a multitude 
it* came against us and with such great fierceness as if the)- had 
meant to have swallowed us up at once ; hut we so reached them 
w ith uur great ordnance that J think they now began to understand 
w hat e return to and guns could do, and at last were forced to haste 
from their attempts, and I think they accounted themselves happv 
that could he first dc,ir of our ordnance whereof they had had 
some fueling which we saw with our cye» f the particulars hereof 
you dm 11 hoar at large by the bearers hereof Humphrey Biddulph 
and Silvester Smith whom 1 have sent in the junk with the remainder 
of goods which I could not make safe of here, with order to make 
sale of them at Bantam if it may be ; desiring to advise Humphrey 
Biddulph in the prices of llit^ goods. J have now sent by him. lint 
first I should have given you to understand that this voyage is for a 
several account from the three former voyages, but for the most part 
the self same adventurers authorised hereunto by the rest, but you 
shall understand more at large by the Governor's letter to you 
directed, and also by the Company's general letter, which by this 
mir friend you shall receive. But a little more to the matter of 
Gomquomarra, after the first attempt given to our ship wc rode (4 
days to see if we could receiver our lost men. In the meantime by a 
sudden disease we lost seven more of our men which daunted us more 
than the malice of those Infidels, for such men as had wrought 
Just Tty about the on I nance in the fight were, within two days after, 
cast overboard. These crosses coming together made us haste 
muay, but being not thoroughly watered wc spent a little time iri 
another place to get water, but before wc could despatch a second 
assault was given us with a great multitude of boats and many of 
them great vessels so thick ]ie&tered with men as was wonderful to 
sec, hut fearing to come near 4 us they went ashore and placed 
themselves to look upon us; wc judging of their purpose and 
fearing some mischief in the night, we presently weighed and stood 
rearer into shore where they fiat and for a farewell gave them a 
broadside which tell *o amongst the thickest of them that glad was 
he that could make most h;ude to be gone. And so we put to sea, 
having by treachery and sickness toil 14 men, directing our course* 
for Zocotora, but by some negligence of our master and marine! 5 
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not hauling in betimes, the winds taking us short, we could not 
fetch Zoootora hut fell more to the eastwards upon the coast of 
Arabia which m; about the 4th or June and the winter monsoon 
being come, we durst not go for Cambaya. Whereupon having 
kept the coast four days and sometime in danger, anti finding it 
hurtful to dally the time any longer, it was resolved, by the best 
experienced of 0111 ship, to shape our course for Adieu in hope 
there to meet with some Guacrats with whom we might truck away 
our English commodities, and about the t;th June we arrived there, 
and within 7 days had admittance to the king by means of our 
presents which we were enforced to bestow, the Hollandem seeking 
to debar onr trade, but the more they sought the less they prevailed 
in what they sought, by gifts they sought to prevent us r hut by 
gifts we obtained- Although ray doings fall out therein a greater 
charge to the Company than t expect, yet I thought it not tit in a 
matter so important to be out borne for small presents ; in sum 
thej," did us all the despite they could, their aspiring minds being 
to admit no traders in the Indies but themselves, but if our designs 
take place in Cambaya, they shall, to their grief, find that others 
will trade as well as they. After t had spent some time in Ac been, 
l fell in trade with the Guacrats giving English doth and lead ill 
truck for baftas black and white about 125 corgc, solas arid 
canequcs, near upon 300 crirge, some cherins and some Cochin 
bous of all sorts of doth 450 corges or thereabouti All which 
commodities I have sold here for pepper in Tecoo very readily and 
at reasonable prices in truck of this doth. Also ] have bought in 
truck of doth here in Prinman of .1 Gxuerat to the value 25,00 rials 
of eight, all the Guzcrat doth I have dealt for doth amount now 
unto 11 OOo rials of eight, all which is put off for pepper and procured 
at better rates than for rials.

Copy of my letter of the 12th of March [1612], written 
from Suratt by way of the lied Sea. 



[IGHT Worshipful and Honored Sirs, My humble duty 
being remembered* &c. You may be pleased Lo under¬ 
stand that by the Solomon, from the Cape of Bona 
Esperansa, 1 wrote your Worships a few lines of what 
till then had passed. From whence tve departed the 28th of 
June and arrived in safety at the bar of Suratt the 71I1 of September, 
anno ditto, where myself and others were sent to the town, and 
received all kind usage from the inhabitants, and encouragement 
for the settling of our Factory' But the day following we received 
a letter of Sir Henry Middleton's, relating all his proceedings in 
|!:F place, wherein he wished us not to expect any Factory here ; 
with which letter I repaired on board, by means whereof, as also 
by the arrival of a ship of this place shortly after, from Mocha, 
taken in the Red Sea by Sir Henry Middleton, the settling of our 
Factory* here by many was hefd unfit, so that difference in opinion 
in that point caused some controversies to arise between our 
chiefs; notwithstanding a certain quantity of goods was lauded 
and soid at the prices specified in our general letter, in the 


interim hereof the Governor of Amadabaz came to Suratt to buy 
of cmr commodities Tor the King. with, order that the English 
should be used with all kindness, and permitted to trade in any 
nature they should require, either by settling factories or for the 
present, whereupon the General propounded certain articles which, 
after much arguing, were by the said Governor yielded unto and 
confirmed in the King's firman to the Governor, which confirmation 
was delivered the General some two months after their agreement, 
which he carried here hence with him. 

The 38 th of November there arrived at the bar of Surat four 
gait eons and 25 frigates of the Fcrtingala with purpose to have 
taken or fired our ships, and the 29th and 30th our ships fought 
with them with great honour and advantage, yet in regard here 
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arc dangerous shi^Is. and some of -he- galleons came aground our 
ships left the place and Went farther off to sc*. where wanting 
fresh voter they repaired to another read on this coast called 
Mrmdafrabag, where lay encamped some 7 or S thousand soldiers 
of th* king besieging * town revolted, whereof the Portingals 
havmg intelligence they went thither also with whom our JL 
fought again this «cond time, two several day* and forced then, 
to a dishonorable flight m sight nf aJI the camp, and so return !

Sir Henry Middleton at his being there, because of their promise 
passed to the Portingajs* yet now the Portingals power is de¬ 
creased and they discstcemed since their Gghi with our ship*. 
Ik-ddes the [ Je&inins ( 7 ), & ;>eop|e berderingon them* have besieged 
six of their port towns by land, for which, as also fearing the wrong 
that may be done by us to their ships, and seeingcmr entertainment 
here, we hope they may be induced to accept of a trade with us. 

Concerning this people In general, we find their affection more 
to uj than to our enemies, only the subjection which for these 
many years they have held them in by means of their vea forces 
still kerpeth them in fear, in regard of their shipping which they 
yearly send to the southwards and to the Red Sea> who dure not 
to depart from hence without their cartasse or licence, whereof if 
it should please God to send u* means to cu*e them, and by our 
trade bring them like profit, doubtless they would expd the For- 
tingah The convenience of the ("ape of Erma Fsperansa being the 
two-thirds part of the way hither, the sweetness and whoiesomcitfcss 
of the air, the abundance of water, cattle, fowl and fish and divers 
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° tIier K 301 * thin ^ ffir refreshing together with the easy entrance 
tln-rc, hath given u- hope it may be inhabited byuiir people which 
m a short time might bring profit and reputation to our country,

jIGHT Worshipful Sir, Notwithstandingmy wearisointtics.* 
in this our every way thwarted journey where my 
contents are small, and my hope of pm/it less, yer 
the Mai and desire dwelling in me to sec a more 
happy conclusion made me not a little wish to have been ati 
actor of the same unto the end, if shipping might have been 
attained to have prosecuted the same, though the great shir, at 
present unserviceable, to the prejudice of the business and the 
General 9 wish, yet Ids zeal by return to give you some taste of his 
endeavours made him on the sudden, for that the time admitted 
m> delays, to tlisjwcd away this little poor ship with a part of such 
commodities as he had in readiness, and being things of worth I 
earnestly desire God to direct the same into your hands in safety 
with which ship and good, it pleased the General, whether to be 
nd or me 1 know not, but he pretended for the safely and most 
expedition in bringing home of the same, for by the mortality of 
factors he is most miserably weakly left of people indued with 
experience and honesty sufficient in his great business to support 
him. Mr, joundmn, in Captain Sharpeigh's absence, is his greatest 
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tel]* At my place of watering, the 8th of February, after dinner 
about noon I took leave of Sir Henry Middleton, he returning 
towards Ids tittle new built village at Pultopenjaun where the Darling 
being near finished, the great ship was to be brought upon the careen, 
and I working down into the Straits, out of which, the loth day, 
I had fully Treed myself 1 esteeming the Hector, Thomas and 
Solomon to be pained out thereof nine days before me, whom I 
extremely endeavoured to overtake at Sat Mania (if God permit) 
for more strength and security homeward*, within three days after 
l passed the Straits half my people were disabled for labour, some 
with flux, some with fever, and many with sore legs, for 1 hold 
that he that escapes without disease from that stinking stew of the 
Chineses' part of llanUiti must be of a -.1 roug constitution of body, 
or else of a temperate and well governed life, but by GodS mercy 
and ourchirurgenu'sgood endeavours, moot of them recovered health 
within 6 or " weeks after or less, and 6 of them died, the preacher, 
the gunner, the cooper, and Kd ward Pope a quarter master, Lite 
cook and a serviceable, toward ly hoy, Notw'itbstsnding our ship 
by careening and sheathing wns thought to be so light that with 
small discretion and reason in. regard of her lading, i found so much 
repining and envy that she was mi fitted for me to go home in, 
but I pray God to prepare better for their comforts itt returning 
than I have found, for die 12 th of February in the afirniMin, 
oti some occasion the steward going down under the second 
orlop, found a font deep of water on the lower orlop ( which all 
ahaft the mast w;*s filled up with goods) which brought to me 
a most tiring disturbance in doubt of wliat prejudice it might 
do, by leaking of the orlop, to the choke goods below. At 
first 1 thought it no oilier but fresh water run out of our 
pitiful rotten cavk, for therein I stood at a lewd, tary and 
drunken cooper h devotion for how much and what vile stuff 
they would allow me; but being tasted am] found sail water, 
(which of two evils was our best) yet brought to us a twofold 
trouble, the one to find the leak, the other how to clear the 
water off our orlop the scuppers being stepper! on cither side, 
the room alt full of goods abaft, our victuals, water and wood 
afore; necessity admitted no delays, all our people able to work, 
some to the jHimp, some handing of wood, and some staving our 
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water casks lo come to cur scuppers on the lower orlop on both 
sides, which being come by and found all stuck or unserviceable. 
So that we were forced to bore holes by the sides to let the water 
pass down to the pump by the timber*. ]n the meanwhile otIters 
cleared the way to come to the powder room in the forepeak when; 
ihc leak was soon found, but nm without great labour and cutting 
away of part of the false stem, we could neither find what it was 
nor how to Slop it, which necessity caused to be done, and then we 
found it to be two trcnnil holes left open hi the stem at building, 
and these two makes 14 trenail hole* in this ship at building by 
negligence of the carpenters, the least of which, without Cod'* 
great mercy, might have drowned us ait. Tor teaks in ships so 
Strongly bound and sealed within and so stuffed with lading, am 
not easily found, wherefore I would you had a law for negligent 
carpenters so severe as they have In Spain, and without which is 
Tittle security for merchants to ndventure their goods, or for men 
to [mss the seas. This leak being found and stopped the 13th day 
so that we had again a light ship, but not freed of doubt what 
damage may thereby be done to the goods below. Again the 21 st of 
April in a great fret or contrary u inds by the labouring of her low 
head in a high flea we sprung such a fear fill leak that we had, 
before we wist, 22 inches water in the powder room in the fore, 
peak. Which also came as before almost as far alt as the main mast 
on the lower orlop, which d:tl not only stave and spoil near all our 
20 barrels of gunpowder brought with us from Uantam, with our 
match and divers other things in that room contained, but also 
makes doubtful what harms it hath done by issuing through the 
orlop to the goods below. In which extreme weather that so long 
held us as to the working up of mure than 600 leagues, in which 
time I was not only in doubt whether all our weak sails and 
ruinated ropes would hold out in such adverse winds and lofty seas, 
but also of recovering the Cnpe this year, and in failing of which 
I see no likelihood of means ever to get home, so that my 
greediness was such when we had stands of wind* to work by, 
and to get enough, when [ might, to die westwards, and we, all 
that had instruments and were capable thereof, were all so short by 
the variation {[ mean according to Sir Henry Middleton's advice 
to (tie) that we overshot the Cape before I haled into the high, by 
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more than forty leagues to the westwards which [ found the 6th of 
M^y LIiat our compass had deceived us, and then finding the 
wind short and the current to the northwards, which put me 
into a needless doubt of recovering of Saildania the place of 
watering [tar# /ru>nj>) had there to meet with your other ships, 
without whose coopers 1 hdp 1 liar] little hope to make my rotten 
casks lit to contain water to sustain us t« England, besides our 
necessity to be supplied of some ropes, sailcloth, needles and 
hunt, nails of smaller sorts, some broad, for the remains arc spoiled 
wholly* cockroaches, some powder and match, besides my 
carnet desire or thdr comJiany for all our better security home- 
ward*. God assisting our endeavours, the roth of May at night 1 
arrived in Safciania, where finding to my great content three ships 
i^hidi I supposed a]] your three ships homeward bound, but being 
come in, instead of the Solomon J found Captain Newport in the 
Expedition outward, ami no news of llte Solomon since she passed 
the straits r,f Simda, The weakness of her sails, by my experience 
itt tile like, have often moved doubts in me of her, as also provoked 
my earnest and often prayers to God for her safety, Out of my 
desire of the prosperity of your huvinew 1 could wish that both 
sai rojjcs, and cables for your ships this way were proportioned 
and appointed by someone that understands the voyages, rather 
than by such, though otherwise very huiiest, whose experience 
enables them no further than in home short journeys, for the) 1 are 
subject to man) things which cannot be foretold, as in case by the 
suddenness of a gust of wind, by the disability of men's strength, 
|.yirt or most of one’s sails should be blown away. God forbid that 
the i - floods [with lives of men which are rated at least value) 
should perish in the sea for want of supply; also a man for safe¬ 
guard of all may be forced to let fall an anchor and veer out a 
cubic when he is helpless Isy weakness of men to weigh the same. 
Ac** if one wants or cordage to manage or command the 
Mils, a man is in til taking, Hut withal I stfll say a man cannot 
be too careful in lengthenuig and preserving the saint At tile 
instant of our arrival at SoJdania, the Hector and Thomas having 
been here in watering anu refreshing their men 2 Q day's, were now 
at point to be gone had not the wind at the instant come again out 
OI the sej to hinder the same, my earnestness to have their 
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company home ihe better to prevent the force of pirates or other 
enemies exceeded But I must confess in regard of the weakness 
of my people it was too great, the necessity ( had of his coolers, 
boats and people, besides other supplies out of them, urged me to 
promise Captain Towcrson that howsoever 1 failed of all other things 
I would, in three days, be watered and ready (if he would stay so 
long) to be gone with him, which he the rather condescended unto 
for that the wind was contrary, so that I setting all hands to work 
with the help we had, I was fully watered the i jth day, and the 
14th day the wind out of the way t made a pridic ship. The 1 iLh 
and 12th days the country people had by the waterside some cows 
and sheep but now my friends that were well refreshed stood on good 
husbandry in the price and by that means 1 depending on their 
purser, mine finding other employment, being out of case attd by 
that means but what Captain Towerson spared me out of his own 
store I had no refreshing at all for me nor my people, whereas 
if I had had any man of my own to have followed it, t, to supply 
the necessity of my people and my haste away considered, I would 
have given anything to have been provided, but they coming no 
more I had no remedy. Some ropes, sail cloth, needles and twine, 
some nails, 500 lbs. of bread Captain Towerson supplied me of, for 
cider, beef powder and match with some bandalcras was deferred 
till we came to see if the wind served the next day to be gone, 
fhe 15th of May in the morning in most unlikely weather and 
variabtc winds, we all set sail out of the road, and with the help of 
the wind wc stood a little out into the sen where w r e Spent the rest 
of the day attd night following in wearisome sort, being encountered 
with a high western sea, wind contrary and fickle with gusts and 
Calms so that in manner all night we did little else but take our 
weak sails from side to side whereby they became so torn and 
tattered again to our great trouble and my weak people became so 
tired anti cast down to my disquietness and grief. The tfith day, 
the Expedition, with the w ind good for her, gat about the Cape 
Bona £$perniisa and wc having no other way unless to return into 
Saldaoia, but to stand it off also to the southwards, so that by 
sunset the night following the Cape bore from tls K.S K. some 5 orri 
leagues. The Thomas at present far astern for that while daylight 
lasted I see the Hector bear her topsails, at last I also bore to get 
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0ul somewhat ahead, that having some advantage of them I mijjht 
take in my top-iaib both to rase our ships and weak sails, which 
done and darkness of die night approaching, we, so long as we 
could, kept sight of the Hector, lilt the dark gusty clouds deprived 
me of longer seeing her. for which at setting of the ivatch 1 caused 
a light to be put forth a good while, and so once every hour till the 
morning, expecting to have been answered from them with another, 
but was not. [ supposing them to be fallen astern to stay for the 
1 Immas ( which 1 wondered that they did not do before night) and 
that in the morning, by reason of our short sail borne all night, we 
c«uk! not fas 1 esteemed) but see them, who I imagined could not 
possihly solar outreach usto the smith west wards as we stood and to 
Stand about to the northward in regard of the high Western sea, 
dangi-r of splitting our w eak sails by tacking hut principally for the 
scantinc* or the wind [being at W.N.W.) by which we could not 
double the land to the northward between Satdania and us, 1 set no 
discretion nor safety for any of us. At 4 o'clock the 1 7th day morning 
when the wind shrunk on us to the W..W. and by S. ami at length 
to the W.S.W. so that we could lie but south or S- and by \V. with 
the stem, we went about and lay N.W. the other way, and when day- 
fight approached, we earnestly looking every way, as the clouds and 
thickness ■ if the weather permitted, for my consorts, but both to 
my tvotider and trouble of mind could sec none. Towards 8 or Q 
o'clock as the clouds cleared away between the land and us, some 
of my people said they see them both under Utc land or near the laud 
bLtween ii and us, but other clouds followed so fast, depriving Us 
ol further dght, so that I could not defend on their judgments, 
whether it were sears in the cliffs, neither was I willing to 
doubt so much nf thdr discretions in putting so far to leeward 
wheno* they might at pleasure stand it off to the southward till a 
shift of wind better served, so that 1 grew into a jealousy that by 
reason of the ill going of our ship which might cause them to linger 
often Ibf us and our wants, that might somewhat prejudice their 
feeding, notwithstanding the captains'' desire and willingness, yet 
the mastem might endeavour to give us the slip, but had I for 
certain known it to be the step* (with the charge I have under foot) 
m so lofty a re tickle a wind, and in regard t could do them 
jjo good, 1 would in no wbc have put towards the Ice shore, but 
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father tingcr for their coming off But now Uncertain, T stood away 
to the northwards till ] o'clock, w hen I esteemed SaJdanis. which for 
the thickness of the clouds we could not see, to bear E.S.E. 6 leagues 
i'rom me. My people aiufi again seemed to see one sail between us 
and the land, for which with gladness I caused the helm tp lac 
home up, directing n course with Sa’dania where I hoped again to 
get company of my friends, both to get more wants supplied, and 
to refresh my people ; but finding them so adverse, opposing 
themselves against my good intention, pretending fear of like gusts 
and calms near the land, as we found the night after we last put 
forth, I, pausing awhile, considered by Opposition of my factious 
people which were not without a head, and what casualty might 
follow without their ready wills lo sup] tort me. as also at present 
being informed that the sail which was lately made, was no other 
than st scar In the land, wherefore I haled up by a wind some 
two days to the northwards where, with a short sail mending our 
late torn sails. In which time not seeing the other ships, [ 
did my best endeavour to hasten to Scuta tlelina with a fresh 
hope there to get fruit and. to refresh my tainted people, if 
1 could get there before iny consorts. In which passage, as 
one bom to be exercised with chastisements, and by the hand of 
God kept under, the 23rd of May, by the looseness of our low 
bead, still subject to the force of the sea, we sprang, in our stem, a 
third great leak, by which again we had much water flowing in 
our lower orlop, to how great prejudice the Lord knows. This 
leak the 35th day J praise God t got stopped. The jlh of June 
about noon we came to St. Helena, and having beforehand deter¬ 
mined the contriving of our business with most expedition, and 
lulling about the point where I thought to anchor, contrary 
to my expectation at this month, we discovered two caraeks, 
which dashed ail our former hopes of refreshing, by which since 
1 durst no way trust their neighbourhood, so deprived berth of 
refreshing and company of my friends, therefore reposing all 
confidence in God’s most gracious providence for relief of our 
decayed estate, 1 directed course* for England. Since when from 
the 15th to the aoth June I And such an eclipse or my health, 
by faintness of heart and feebleness of body, that I think fit 
no longer to defer the best course now left me both for the 
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honest quitting of myself, as also for the safest conduction of this 
Ship and goods into your power and command, so far as in my 
discretion liclh, preventing all impediments that may hinder the 
same which to do 1 find a double disturbance. First for that Sir 
Henry Middleton at mv coining away by a new spleen, kindled by 
an accusation of Mr Lawes, after a kind of command, willed me 
that Mr. M llinrux, whom he sent home with me. might not have 
any hand in directing of any course homewards which, God per¬ 
mitting me health, I purposed carefully to Iwve performed, a* I 
have done all things else which he hath enjoined me at any- time 
to do this voyage. And on the olher side I find Mr, Lwwes 
(whom for Mr Middletons sake the General hath much forbore 
and favoured) to my great pains and grief hitherto, bes id es the 
disease of the scurvy, which at sea al) this voyage he hath been 
much subject unto, and at present far gone in the same, so 
negligent and so given over to drink which ht hath of his own in 
bis cabin, that 1 have had little help, and less trust in him, all the 
tunc of my health, wherefore between the disability of his body 
and defects of his mind, my hopes are despairing of any good 
direction or government In him after my departure, as also the 
sniati store of wine yet left which hath teen hitherto reserved for 
the relief and comfort of all by equal portions, at time of most 
need, I would be loth it should be wasted by few in a riot to the 
ruin of all It is too laic to forget the muforttttics both In the 
Ascension and Union, wherefore though with many doubts Jest 
my sinterest intention may be encountered by misconstruction yet 
Ije it iiow it may, my real to conclude according to my former 
proceeding, makes me much rather, if it may not be otherwise, 
contented to be misemsured, as (with small discretion) ! have been 
heretofore, for slowness of speech, rather than omit the least duty 
tending to the preservation and safe return (if God permit) of that 
1 have in charge In regard thereof J think fittest, since necessity 
requires a choice of divers evils, to chose the least f have two 
moMer's mates, the one Samuel Squire who. for the hope I have 
of hi* future proof I like well, the other Eustace Man, full as young 
in discretion, in neither of which, being young in years and green 
in experience, l dare not repose *> might)' a charge, wherefore by 
necessity constrained, 1 cannot avoid to lay the charge and 
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government after my decease on Mr. Mollincux who loves me not, 
whose disquiet ness I have been ever honestly careful not to 
increase. 1 he causes, next to necessity, encouraging me hereunto 
are, in his most discontent and disquietness of mind he ever 
seemed to have affiance in the Indian Company when lie should 
have his cause heard before them, also at present 1 find him so little 
addicted to superfluous drinking that in Bantam, where he might, 
'''Reeled to supply his wn nwnashy hr-mt: wards, which added 
to tile conceit I have, that lie sn long living a dejected life in deep 
disgrace, supported now with future hopes, though with a small 
talent of discretion, 1 suppose he will nuiv .^init iu> good means to 
re-edify his former credit and good opinion amongst you, which if 
he Jo, as in reason methfnk he should, then .'me my full ends and 
endeavours accomplished, otherwise it will be a wound to me after 
1 am dead. lr my endeavours herein by the success deserve any 
good conceit amongst you, I entreat you to excuse me tn this to 
Sir Henry Middleton who ! know if he were in my case would do 
the same, Vet till I set no remedy in myself, he shall not know any 
part of my determination, and though if his performance heroin 
prove never so well, the Company may do well in forbearing to 
C-vltil, praise, or magnify him, and 1 unit** very- discreet) in whom 
you wish further service, that kind of flattery' is the Overthrow 
of many which otherwise might strive still to deserve well, 
who finding themselves in favour and well conceited of, grow 1 proud 
and peremptory, esteems his worthiness at high rates neglecting 
further by serviceable endeavours to maintain the same, no 
supposition but found by daily experiences; such as make use of 
m,uiy tin staid people cannot be t'*i wary in observing, fitting or 
crossing Lheir variable humours. For this ship and goods (and the 
test returning; ] desire Cod Almighty* to bless with i-nfety Into 
your custody, by a prosperous and speedy passage without which 
f have extreme doubt that my poor out-tired and long tin refreshed 
people will fall into great mortality and weakness, yet if they come 
at last home, you shall find of them very scandalous and troublc- 
.-■oinc people, and the like of the people of all yuur ships returning 
Tor they have all been -et agog by the report received by the people 
oi thr gth voyage concerning Captain David Middleton his 
disgrace done him by the King, Quecrr, Lord and Lady Admiral 
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by complaints made on him by an audacious cook, that since they 
are grown careless uf observing any command, and we dare not 
inflict any punishment leat the scurvy join with it in the over- 
thmwfng their healths to the further scandal and discontent of the 
Indian Company^ for; untess you procure an alteration by stopping 
the success of idle complaints and get them contradicted by a 
contrary precedent, 1 hold it more vain for you to ad venture such 
wealth in these long voyages. My Fellows as I understand have 
slivers private sittings to contriver thdr pitiful complaints for their 
miserable fare and expense of their means, for I do believe that 
very many of thcm T by one means or other, have not a quarter of 
thdr wages unspent, the way they mean U* work by (as I am 
informed is by such \ord> or others in place who they can 
understand are most adverse nr opposed to the Indian Company, 
and if they do prevail it shall be for a precedent for them of other 
ship* yet to return The foreman of thia qun^l is Francis Pindar 
(now my gunner) who hath some very good ports, and yet i do 
hold him unfit lor your further employment, his clerk, Dnckey, 
M: Lawes hi& pretended Apprentice, who hath always a hand in 
a FI lewd practices, all which after knowledge you may, with good 
discretion, suppress l have also divers honest and fndustrimis 
men whose lives and healths I desire GchI to continue for the better 
piet^rvutiou and Safety of the ship, for after my dissolution i can 
expect no other but turbulent and factious oppositions out against 
another which while I live is covertly kept in \ for continuance 
of their strength and safety of the ship and goods ] have been fain 
U» temperate and wink .\t many {otherwise unfit to be suffered) 
abuses So desiring God to bring a happy conclusion to this 
tedious and wearisome voyage, I humbly take my leave, this jqth

The next day we met with certain 
Malabar junks from whom wo took some powder and munition, 
irnii so discharging them wc |jasscd along the const of India in 
sight of most of the Portugal towns till at the bar of Bantetore in 
sight of the Portugal Armada, of about 60 frigates, we took a 
smalt Ship of theirs I mint with rice and jagra, most of their men 
flying on shone in their boats ; wc took out of her good store of 
jagra and nee and her main mast, which made us a gwd mrnmmast, 
& at the of the people in her (she being very leaky) 

we fired her. took her men into our ship, and sent them on shore 
by Ok- next boat we meL About the rst February we came to 
Hrmiaoit Viltenjum), a small town some 20 league* short of Caiic 
C.-morin, where we were well entertained and had good refreshing of 
water, hens, fish, cocos and Other fruits, A her <3 or ro day* stay wc 
set sail and endeavoured to pass the Cape but were constrained to 
return tor Brimaon, finding by good experience that it shall be 
m-cdless for any of our ships w hich shall hereafter arrive at Smatte 
to trroceed on their voyage fur those parts till the middle of March, 
The 19 h of February wc paired Cape Comorin, and fell with 
(. e> bn the 35th of the same and near Fun to dc Galle met with a 
sma I utch thip which kept us company 3 nr 4 days and then 
il« wind aotnewhut favouring, left them, a„d ^ , ht

blues from 12 to 30 inamoodics. This place is now glutted by reason 
all trade upon this Island is by the King prohibited to the Ciuzerat* 
save only at Achin, 4 of ihdr ships arc now here, whereof two we 
found here, then arrived our trusty friend Malyiti Chany, and lastly 
the ShabundePs ship, being scared from Feraeke by the I'ortingals. 
who before had taken two of their ships there, came hither, where 
instantly they were confiscated ship and goods, ami the people all 
made slaves so the King, tor going to I’cracke being the King's 
enemies. By Malym Ghany we received your letters, much 
rejoicing at the ample firman received from Agra, but more 
sorrowing for Lhc indiscreet demeanour of Foul Canning? w.Vwe 
so weak beginning presageth as unsound a continuance and un¬ 
profitable conclusion of the Worshipful Company's affairs by him 
there to be managed, God turn all to the best The 12 th of May 
ire took a Portingal barque, not far from this road, wherein 
came an Ambassador from Malacca, but at the earnest request or 
tiie King, our General released her, for which he did him much 
honour, and gave him the title of Orancayu putc, which is white 
or clear hearted lord. 

The 2 nd of this present the King's Armada of frigates came 
from JtMjf t johorej bringing the King thereof with his brother, 
mam of their people and 22 Dutch prisoners, most of them of ihe 
factory’ there, the rest, of a Dutch ship then there riding ; by these 
we had news of the Globe, of Sir Henry Middleton and Captain 
Saris' fleets, of the Solomon and the lYsut, but of the James 
there Is no news. The Globe came first to Muswitipatan, 
went thence to Bantam, thence to Patane, thence to Siam, 
and is now returned to Patunc to come with this next monsoon to 
Mussnlipatnn and so home. They have lost Captain Hippon and 
one Brawn, their master. The Solomon, Peppercorn, and Thomas 
arc gone for England, the Hector 1 for Banda, Captain Sari- for 
japon, and Sit Henry Middleton, with the Trades Increase & 
Darling is now in Bantam, must of his men being dear!, Of the 
James God -icml good new?. c found Hck Swo Ambassadors of 
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Siam from whom we received letters in the name of their King for 
the safe trade of our nation In his kingdoms, and from the chief, 
having his King's seal, we received a letter to the King's Majesty 
of England to move him to send ships thither, assuring good 
entertainment of which countries we have also had good iritelli- 
gcucc, \\ e have here sold only (68 bahar* irons, each bahar being 
3Srt lb, English, at $ tad the bahar. each tael valuing if, masse or 
mamoorlies, and have bought 23 baliais benjamin at 25 tael per 
bahar ; the gold received we have here employed in Suratte goods 
viz ■ blue calicoes at 80 masse per ccirge equal to tJuxsc cost itl 
Surat 74. blue Cana kins at 26, 30, and 34 mam r per Co ^. 
the best being of Cambay^biuc sela at 24 and 28 per corge. trock* 
andtas at the same ram according to their goodness, Sam** 
pintadocs at 50 and some very fine at So mam: per cargo,Chiraus at 
54 W these commodities we have bought to the value or for> 
lari, understanding them fit for PasSamau, Tecoo, Rams $ 
I’riamait, of which first places we have hem had good intelligence 
and encouragement and have redeemed to serve us for broker a 
Cuzcrat (captive to the King) for to taels, who hath the 
orlugxic^c and is well acquainted in those parts. So that we 
hoping there to lade, you esmuot expect us to come any more for 
huratte this voyage, but principally for that we have lost [ 1 of 

nurgnod men here, but none officer The Occander hath only lost 
K.ilph Stan dish, their surgeon, We have received from this Kin* 
ns letter and prints to His Majesty of England together with hi! 
lm«_r for trade at I naman &c. Our General hath much 
endeavoured to redeem Abdela Cadir, father^-law to Hoja Slum 
Allye. also Matyn A%, Mea Hassam.

Since my conning 
into this country there hath occurred some occasion 
chat should have caused tnc t« Have written unto yoii, 
but because they imported not matter uf oilier weight, 
than only the conveyance of a letter or two and fi r that t had at 
nil times some ixcisions to write unto the worshipful Morris 
Abbot, my very good friend, and one of your Worships' own 
corporation, I did pretermit to write any general letter, mid re¬ 
commended the delivery of the said letter unto Ids care and 
fidelity, and although [ have not, to this day, received any ad vice 
of the receipt of there, yet I cannot doubt but Mr, Abbot hath as 
camludy performed that charge as I and you desire; and lest it 
mighi be doubtful what letters t received and sent, I assure you 
that I received but 3 in all. namely one from Mr. Finch, your i 3 tc 
servant, dated in Babilnn, directed unto Sir Wm. Rumncy dtc. and 
there withal erne other letter directed to one Mr, Lyons, as I 
remember, nf Twyfanf, anti one other letter from Mr, William 
Hawkins which I received here in Aleppo, open, at the hands nf 
this bearer I hymns Styles, and was directed to the worshipful 
Govcrnoi and Company &c all which with the first occasion of 
conveyance for Marseilles [ sent army, and I hope arc safely come 
unto yuur hands. Si thence, it may please you to understand that 
the said W m. Finch your late servant, with one Captain Boys, , in d 
one Lawrence 1'iggott, died all at Babilon within a small time of 
their arrival, the particular* whereof 1 refer unto this bearer, who 
wiili it much and a* great difficulty escaped death also and very 
great danger in coming hither. Wm. Finch brought with him 
thither from Lahom 1 j mules somes frir) of indigo biana the finest, 
and some other toys of no great value, all which upon his death was 
taken <nvay by tlm H-i'lia n{ Haliilim.and so eaten up bvthe Turks, 

a] Llmngh the Venice Vice-consul there resident being my familiar 
1 01 * ^ 
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friend, And with whom 1 kept a good correspondency, did solicit 
and labour and travail to the uttermost of his power to save or 
recover all or any part thereof, but so fair a morsel falling into the 
Turks' mouths upon such an advantage where was no English 
Consul nor Vice-consul to defend them, would by no means nor 
any threats restore the same, but only his apparel and some odd 
toys, of which that that was saved the Venice Vice-consul brought 
hither to Aleppo and gave account of dollars 700 and odd spent 
in the suit for recovery of the indigo, although he could not 
prevail, of which charge he first would satisfy himself (as reason 
was) and the rest he paid over unto Dutchmen, to whom Wm. 
Finch owed dollars 473, by his bill, and to this young man his 
servant who pretended and showed good reason fur a debt of 280 
dollars to be due unto him. but the charges being all first paid, 
there did tu>l remain fas i do esteem) above j or 40a dollars to 
(five the rest satisfaction, and was certain Algerine feathers and 
certain base civet as he will particularly declare unto you. All 
the letters and writings that came to my view 1 , I have calcd them, 
together with a book of accounts, and delivered them to this 
bearer to be consigned to you. What or how far your Worships 
are interested in general or in particular in this estate of Wm. 
Finch that is lost, ] know not, but i am very* heartily sorry at the 
loss of so proper and so stlHidetu a countryman of ours, as by* his 
observation*, his writings and his demeanour, by strangers' repeal, 
he is manifest unto me, as also that 3 or 4000 dollars worth of 
estate gained in so great danger, by so great expense of time, and 
after so tong and careful a travail should be eaten up by these 
currish and tyrannical l urks w ithout any reasonable or sensible 
pretence alleged. True it is that in case our Lord Ambassador 
at Constantinople would call Cigalla, the Kasha of Babilon, to 
account for the same, it may well be, some good part may be 
recovered 01 him. but there must be some further expense first 
hazarded in the same. Thomas Styles, once your Worships' 
servant, but from Lahore servant unto Wm. Finch, after the death 
of his said master in Babilon, besides that he was extremely sick 
and weak, was apprehended by the Hasha, imprisoned and very 
vilely entreated, and but for his sickness which they* saw upon 
him. hat] bean cruelly; tortured to have forced him to confess what 
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further estate of diamonds, moneys and jewel* his master had. 
which upon ray faith and honesty by all that ever I could team 
or perceive, 1 do not know, think or suspect that the said Win. 
f inch had aught save what is truly and manifestly known here 
amongst us all. and as J said before, not enough to satisfy the half 
oi the debts here justly pretended against his estate. The fear of 
the Kasha's tyranny and by the Counsel and advice of the Venice 
iic-consul, thin bearer fled from Bahilon and came hither to me 
hi Aleppo and hath stayed here ever since the beginning of 
Uctobcr last, to expect his apparel and the Issue of such end as 
the \cmcc Vice-consul should be able to make, for recovery of 
.some part at least of tile deceased his goods, whereby he might 
be imbunscd of his wages and other debts due unto him from the 
deceased to carry* him home into England, and although the 
Cilice Vice-consul was. at his departure, resolver! to come to 
Aleppo with the first caravan, and at that time the caravan was 
already begun to be made for Aleppo, yet by reason of divers 
troubles that succeeded in Rabilon, and to the insecurity of the 
way through Arabia, the caravan was protracted (contrary to all 
expectations; at least 6 months, ami about j months past arrived 
here ; and that hath been the rau** of this bearer's long stay here 
which hath been about to months, all which time he hath de’ 
recalled himself very civilly and very honestly, and the like did 
I he Fleming, that came out of Persia in his company report of 
him. how careful, diligent and painful he in fcj* masters 
business by all the time »f their knowledge and so doth the 
\ oii«« \ ice-consul, and other Italians report likewise. This 
smaij digression t have made on the young man s behalf because 
is long stay here might become idleness out of a slothful dis- 
positton, and for that I know him to be very desirous to scree 
your Worships again in any other voyage for those parts, and hath 
to that cud, desired me to write a word or two in his behalf which 
J do herewith and entreat you to receive him for an honest youn- 
man, and to give employment to him rather than to a stranger 
and T doubt not but he will so .veil behave himself in his place ai 
he will deserve both his pay and your further favours And if 
your Worship,, for my sake, shall give him any res pec L the more 
becau^ j have a good opinion of the man. and hath ...ended 
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him unto you fc l shall account that as a favour done unto fnysclf, 
and will be ready at all time* to deserve the same when you shall 
please to cummand me. Some relation haply he would be able 
tu give you not impertinent to your affairs in the Indie-, but I 
dare not recommend them unto you for that men of better edu¬ 
cation and better place arc before this arrived with you* yes fnr 
the course and travel by land from Carnbab and those parts Into 
Tcptia, Aleppo and *o to England, l suppose thh man can give 
you reasonable account of in case there should be any need of any 
employment thi* way- Here arrived also, some six months past, 
one Martin Cheshire, another of year servants of the Ascension, 
who in very great d mger escaped from Ormui tu Spsdian [Ispahan) 
In Persia and so to Habilon and to Aleppo, whom likewise I did 
receive into my huu^c fnr ynur Worships' sake, until he bum! 
convenient passage on a Flemish ship to England : him 1 found 
likewise to be a man of fair condition and hbnest, by whom also 
may In: gathered some very good notes of the p^rt- places and 
maimer of trade of the l r ortingals in those parts, for that he liath 
served them in hud and eea service about 22 months, and though 
he be a very plain man yet he hath well cbscrvetL I am sorry 
that there hath nut been presented some better occasion wherein 1 
might show some effect of the service I wish and desire to do you, 
being myself a frttmun of your charter, though no advent liter

ORSHlPFLTL Sir. and my loving Friends, The con¬ 
tinuance of your good healths desired &c, My last 
unto you was from Pola*ha, 6 days journey short of 
Agra, tT the itith August, per a peon of Cojaiiajam's 
wherein 1 wrote you what had jwssed since my leaving Ed Hunt 
The day following t fell exceeding sick, an extreme pain in my 
belly and all my body, yet travelled still onwards, Two days 
short of Agra I could not endure to sit on horseback, my horse 
halting I thought it would have killed me, here hired a catetc and 
A men to have carried me to Agra, sent a peon before, for Robert 
and jadow to meet me, which they da about 5 cos3 from Agra, 
my pain, with the ease being carried, decreasing, the 22nd ditto I 
came into tile city but coutd not go already in 3 days after, where 
informing the Cotwal 1 was excused for not coming to the King, 
a custom for strangers to be brought before the King at their first 
entrance; on Thursday f would have seen him but that day he 
never sits. On Friday I waited at the Court tilt the King was 
risen but the Cotwal came not to carry me in, being sent by the 
King to the Persian Ambassador & c. Saturday the 38th the 
Cotwal brought me before him I carried with me for 3 present 
a Standing cup of Mr. Canning's, weighing iS pisis, fair in right 
but slight, y« 1 thought he would have regarded It for the fashion, 
lie viewed it a little and delivered it to an attendant, not esteeming 
it. He called to see my hat, a new one I bought here since my 
coming, cost ifi rupees, and having viewed it sent it me again the 
Cotwal told me I must give it the King, but not now, and 
withal willed me to repair to Macrobocan who had order for the 
despatch of all such businesses ** we had with the King. I answered, 
the hat or anything else we had was at the King's command and 
entreated the Cotwal to tell the King I j*rf important burins with 
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His Majesty* and desired audience He went from me and stood 
before the King awhile but spake not to him and returning to me 
told me he durst not now move, tilt King being in Conference with 
the flenrikn Amkisjiador, who stood before him. and that 1 had my 
answer to repair to Maertibocan. I answered t had business which 
Maembocarc could not despatch without the King's grants he willed 
me then to siay in his office until the King was risen From hence 
and aat again in an Inner court within his house as his usual 
custom Is, and so without any further grate or conference was dis- 
missed. I attended in the Cotwal s office accordingly tilt a quarter of 
the night spent and the King risen and retired to rest. The Cotwal 
coming forth told mc # he had not opportunity to move the King 
with my suit, coid comfort; if any man exj>cct to have dispatch of 
suits here, he must come well provided to feed the King and Nobles, 
otherwise nothing will be effected, the King extremely proud and 
covetous, whom the Nobles imitate, yea evcti in beast!mess &<l he 
takes himself to be the greatest monarch fn the world, and it 
stmideth not with his greatness to dispatch suits speedily; he 
kcejreth here two of the Emf®for if Petsciu's Ambassadors anil 
neither will dispeed them nor licence their departure, whereupon fa 
likely to be wars between them* The Emperor of Pcrsciu demands 
Sinde to be given him. which tile king will not grant, what will 
succeed God know* The Gentleman of whom 1 wrote you, Chan 
A11 am, gocth Ambassador for Persia &t. 

The next morrow went to Macrobocan^s house, attended there till 
noon and then word brought me* 1 could not speak with blrn, being 
with tus women and came not forth this day. In the afterumn J sent 
Jadow to hi? house again to attend his coming forth to go to the 
Ci*!irt, which he did. and apakc with him and told him 1 had been at 
h^ holt;® but could not be admitted. He w illed l should come the 
next morning and he would speak with me, asked Jadaw if 1 Jiad 
not anything to present die king withal other than the cup Already 
piven t which showeth the king is nol pleased therewith &c. The 
rext morning I went timber, and having stayed some ^h r cc hours 
ivfiA brought into hb chamber where he ?at in his bed, newly risen 
from ?ieep. 1 certmed him the cause of my coining and all the 
particulars thereof wherein I enueated his> dispatch seeing the 
King had committed ail unto him, via an answer to the King of 
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England’s letter, the king’s chop or Rrme to the article;* agreed 
on twixt the General Tho. Best and Shnbisuphe, and a place of 
safety lor our ship* to ride* in , instead of answer lie ran into a 
large discourse of the wrongs Sir Henry Middleton had done him 
in robbing their shipping and keeping the chiefs of Surratt prisoners 
aboard lus ship at SwalJy. Whercujwn I answered nut a [together 
approving what Sir Henry had done, necessity compelling him 
thereunto, the chiefs of Surratt having received his goods delayed 
him from time to time for payment, besides would have deceived 
him in the weight of his lead, for dispatch whereof he stayed them 
aboard his ship, but did them no further injury; he si id it was 
compulsion and not the use of merchants by force to deal and that 
hr belied them, they deceived him not in weight, but he them, and 
though they paid him mat in a day, 4 or 5, it was not merchant’s 
use to keep men prisoners and force them to take their goods but 
to aivait their times for sale I answered so would Sir Henry have 
done had you permitted him to settle a factory as lie desired : lie 
**iid it was Ms own fault, he did not and that he had promised 
Him he should, and had left order with the chiefs of Surratt to that 
purpose, but the keeping of them prisoners aboard was breach of all, 
and not herewith content, said he robbed our diips in the lied Sea 
&l\ 1 entreated him to consider Captain Hawkins lying in Agra 

hail advised our principals in England for the sending hither of 
diver*, goods which after a tedious passage Sir Henry had brought, 
and they not buying them they were not vendible in any oLiter parts 
here, whereby Sir Henry was greatly damnified and delayed 
in Smatt so long, he lost the monsoon to go to the south¬ 
wards which caused him to do what he did, where unto he 
answered that neither Sir I ferny nor our ships brought lutlier 
goods of any value to speak of from so far a country, which 
puts him in doubt we are not merchants, but intend evil 
towards them, and said plainly they would have restoration of the 
goods taken by Sir Henry more than was due unto him before 
any other shipping should have trade hercL I assured him if our 
people meant any evil to them we would not put our lives in 
danger amongst them, which might secure any such doubt, and 
that we had given to ail thrir ships set forth since our coming 
hither letters for such ships of ours as they should meet, to do 
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mcm all favour* whereof we were assured, and concerning our 
Lnuk with them, 1 told him our nation had continued thousands 
of yeara famous before we knew them, and if they denied us trade 
we doubted not to live as famous without it, wishing him not to 
bcJieve those prattling, juggling Jesuits but credit rather the experi¬ 
ence theft own people had of u*, and Tor restitution of any overplus 
taken, I Lold him by the Articles of Conclusion twixt our General 
and Shabisraphc, wc were not liable tlicreutuci Ffe then altered 
^riyiugi Shabisuphe fs a man of place and One whom 1 esteem as 
my brother, and were he far less in estimation, yet the King would 
affirm what lie hath done Hut in reason, Math he t how can 
yon trade with ins we breaking with the Portiugals for your cause, 
atsd not restore what violently hath been taken from us, urging 
we should write hence unto tngland to that effect, I said we had 
already done it and doubled not if their dealings with its were as 
we hoped the Worshipful Company in few years will be induced 
to restore any .such overplus its Sir H«nvy had taken which would 
be the rather effected if he procured his king to answer our King^s 
letters which as yet, said I, have never been perused* an insuiTer- 
able disgrace amongst our Christian princes* he answered, they 
knew the contents of It, himself at Sir Henry Middleton's being 
at Surratt had received another which he got translated into the 

I erfiian tungue and treated only of our trade with them and 
cornpiituetii, and that this wai to like effect, I yaiiJ it might be sci 
Attd a$ Urclt diflferent, however*! requested it might be tranilattd 
and answered, he said it was sent to Suralt, there by our merchants 
lo be interpreted and that answer should be made thereof &c. the 
truth hcmif you know, all is delayed, 1 urged again the King's 

I I iop to the Artie Fes, he said it was needless we having the kiug T $ 
firman, concluding all, already; and for a place for our shipping 
to ride safety tn, hirn*cjf would be at Surratt and when our ships 
cidic appoint them Hirh as ourselves should think filling* parting 
from him I requested ] might have admittance to speak with him 
when 1 came* he promised me 1 should at ail times &c. It U now 
8 days since, in all which lime i have daily waited from morn till 
noon at his house and never yet admitted to conference. Four 
iJ^vv pa>t I sent Jadow to wail hft going to the court, he did so, 
spake with him, shewed him* ns he salth. my griefs at large, be 
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answered him all should be effected I desired, and willed me the next 
morning to be with him. 1 attended then; till past noon and he then 
sent me word his head ached. at lea^t it was their answer* In the 
afternoon 1 waited his going to the court, when he came forth, l 
told him how often l bad been there, saiih he T I am ill disposed 
and now in haste, come to-morrow 1 will talk with you, I told him 
f was denied entrance at the court by some of the inner porters 
and could not come to show my duty to the King* he said he 
would give order in the porters for my admittance &c_ The next 
morning I went again to his house and having watted them till 
past noon as at other tinier was di&mUsed and could not speak 
with him, I scarcely know what to do or say in this business, not 
admitted into the King's presence, nor to conference with this man 
to whom all is commuted* my coming empty-handed makt-Lh me 
thus slighted, no other tu be expected without continual gifts both 
to the king and others The Kotwal sent for me and told me 
that the King exjwcted 1 should send him my hal.

no man regards ; they shame not to say. we arc a people rebelled 
subjects to their king, and make us and the Hollanders as one, 
they allege further our country and prince of no respect nor

serve him, he refuel it affirming to be at his command while lie 
stayed In the country; the king took displeasure thereat, yet he 
willed him to teach one of his chiefest musicians to whom he 
said, if Ihc»u canst learn this i will make thcc a great man, hut to 
Robert promised nothing for learning him, The musician in 
learning Look such pains, that in five weeks he played before 
Ui= king who was much delighted thereat, but before the seventh 
week ended the scholar dial of a flux with overheating 
his body, in which time the king sent often fw Robert arid 
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especially in that lime when J’aul Canning had sent him to seek 
the boy Mahomed, and returned in 4 days; the kmg took ft ill yet 
still senl for him, Robert, ill at ease, sometimes returned without 
playing, staying till midnight and not called for, and as soon as he 
was gone, called for, whereat the king was once exceeding angry 
yet never gave him anything only 50 rupees which he took so 
Indignantly that he would scarcely play before him ; after thfs the 
Jesuits would have had him teach two of their servants, saying it 
was the king's command but he refused it, since which time he 
hath not been sent for to the court, it wry likely the Jesuits 
dissuaded him &c. The Neapolitan Juggler that was at Surratt is 
here whom the Jesuits presented to the king, saying he was come 
from (fortmgal sent by their king to show his rare qualities to His 
Majesty, wherewith the king was so much delighted that he gave 
him 5000 rupees and many vestments. No Christian here, if not 
presented by the Jesuits, hath any grace at all. Had Robert 
T rally been theirs he had, ere this, been a rich man, the king 
exceedingly delighted to hear hb comet A Frenchman exceeding 
that juggler since in the same qualities before the king yet had not 
a rujice given him, only fair promises, the king said, thou hast no 
fortune, not showing this before the other came, whereby as in all 
things else we may perceive what hand these dogged Jesuits have 
with the king &C. They disinterred Launce Canning ami buried 
him in another place, but his cousin never knew thereof so Robert 
buried them both together in one side of these Jesuits' ground 
which they denied not, being a good distance from that place 
where they bury their dead, over whom, for memory's sake, ( 
purpose to build a tomb which wilt be no great charge, Concern¬ 
ing my Stay here, or coming down, I refer me to your discretions 
and tiave enlarged of cve*y particular that accordingly you may 
censure.

So that here are remain¬ 
ing three horses, less t cannot keep, each of us one, mine brought with 
me still lame, his hoof not grown Stc, 1 he other camel, a little one, 
f keep following the court to cany our dnthes, tent tec, R ( ,bcrt 
TrulJy dean altered from his vein of drinking to a well governed 
man, and l glad and satisfied with his com pan v, l pr.iy Mr 
Aid worth to write him a few lines commending his service, which 
will encourage him, he was greatly discontented with the last 
The king will give him anything to Maine him. good therefore a little

IT may phase your Worships to understand that the 2 tut 
of February lfil 3 we put out at the Neediest which is 
on the w estern end of the Ida of Wight On the < 2ih 
March we fell with the Isleof Lanceroit (Canary Islands 1 
the Jtst ditto we fell with the Isle of Komivista (Cape Verd Islands) 
and that night \vc got into the road of Mayo staying till tie 24th 
of the same, partly to deliver some of the Dragon** provision which 
wc brought for her, but principally for the Osiander who we lost 
in a -storm, and that the place of meeting, ir we should by any 
accident be severed one from another, who came in two days after 
our arrival there. The 27th of April we fell with an Isle which 
lielJi off the coast of Pra/il in 20^ d. ami n* I suppose, one of the 
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western Isle «f Martin vase. The 4th of June we felt with the bud 
to the northwards of the Cape Bonaspcranta and the 5th ditto 
we dame into Saldany, but the Dragon came not in till the Sth of 
the same The James as after we understood put for St Augiuteene, 
on the Island Madagaskcr, Being in SaJdany it pleased the 
General, wilh others which were of the council for such business, to 
Ukc Mr Salmon our mitter ouL of u.s into the Osiauder and Mr, 
Petty to cotne into us, which was done ih regard of some difference 
that was between Mr. Petty and Mr. Cannon the cape-merchant 
of the Osiandcr, The eSth of June wc weighed, hut the Dragon 
arid Osimitlcr got out afore night some j or 4 hours and we being 
in to the Bay could not get out til! 9 or 10 at night and so by that 
means we lost them, looking for them the next day but could not 
see them, The 19th of October we fdl with the const of Sumatra 
and the 4th of November we came into Bantam road where wc 
found the James and had been there 10 days afore us. We found 
I here the Gove and the Hector who had nut been there long since 
the coming out of the straits of Mecca, of whose proceed mgs and 
likewise of Sir Henry Middleton's 1 think your Worsbrjis are ere 
this directly informed. Also we found there 5 sail of Hollanders, 
two of them were bound for the coast of McssulapMati, the other 
three were taking in of lading to go for Holland, and did csi[wct 
a fourth from the coast of Patany. The Slh of November 
the James went to Maro to take in water and so to go for 
the coast or Mcsulepatany. The loth ditto riir Henry Middleton 
came Into Bantam toad with the Peppercorn, and the 17th ditto 
the I antes came to thr western side of the Bay of Bantam and 
rode there till the 19th and then put to sea. The 26th ditto 
there came into Bantam road 12 sail of Hollanders which came 
out the December afore us, and the 27th the Thomas caine from 
Pryaman. The 6th of December there crime a Hollander from 
Patany who brought news of the Globe anti how Mr. Nippon 
was dead, and the iSth the James came to Bantam again, finding

which went for Holland* 3 nd the snri of Jaiui&fy 1613 we made wuy 
to go for a watering which is some 4 leagues to the westwards ol’ 
Bantam, for the water of Bantam is very vile, as hath been oft proved. 
We took in at Bantam 144 sacks of cloves, F40 bales of maco, 7 
pcculs of nuts, 26} bags of I’riaman pepper and 5994 bags of 
Bantam pepper, after we took in for Captain Hawkins 3* bales of 
indigo anti 20 bales of calicoes whereof two of diem hath suffered 
some damage by mason of foul weather. The teth of January the 
James put to sea again and the t6ih ditto die Hector and Thomas 
went to water at a place which is called Pool a Bussec that licth 
fn the straits. The 26th the Clove set sail for Jacatra and the 
28th we set sail from the watering place. The 28th in the morning, 
Mr. Ward, our cape-merchant, died of die flux. The 29th we me> 
with two -,iil of Hollanders Hint were bound for Bantam, and the 
and of February we met with the Hector and Thomas going 
for England as we were but w c spoke not with them. The ;th 
day 01 Match we fell with the Isle of Diego Boyce fRodriguiM ? 
and the 14th ol the same with the Isle of Marshas or Come 
(Mauritius c/th we passed by Masearenas and the iSth of 
April we fell with the land that is to the cast of the Cape Aguiar. 
60 leagues. The 28th of April the Caj>c Honaspcmncc was S of 
being fair by H and the tgth of May we fell with St Hclccna. 
TIil Jay after we Came into the road where wc had riot been past 
two hours hut the four sails of Hollanders that came out afore 
«s from Bantam, came in, who refreshed at the Cape and told us 
of the Hector and Thomas being there, likewise of the Expedition 
and of the Peppercorn coining there. Likewise the 26th May the 
Bear] came into SL Helena road, who had been at Seiioan (Ceylon 
in India. and die 1st of June we set sail with the four sail or 
Hollanders, and we were not past two leagues olf the land but 
nx spied two sails bearing in for the road which was judged the 
Hector and Thomas, but by the Bead's coming off it proved 
otherwise being carraeks coming out of India. They were *o 
near the IVarl ere they' perceived them that they ivere forced to 
leave 2$ or 30 of the men on the Island not having time to fetch 
them and likewise to leave their anchors and cables behind ; so 
when the Hollander* understood what they' were, they plied for 
die Island again and the Pearl with them, but as afterward* wc

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understood by the Hector that the [ ] of June they passed 

by the Isle and then they were not got up to the Isle but the 
carrack* lay there then, The 3rd of June {tern away] 
astern uf us we supposing that it had been one of the isameks that 
had let slip Tor dread of the Hollanders, but it was one of their own 
fleet that had lost the others of her company ; wc kept company 
with them till tht' 5 th of July ami the 16th of thc-aine we met with 
the Hector and kept with her till the 31st day at she night, at which 
time wc lost them. The Hth of August wc met with ;i pirate who 
very subtly sought to have surprised us. The 14th August we 
fell with Flower (Flores) and the )Oth August we met with the 
Hector again being in distress, supplying her wants in what wc 
might according to nur duties, and the toth of September wc met 
with a small ship of London of whom wc received great enwtesy. 

Thus praying your Worships to be pleased to accept of this my 
rude discourse, I humbly take my leave.

[IGHT Worshipful, If the Indian Company at present Iwd 
view of my decrepit and wretched person 1 could expect 
no better censure from the generality for the use of my 
hands, legs and feet than at first I found of the graver 
sort, hy the «cem!ng defect of my tongue which then was no other 
than the lame Instrument of a passionate mind, which remediless 
infirmity, hath often of wise and worthy men been favourably 
forborne, It may please you at present to pardon my brief lines 
and to make better construction of my willing mind titan time Of 
ability permit me to perform, The *mal) ability remaining 
mt tn act, is too little to employ for safeguard of what I have In 
charge, therefore choose rather to enrlure blame for neglect of 
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fawning compliments, which the wiser sort embrace, than omit the 
least duty belonging to an honest man. The 8th February, 
U|jcm the coast of Java, I parted from Sir Henry Middleton whom, 
k>r want of exj^criciiccd factors, ! left weakly supported. The 
Hector, I llamas and Solomon some few days before departed. 
Hy the Solomon the General seiiL all advice, by journal, invoice 
and letters, that then he might, which by baste Tor want of writers 
he could not again perform by nit What I have t dare not 
depart from without better assurance of more certain conveyance^ 
The haste J made on my way was with most industry; the mis¬ 
fortunes by leaks bred me much disquictne**, the sickness and death 
of my men was ta me most grievous, and the long tout breather 
and adverse winds, before I came to the Cape Bona Speranra, was 
to me (its regard of the imminent peril and want of ropes and sails) 
must tedious, the roth of May 1 arrived at Said an in. where to 
my good content J found the Hector and Thomas, with Captain 
Newport in the Expedition, but to some grief [ understood nothing 
of the Solomon, whose weak yils, in regard of my own win Is, 
made me much to doubt To Captain Towers™i for supply of 
divers wants I wits much beholden. The care i had for security 
and strength in regard «f pirates I jmderstabd of to be abroad 
made me strive beyond my strength, without refreshing of my poor 
weak people, to come in company with them, The 15th of May 
we ail net sail, meeting with moat adverse winds and boisterous 
sea, to the tiring of my people and destruction of our sails, by 
which the 16th day at night, to my further disturbance, | was 
separated from there f hastened towards St. HdJna in hope 
there some way to refresh my fWopte and to meet with my said 
friends. Where the ;th June J came, and luffing up about tin? 
point to anchor I found two cimacks whose neighbourhood I durst 
in no w ise trust Wherefore in weak estate, reposing all confidence 
in the mercies of God.

bodies, In which miserable distressed estate we have long striven 
to recover some place for the <afoty of our ship and goods, so long 
that I Imve scarce one left able to help another, The 11 ih day I 
aspired the getting Millforde, In liope in few (lays there to receive 
comfort by the presence of sonic of the Committees, but by winds 
therein ! was ;Uso contradicted and left in miserable estate to seek 
harbour (while any were able to stir’i upon the coast of Ireland. 
To rtpeal our weakness is vain since hardly to be believed* therefore 
with weak striving, the 13th of Scpteinlrer t recovered the river of 
Waterford, wherein at the Passage, at eleven uf the dock, by the 
merries of God we anchored, when immediately came up a storm 
of contrary winds which abroad we could nowise liave coalleoded 
withal. Here I found an honest, com fort able and diligent man 
ami lover of the Indian Company by name Stephen Bonner of 
Lime, who neglecting his own business, at present supplied with 
jjood help of men to take in our 'ails and bring the ship to an 
anchor; supplying me with relief for me and my Company, 
where within 14 hours after, T buried four of my men, and Guo 
Almighty knows how many or us shall soon after follow. As I 
am weak so by my own people 1 am weakly supported. Mr, 
Moliineux, though weak, is my diligent helper, Samuel Squire and 
my son, by weakness, can little Stead tnc ; master, purser and 
other lo trust to I am destitute of. therefore by necessity for present 
uses, I am enforced to entertain whom I can get to serve my turn 
Weak though I am, necessity enforerth me (for safeguard both of 
my credit and what ! have in charge; to strive beyond my ability, 
therefore excuse my disjoined ami brief lines. Kxccpt it please 
God 1 be buried out of the ship, i mean not to set foot on land till 
J delis cr her up to some of vuu t f Gi xl d isposc otl icnvisc of me, 
I will take the best course 1 can for securing of her. My care at 
present is to get credit for money to supply my necessities, l 
mean to omit nr' means for recovering health to my weak dtk 
men. What supply of men to get for my return I am yet uncertain ; 
if God lend me ability L desire the least detraction of time, yet 
remembering with what exceeding care anti pains the things I 
have underfoot were obtained, and fa regard of outlaws abroad 
and the worth of this ship's lading which now 1 hc-ije u» be in 
safety, without your further allowance I alia 11 be very timorous 
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and doubtful to remove. If you send by the way of Bristol 1 
wish ynu to supply me with two or three serviceable honest gunners 
and five barrels of powder, twelve musket bandoleers, match 
o lb,, sail canvas 12 bolts, twine 6 Its,, sail needles ^4, four strand 
hawser of six inches and a half for top ropes and tics, a hawser of 
6 inches for buoy ropes, two coils of 3 inch rope, two coils of z| inch 
rope and a down of Hamburrough {Hamburg 1 lines. If you think 
good to send ten honest sailors it maybe l shall need them besides 
what l may get here. The time considered, l had rather abound 
than want ; my people yet living ate some 26 ( I brought forth 46) 
though they all get health, some 1 dare not trust in case of pirates' 
attempt In doubt of your prejudice by ensuring, as also the 
uncertainty of passage makes me extreme careful not to omit any 
menus 1 may. to give you knowledge of my safe being, 

Though without direction from Sir Henry Middleton my 
wants and necessities Urgcth mo to put you in mind, if you think 
gtwxl and time permit i-oa, to send some ship with speed to 
SaMnnia, with provisions for the Trades Increase, whom I suppose 
will want the same, and it may be the “safeguard of all. I suppose 
dm may arrive there in January and will require time to refresh 
them, 1 he provisions I mean are, 3 cables and other cordage of 
dsvet - sizes, si >et of .sail*, sail needles and tw:ne and some Haro 
butrough lines for sounding lines, some bread, w ine, pease it divers 
other things which they may need, which J leave to your good dis¬ 
cretion better to consider or since the charge will be great, and if they 
mi-' il is all Eost fils.' tin.' time to provide lids bufincss will 
be very .short in regard it is so long before l can put you fa mind 
thereof.

not serving for it. for presently after the General's departure {which 
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was the ISth ofJanuary last) came let their hot months viz. February, 
March, April, and May, and after them their Four wet tiionths 
viz. June, July, August & September, in which time there is no 
travelling and therefore unfit For commerce; so now the time of trade 
begins again, viz, October, November, December and January in which 
time, God willing, we will do away all ^uch commodities wc have here 
by us, having sold all our iron at 4 nu: per niaund, ready money j 
and all our elephants' teeth, whereof half to a banyan at f>.:| mu; 
per m&und, half ready money, the other half in a bill of 
exchange to receive in Amad&vaz at 15 days ; the other half part 
of the teeth to a Pareian at 64 «a: per maund. to pay at 30 days ; 
being glad they are gone, having kept them since our General's 
departure and not offered any money for them, but once hud sold 
half of them at 64 ma; per maund, at 3 months, but when they had 
well looked them over would not stand to their bargain,being very 
bad, as indeed they are much stent and many rotten on the 
outside and not vendible. As f ir the doth remaining hero by us, 
being some JJ pieces most part blue and scagrccns, wc are half cut 
of hope lo do them away, yet at first they began to sell, but since left 
off and will no more uf them, so that henceforward no more of these 
colours must be sent, being not in request, but those colour we 
have formerly writ fur. as no marc -mch elephant's teeth as these 
were, hut such as we advised you in our general fetter, which will 
vend well and yield 80 ins: per man rut, if the Portiugals bring not 
store, as there is no fear.

(IG)IT Worshipful. My duty remembered &c. Having 
formerly written you per Anthony Starkey, silvan] of 
the Dragoti, who departed from Sunil the 38th of 
January last and $0 pet the way of Persia ft«t Aleppo, 
since which time we wrote again per the way of the Red Sea and 
there hence to be conveyed to Aleppo, the copies of both which 
1 now rend herewith. Yogi Worships dial! now perceive that ear 
latter conveyance being of the 1 ^th March per a ship of Sura it that 
went for Mocha and returned back again the 13th of September 
bringing our !esters with them by reason that our foot post 
hearing certain news at Mocha and at Media Llial ah uuf Etigtlids 
were imprinoned and thdr goods confiscated through all Turkey, 
for llto late fact of Sir Henry Middleton, he therefofr. durst not 
proceed farther but relumed with them again, and having formerly 
received aleHer from Anthony Starkey in March, written in Juts 
Negertutt ( T alts) a city of Sinda In his way liomcwariJi wherein he 
cL-ttihed us of hr* being there very sick and stair his servant, I there’ 
fore stand in doubt whether you have yet receiver! any notice of our 
bebg lien* for which eatrae, and for the mom nsaumnec thereof* I 
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have thought fit to write ynu again by the James, which fa now at 
Mcsolapotan. In our former letters the copies whereof 1 herewith 
send inclosed, we have Certified yon of all tilings passed here with us 
until the 12th of March last, since which time for matter of sales of 
our commodities here hath been tittle or nothing done, their times, 
of the year not serving for it. For whereas at home with us we 
divide our year into four parts, they here divide it but into three 
parts, as namely, February, March, April and May they count their 
hot months, in which time the heat is so great that little travelling 
nr Healing is used. After this comes June, July, August and 
September which they count their wet months, in this time there falls 
such abundance of rain with store of thunder am I lightning that few 
or none dare travel, and therefore unfit for dealing : lastly there 
fotloweth October, November, l>etember and January which they cal! 
their temperate weather in which time is great intercourse from 
place to place and so their chief dealing is in these latter 
months. Wherefore your Worships shall now understand that 
having dtspceclcd Mr, Paul Canning for Agra, as formerly we 
have written, he, after a long and tedious journey, arrived 
there and delivered our king's Letter with the present, being 
not mud i esteemed, as himself wrote, and after wards foil sick of 
a burning fever whereof he died, and o about the fine of 
June last wc received Tetters from Agra nf his death being the 
12 th of May; a former letter he had written unto Sir Thomas 
.Smith and Company to be conveyed home per the first which J send 
herewith, also he wrote a few line* the very day or hj s death, the 
copies whereof l likewise send. Upon this ill news aforesaid we 
Were forced presently to send up Thomas Kcridge as well to 
receive into his hands those things left by Mr. Canning, as also to 
*“ thcTC rcs ’ dcnt for continuance of out suit at Court as namely 
for a letter from the king of Agra in answer bf our king's letter 
and likewise to procure the king's firman for a sufficient place for 
our ahlps to anchor from danger of the Porting*!*, with some other 
needful things which the king himself promised should be effected 
but yet nothing done therein, notwithstanding Thomas Ken dye 
bciin; there and continuing his daily suit ho hath lately written its 
a large letter how all things pass there above, which letter I also 
send herewith having received another the same tenor some few 
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days before. Mr. Canning wrote uu a very large letter from Agra 
before Ins death, consisting altogether of discontent between him 
and his interpreter Jadow, and also of his peons who were his foot¬ 
men to attend him, but chiefly concerning two of the General's 
men that were sent with him, the one for to assist hint, named 
Richard Temple, who had the Spanish tongue, the other to attend 
him named Edward Muni, both which left him in his midway to 
Agra ; all which discontent aforesaid might be cause of his 
sickness and so consequently of his death. As for Richard 
Temple, after his coming from him, he died at Suratl the 27th of 
June last; also Lancelot Canning, one of the musician*, died in Agra 
some few days before Mr, Canning, so that there remained only in 
Agra with Fhotnas Keridge one Robert Trudy a musician, and the 
aforesaid Edward Hunt whom we sent up also to attend him. 
Insomuch that my company at SuralL grew short, having no more 
but Win. Biddulph, Nicholas Withlngton and my servant with me, 
but that J got from Chawte (Chau!) one of the Dragon's company 
{which fled from the General for fear of punishment) named Robert 
Clark sens whom ] hear to have good skill in making up of tobacco, 
and for that here is great store and cheap, I thought fit to put it in 
practice, which 1 think will turn to the great benefit of the Worship- 
fill Company; 1 hare agreed with him for 1 5/ per amt; whereof 5 to be 
paid him here Tor hi--apparel, the other to/, to be paid thereat home 
to hi* friends ; also there came with him an A1 main who king since 
was taken by the Turks In Hungary and so bought Bind sold till in. 
came hither, which Almoin, in regard l find him both honest and 
serviceable 1 have also entertained him at 15 per month for all but 
needful here. As for our country commodities 1 find them all 
passable here save only our doth of unfit colours, as namely, blues, 
seagrecus and such like whereof T pray (ct there- be no mure sent, 
hut of such colours, that ive have formerly written (nr Here 
remains of them tome 25 pieces which t think will hardly veni 
any way, having *citt up the musters thereof unto Agra for trial of 
sale but nothing will do. At beginning of last month we made 
sab of all our elephant's teeth, the one hair thereof sold f w 
per matin (1, the other half at 64 ma; per maund so (here remaineth 
nothing d«r uflaold but the half pat! of bad, w hich wilt yield every 
day s ma: fier mnund. and our quicksilver and vermilion, being 
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HOW' the chief time for sale of all things. The t jth of Septcrobcr 
last there arrived a ship of Surait fn>m Mocha out of the Red Sea, 
being very rich and having abundance of corat, silver, gold and other 
things amounting well near to the sum of one hundred thousand 
pounds sterling and notwithstanding site had a let-pass from the 
I'ortittgals, yet they being there with their frigate* and hearing she 
was so rich laden were loth to let go so good a prey out of their 
teeth ; whereupon they resolved to carry her away and so they did, 
and tint content with that alone but conveyed aJs-> 700 persons of 
the sorts which they had aboard them; this fact of theirs is nmv 
grown 50 admits that it is like to disturb the estate of ail the 
Partingols in the Indks, the king taking it so indignantly that it 
should be done contrary to thdr let-pass, and within his own river 
as it was.

country trade than this. And although Thomas Kcrldgt, as it scorn* 
by his letter, stands in some fear having had conference with 
Mocrob Chan, who is a great man with the King and a politic, 
about restitution fof Sir Henry Middleton’s fact, yet I will assure 
your Worships there is no cause of such fear, for that generally they 
stand in more (ear of ns than of the Porting*!* ; and this Mocrob 
Chan hath more ad ventures at sea than any of this country ; and 
so I have written unto Tha Kertdgc for to signify unto him that 
If we should in our person* at goods suffer any detriment in these 
parts, that thereupon here would come enough of our ships to cover 
their seas insomuch that neither Moor nor Porting*! should stir out 
of doors and then should he see whether oui King and country 
were so mean as thow ly ing Jesuits have told him ; and that our 
abode here Is a sufficient means to assure their ships from being 
taken by the English, for no ship dares go out the river of Sural 
without our pass. Howsoever i would wish there might a 
sufficient man be sent In your first ships that may be resident in 
Agra with the King, and such a one whose person may breed 
regard, for they here look much after great men ; and so much for 
this country-. Your Worshipfols shall now perceive I have made 
diligent enquiry concerning the state uf Persia and with conference ol' 
many that come thence, I find there is a seaport town called Bartyn 
'Bahrein), where unto a ship of * or .5 hundred tons may come, and i 
understand this country -spends much cloth,.for the Venetians brin- h 
overland and so -carry with them again all sorts of Persian silks, which 
trade Is,as it were, offered us. and stirtly I think in short time will be 
able to vent as much cloth as StiratL Likew ise 1 have made enquiry 
here about red coral, a thing much worn by the Decamps a people 
that when they die they bury all their coral with them so that this 
trade wit I never decay. They spend much of it here, and it is sold 
very dear, for the meanest sort is sold for JO and 3c shillings the seer 
which is but < 2 ou ,'ny,; he belter -ort for 40 and 50 shillings and 
upwards, it is usually broughr out of the Red Sea by 300 chests at 
a time yet never glutted, f iviih there might some be rent. Thu* 
fearing lest t have been sumcwliat over tedious jn the premises, 1 
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cease* commending your Worships with all the rest of that worthy 
Company to God's most merciful and heavenly protection,

DD Captain Marlow and my hind com n try men* I cannot 
but heartily salute you Sir, in August kst 1 

received a joint letter from you and Mr. Gurney. as 
also a private letter from yoursdf, both which t 
answered at large by your foot post, who departed from us the loth 
of August, since which 1 heard not from you: yet at present 1 received 
I he copy of a letter from Surat written by Mr, Gurney ami Mr. 
Cobbi which 1 will answer herewith. And now you shall perceive 
that we having sent letters in March last by a ship of Sumt that 
went for Mocha, to be carried overland to Aleppo and so to be 
conveyed to the Worshipful Company: mirfootpost that should have 
glum with them returned back in the alhresaid ^hip, bringing our 
letter* with him, for that he heard for certain that nil our English 
through Turkey' were imprisoned and their goods confiscated* 
only for the fact of Sir Henry Middleton* wherefore patience. I 
tiavt therefore thought fit, in regard you are likeliest to go firsl 
home of any wc know, Co request you to deliver, or at least to 
convey thi^ packet of letters unto Sir Thomas Smith and 
Company that they may thereby have true notice how things pass 
hi:rc with U5 r 1 hail once thought to hav^e sent one of our English 
mariners through Persia with letters, but in respect of the bad 
new* in Turkey it will not be You shall Understand that all 
thing*! here with its go well, thanks be to God for It: and with 
the Portingak to the contrary ; especially a late fact of theirs hath 
made them odious, for in Sq>!ember last their frigates being m 
the rivet of Suratt took a ship of that place that :ame from the 
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Red Sea, being richly laden, ulmobt in the value or a hundred 
thousand pounds, and earned her away, and rdmost 700 persons in 
Jicr; by which means none of them dare api>ear in these parts as 
they were wont, insomuch that hod we shipping here now from 
hn gland, we should strike all dead. I marvel that in all this 
v hile I do not hear of a hr man gotten (here by you from the king 
of that country for your sure and peaceable trade there, whereby 
jrou need not fear governors there as yon do: for we now having 
the kings firman will not be wronged by any governor that comes, 
yet have we had much change but have been wronged by none. 
At iny fast writing unto you t was very sick of ati ague, but since, 
i thank God, well again. My abode here is in this city or 
Amndavas, the chief city of the Gujicrats, fur making provision for 
our General who promised to be here again from the southwards 
by the fine of last month, but i now stand in doubt or it ; how* 
soever if lie come not by the fine of next month f will down again 
for Surat, which is 7 days journey he rehen ee. AmJ thus nut 
1 laving further at present but will again commend these our 
packet of letters to lie directed by your best judgment, being a 
matter of importance, and SO will commend you and your pro¬ 
ceedings to ( rod’s merciful protection, who send us a good meeting

liarts. for the settling of a beneficial factory. And having since 
iny arrival not only obtained the Emperor's grant with large privi- 
tegea for the same, but also procured your freedom, which till this 
present f.mlit not be obtained- It now resteth ivhat course yon 
%vill tali* ; whether to return for your country, or remain here the 
Company’s servant, in wbal manner you hold yourself best able to 
do them service what salary you will have; and in what manner

Whereumo he made answer, that his desire is to go home for 
hi» native country of England, but not in this ship; only his 
staying is for a certain time to get something, having hitherto 
spent Ws time so many year.; in vain, and would not now go home 
with mi empty purse , ami that he is wilting to do the f ompany 
the best service he can in anything he may serve them in, either per 
sea nr land, to the benefit of the English Factory in Japan, or cLe-

IlGH 1 Worshipful, my last was of the 12th of January 
from Dan tarn, in Java major, where I made relation of 
our tedious voyage into the Red Sea, with all other 
occurrence* happening until our arrival at Ran tain 
aforesaid junto the w hich I refer me, ami seat it per Captain Gabriel 
Toweraun. in the Hector, not doubting of her safe arrival in 
England long since in conjjiany of the Thoma*. which God grant 
fee. The 15 th off armary WC set sail from Han tain to the eastward, 
ami the fast ditto we entered the straits of Dcsalon : 5 aldjer). where 
w e came to an anchor, it being night. Seeing a small junk before 
us do the like ; she dame from Mandarin the Celebes, and was in 
company with another junk which we :m in the morning, both 
being laden with rice aim bound for Amboyno an thev said. One 
f lhtm did l’** 1 «™ hip through the straits, and bought a fetter 
Irnm Mr John Parson, to deliver unto the fit at English dripping 
Ite met withal ; so it came to the luuuis of „ur General. Mr. P a r*om 
***** hifn Of the little good there iva> to be done at Maccuser, 
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anrj that therefore he was Jdcrmiiictl to go for Bantam with (he 
first Opportunity offered. and so to leave that place. There was a 
Fleming in one of these junks, bound for Amboy no. he was master, 
or pilot, in u small pinnace of some 50 tons, which was cast away 
on the coast of Borneo, he reporting that this island Borneo, or 
the shoals to the eastward of it, do reach over almost to the Sdebcs, 
quite contrary to the form laid down in otir plots, or sea cards, 
especially over against Maccascr. tic mrtketh it to join almost 
with the other. J le learned this, he said to his cost, having lost 
his ship, 1 he first of February u-c passed the straits of Dcssalon, 
and the morrow aftei discovered the high land of ait bland called 
Cambiu (Kambalno^ we going to the eastward of it passing per 
the r>. ijdt the 9th ditto we came as high as the Island Hot ton 
Bnc-tcw/, passing to the eastward of it. discovering other islands 
to the eastward of us, namely certain called by the name of Toca- 
bessy, but by some, Tonga-bessy (Todcang-Besi). We passing 
betwixt Button and these islands and by chance met with one Mr, 
Ric. Wcfdyn, left In these parts by Captain David Middleton 
|/*iv /nifs rVAyj'Wr] said he hath done very desperate service 
and is in great credit with turn. Our General was vcjy desirous 
to have brought him for England, but he altogether unwilling, 
alleging his poverty at present, but hope of bettering shortly, and 
«’ F> return for his country. The jjth ditto we came up with the 
island of Burro (Boeroci, anil hud much ado to get about to 
the westward of it. being steep up and down 011 the S. const 
hard to the Shore, no anchorage, but very high land attrl full of 
wood. VVc sounding with our skiff all along, hut could find no 
anchorage. The 17th w e had a slcnt of w ind which carried us to 
the westward of Burro so the iSth we came to an island which 
stancleth to the northward of Hutto, called Namacatrow, but 
they were fearful to come to speech of us but fled before our 
pinnace, yet beckoned them 10 come on shore; but we tearing 
treachery would not adventure. We thought to have come to an 
anchor on the S.W. side of this Island but had 50 fathom water 
within a cable length of the shore so wc stood about to the eastward 
the wind being northerly and saw tiro or three other islands off those, 
called all by the name »f Sular : Social, and the people Sulars. which, 
aa it seemed, the Spaniarris and Porting&U had used to take them

arnj make s&vca of thesn, which made them fc*i r Tu f to come near in 
Thu 24th h e lunar y we came to an anchor at an island in the 
Moioocns.called Hachun, where the Flemings have Ljnt possession ami 
begun to huild a new fortress but not then half made an end of, it was 
slenderly manned, and all, or most pari, oT the ’■nkliera did sue to our 
i jcul’mI to carry 1 hem sway, arid so would have left the place void ; 
but our General did refuse them, offering them any other friend* 
ship he could ; which was ill requited after, per some of the chiefcst 
(! Flattings : \V hen wc came to Macao, another <»f the islmidi, 
unto which place our General was invited by a gnat man of the 
country, to have trade with him for cloves and sent a pilot to 
bring uur ship to the road of Tahnrma. or Pdcbcry, where wc rode 
near unto the shore without danger of any fortress, and the country 
people did begin bo trade with us; but the Flemings coming to 
knowledge thereof, did peremptorily send pur General word he should 
depart from thcnc* with the ship, for that the land was theirs.and they 
would n°t suffer us to trade ; and w ithin a day or two, sent two great 
chips, men of war, the one'called the Red Lion with pieces, and 
the other the Moon with 32 pieces of ordnance, die one riding 
at an anchor on the one side t>l ua and the H ither, on the other, not 
suffering any of the country people to come aboard of in with 
rrc^li victuals, we standing in gmai need thereof [for»] they 
put a garrison of \fom\ against our ship Matty unfitting 
W..rd> 1 did hear pass amongst than against the sacred person of 
out dread sovereign King James, and the Ihmous deceased Queen 
Kilraheih went not free. Once they used us much worse than 
cidifr Turks, Moors or any other heathen hath done since our 
departure (rut of England, and threatened sis that if we went about 
to trade with the Spaniard*, they would lake u» and make prize of 
u*. 1 he king * son of this country' came aboard our ship and 

I ns free trade, but proved not so good ,is hi, word, Tor, 

1 laving got a present, he gave U £ the dip. having bought a barrel 
of gunpowder, winch after proved the min and destruction of 
him and his followers, Tor, meeting with the king's *on of Ttdore 
*;l sea, they I ought, and by fortune the barrel of powder took 
fire and .) ^hd most of them, this prince of Ternatc being 
w wilh ^ n other of Ms biuiher^ ami the king of Gtlula, 
with some 25 more of the chief men in threat parts, which made

the Spaniards and Titforeans much to rejoice and to shoot off 
much ordnance. From faharma we weighed anchor and dc~ 
parted the Jth of April, and came to an author at Tidorc Lhe 8 tb 
ditto. We had some conference with the Spaniards but rid without 
danger of their forts; and finding nothing but word* ivith [ ] 

*Jld less trusting them than the Dutch (aIt!tough they used us more 
kindly than they did j -so the 13th of April wc weighed anchor and 
passed to the westward ofTidor, bearing up near to the coast of 
female and shot off a piece of ordnance according as our General 
had formerly promised to certain cavalier-, who said they would 
cnnic off in boats and trade with U& They answered Us with 
another piece of ordnance, and sent off a boat with a flag of truce 
by a poor soldier, using nothing but compliments 1 words. So from 
thence departed and finding die winds northerly continually; the 
2tuid we came to an anchor at the northern end of an island called 
Doy 1’ulo Doei), which standeth to the northwards of Gilola, or 
fialtachina, where wo hatl good anchorage, but the island desolate 
per means of the wars; yet we found good fresh water, wood, cocoa* 
nuts, fish and ivtldfowl; and had it nol been for (he untimely loss of 
M«. John Crawley and Robert Lanuufwhn were drowned) and John 
Meredith, killed with tile fall of a tree, we had been happy in 
folding that place. For the 1 ith day of May wc set sail from Doy 
and went X. and betwixt the N. by li and X. by S, until the 2nd 
of June, at which time wc discovered the Ida rids of Rd~mjgo$ 
which it and in the X latitude of 25 degrees yo & odd minutes; 
we having passed to the eastward of the Fhiltippinas and never seen 
any land till this day, and on the morrow afternoon saw other 
land more easterly, being divers islands [tow] full of people 
and called as [to-«] see all the coast dung yet wc durst not 
come to an anchor it blew so iinert So tlse 1 . t b of June wc came 
to -ui author in the haven of I-irandn in Japan, .' here the king of 
the place received us very kindly Mr. Adams nut being there buL 
had heard of our coming per means of a letter sent foim Sir Thomas 
Smith which caused him to leave order with his host to send 3 prut 
to him ,.1 nur coming, which he did,and uiir General wrote turn three 
several letters;, yet he arrived not at Finindo til] the zgih uf July ; 
and the 7th of August our General departed for the Japan Court, Mr, 
Adams accompanying him, anrl it was the 6 th S .ventberbefcr he 
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did return for Firando, it proving a tedious journey ; yet he 
obtained all privilege* that he did demand, God grant the trade 
may prove is beneficial as hitherto our succeeding* (iff) have been 
successfirt : the only cross hath been the running away of seven of 
our manners itt the absence of our General viz. John Bowles* Christo¬ 
pher Evans, John Sara, Clement Luck and John Totty, English¬ 
men ; and Jasper Malcouty and one Jaques, Flemings. Hut 
Bowles and Evans were the Instigators of the rest; they stole aw ay 
the skiff and went for Laugft&ftfljue and there took sanctuary in the 
papist churches, and were secretly conveyed away for the 
Phlllipinas per the Jesuits : but the skiff we recovered again. The 
Flemings had settled themsdv^ here 3 or 4 years before our 
arrival, and have built them a house in this place which hath out 
them already above 2500/ sterling, and do dispense themselves 
abroad* some one way and some another to look out for trade, as 
we must do the like, for they wre dose and will let understand 
nothing. They have some small entrance already into i‘orc;t per way 
of an island tailed Tushm-i ; Tsushima.), which stun doth within sight 
of Cos ea, and is friend to the Emperor of Japan. But the cliMest 
place whkh as yet they lave found out U from Uenen to Sy.itn and 
rauauiu, from whence they bring -silk, btmzil-WDOd, and deerskins* 
which is all ready money here, Mr Adams h now entertained 
into your Worships' service for a couple of years until news come 
of the Gtwe% safe arrival in England, he being now at liberty to 
come for his country when lie will. He maild not lx entertained 
under toe/, sterling a yeai Tils; Flemings did what they could ti» 
have gotten him from us, which made him to stand the more on his 
points ; he alleged hr was a poor man, and that he had spent *4 
years already to no purpose and now would he loth to return for his 
country a beggar; giving the Worshipful Company spec in l thunks 
for his liberty* which he doth acknowledge came chiefly by Ttn.an- 
of the coming -«F this ship with 1 lis Majesty's letters of England. 
Mr, Adam5 is of opinion that if ever the northeast or northwest 
passages be found out, it must lx: from the.^ parts, and ojjcicth 
Thifl hi % M service therein, tin: Emperor promising his hoi furtherance 
with men or letters <if twommcftriadori to all princes; and hath 
entrance already into <m bland called Ved^ which is thought ro 
be rather wmc pan of the continent of T&rtaria. Mr. Adams hath 
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drawn out the plot of Japan, with part of that island and Corea, 
and other bordering places, and sendcth it to year Worships per 
this conveyance, It is certain that the Hollanders had taken this 
discovery' in hand before no v, but that they have so many irons In 
the fire already, with their wars In the ttducbas against the 
Spaniards, lam sorry that ! can not insta nt ty write your Worships 
°f much benefit to be made in these pans, yet I sec both the 
Spaniard, Portingal and Dutch look out very sharply about matters 
of trade; and if they do good, I hope, in time, we shall do the like 
in having care and using diligence, fur out of doubt here Is great 
slim- of silver in these parts, anti could We get any great quantity 
■ d broadcloth to vent, it w ould prove a gr eat matter although at 
tow rates; but as yet they are so addicted to silk# that they do not 
enter into consideration or the benefit of wearing cloth ; but time 
nuij' alter their minds, and in the meantime we must seek out other 
mailers beneficial,, a.* f have formerly said other men do, and for 
my own part, so long as I stay in these part*, or else where, fa yt> ur 
Worships* service, I will use ray best endeavour. And of one 
thing I have thought good to advertise your Worships, that at our 
1 in.; In tin Red Sea and busmen passing in such fro ward sort a* 
it did, and the Thomas [ J for rriaman, there 

was an oversight committed jxr [ ] Geoigc Rail 

who delivered ninety great sows of lead out of the Thomas and 
put them aboard a Sumt Junk called the Rcmy, without giving 
notice thereof either to tin* General nr myself ; as M r . Peacock 
did of thirty other* of same sort he pur aboard the said Junk, So 
by this means they were lost and never brought to account, f think¬ 
ing they Jiad been aboard the Thomas until our meeting at Bantam 
lltcy told me to the contrary, and re, we found per experience when 
the *r-: of the Thomas’ goods were unladen, Vet there happened 
another matter which is a fit occasion to bring matters to rights, and 
is that out of the said Junk called the Rcmy were two bales or 
churls of Lahore Indigo put aboard the Hector having certain 
duickeros of fine Senilan Ghmvtcr? in them which belonged to a 
S’r.T'ian Called Hagi Messia Heag,whr> never spoke of I hem till’ the 
Hector was departed for Priamnn, and then brought the matter In 
question and made much ado about them is our General will inform 
your Warships more at large, ami in the end when lie saw he could 
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not have them for that they were carried away in the Hector, he 
offered to give them me anti to have made a Formal deed of ght 
thereof which T made known to oar Genera] who persuaded me to 
the contrary; telling me it would but give distaste to your 
Worships, amt be a greater hindrance than the benefit literect would 
have done me gogj. Sc* I let that occasion slip ; and that it h 
certain two mch bales were put aboard the Hector, Mr. Edward 
Dodswoftli, the purser, showed them unto me In presence of Mr- 
Edward Camden, and Mt Oodsworth told our General as muc h 
in my hearing; yet at our arrival together at Bantam both Mo 
Camden and Mr iiodswotth did deny that which they had both 
formerly seen and said, saying it wa? a mistaking, and that in our
